The city officials will “direct the work, bat 
not the employment of the men. This will 
be done by the representatives of the Fand 
Committee, Rev. Samuel J. Niccolls, Henry 
O. Haarstick and Dr. Thomas O'Reilly, on 
the ground each day. 

The first object and idea of the Lake Fand 
is to furnish work tothe unemployed of St. 
Louis. There need de no apprehen- 
sion that it win invite the army 
of unemployed from Chicago, Kansas City 
ana other cities. The managers of the fund 
have been assured the fuilest co-operation of 
the Police Department for any investigations 
as to residence deemed necessary. 

Every precaution will be taken to see that 
the money goes to the unemployed of St. 
Louis and not to those ot any other locality, 
even if they should find means to come to 
tis city. 

This point has been made perfectly plain 
and will be insisted on throughout the prose- 
cution of the work.

RELIEF FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 


Rev. Samuel J. Nicoolls Discusses This 
Important Problem. 


Rev. Samuel J. Niccolls: Chairman of the 
Lake Employment Fund Committee, has 
written forthe SuxpaY Post-DispatcH the 
following able paper on the greatand press- 
ing problem of relief for the unemployed. 
Dr. Niccolis bas given the subject grave and 
thoughtful consideration and his paper is 
commended to the attention ofthe people of 
St. Louis ror careful study: : 

DR. NICCOLLS’ PAPER. 


The administration of rellef to the mult- 
tudes, who in the present distress need help, 
readily divides into two distinct depart- 
ments. The first concerns those who are 
sick, helpless, infirm, or are as yet unable to 
support themselves, but who are suffering 
forthe necessities of life. This dependent 
class is not larger now than at other times, 
but its clalms are more urgent from the fact 
that those who were its natural support and 
@ependente-are, ‘in a large measure, no 
longer able to maintainit. It must not be 
overlooked that mem bers of the dependent 
class are in all our bomes, rich or poor. The 
failure of the ability of their natural sup- 
porters to maintain them, only reveals their 
helplessness and makes them objects of pub- 
lic charity. It must be recorded to the honor 
of the poor and laboring classes that they are 
just as faithful and self-sacrificing in sup- 
porting those who are dependent upon them 
as are the rien; but their ability to help others 
soonest falls in times of financial prostration 
hence the necessity for public help. Common- 
place as thetruthis, it must not be over- 
looked, that the so-called increase of destitu- 
tion among the dependent class arises from 
the inability of their natural supporters to 
ald them. Tofaliltotake this fact into ac- 
count, in our attempts to relieve the desti- 
tute, is a sad mistake. Almsgiving may 
bring a temporary reitet but it will not fur- 
nish a radical cute. Onthecontrary, it may 
be so administered as to increase the evil 
that should be removed. If atax could be 
laid upon the public, either by law or 
voluntarily, which would result in a 
poor fund sufficiently large to pro- 
vide for the support of all the 
helpless and dependentinour city, leaving 
none to private care, it would bea curse in- 
stead ot a blessing. It would first of all put 
a premium upon dependency and idleness. 
Still worse, it would dry up those countless 
streams of mutual love and sympathy, of 
compassion and gratitude, which water the 
soll of our common humanity, and prevent it 
frém being turned into a hard, dry desert of 
selfishness and indifference. Public and or- 
ganized charities are a necessity in the pres- 
ent condition of society, both for the sake of 
economy andefiiciency in giving help; but 
just tothe degree thatthey destroy private 
charity by leading a man to feel that he has 
no personal obligation to help the poor, or 
that they lead those who could support 
others to be false to their trust, they are 
injarious. The danger is that the dole of 
charity will be continued beyond due limits, 
and then it degrades the recipient. A self- 
supporting man is not only a self-respecting 
one, he is also a benefactor; he blesses others 
as well as himself. St. Paul’s rule for turn- 
ing athief, the foe of s: ciety, into a bene- 
factor is very simple: ‘‘Let him that stole, 
steal no more, but rather let him labor, 
working with his hand the thing which is 
good, that he may have to give to him that 
needeth.’’ Organized charities are allevia- 
tions, not cures, for destitution. Itis tothe 
honor of our city that it is well provided with 
such organizations. The Provident, St. 
Vincent de Paul, and other kindred organ - 
izations are doing an a@mirable work and 
should receive the hearty support of all. 
Their ministrations are wise, anditcan be 
said in truthfulmess that they fully occupy 
the field. No new ones are needed for the 
present emergency. 

But with regard to the unemployed the 
case is Gifferent, It can easily be seen that a 
radical cure for destitution must be to give 
employment to those who are the natural 
supporters of the dependent class. This is 
also the most ecenomical method. It not 
only prevents the unemployed laborer from 
being an addition to the dependent class, but 

t also enables him to become a supporter of 
others. This matter isso plain that it needs 
noargument. The best help one can bring 
to a neédy man ts to enable him tohelp him- 
self. Thereisno support so as self- 
support. For this reason the m of ro- 
lief which should have the most prominepce 
in the public mind, and should be urged apon 
the attention ofall, is that wi

aws the favorable action of the Legisia- 
ture. In some of the smaller Eastean cities, 
manicipal aid could not be granted, 
funds have been raised by private subscrip- 
tion and thus work has deen provided. The 
la bor unions of the East are urging that less 
should be done in the way of almsgiving end 
more in the way of procuring work for those 
W employment. 

The proposal made by the Post-DISHATCH 
is directly in a line with all this. Indeed it is 
the only practical proposal, so far as iam 
now aware, béfore our community to furnish 
work for the unemployed. No reasonable 
objection can be raised against it. It does 
not interfere with other labor or throw other 
workmen out of employment. There is not an 
Over-supply of lakes on the market. It is 
something for the public good and not a 
waste of toll and money. Its execution must 
resuit in many incidental advantages De- 
sides giving employment to hundreds. It 
would put a large amount of money into eir - 
culation, and it will also afford a test by 
which to discriminate between the deserving 
and the undeserving,- and thus tend to dis- 
courage street begging. 

That there is need for some such employ- 
ment is sadly appareat. If one cares to look 
he can easily find evidences of it. But yes- 
terday aman accosted me on the street, re- 
spectfully, but with an eagerness that de- 
manded a hearing. Sir, said he, Iam 
not @ beggar, but a workingman made des- 
perate I have never before asked for help. 
Ihave been out of work three weeks, and 1 
have a wife and four children, the youngest 
sick, and I have no bread for them. I do not 
ask you to del jleve my word, but come and 
86. It was as he said. The rooms in 
which they lived were clean and neatly fur- 
nished, but the pale, hunger-smitten faces 
of the wife and children told their own story, 
It was a humiliation for them to take help, 
and they received it with tears. The father 
and husband said: ‘‘lam able to work. For 
God's sake and for the sake of mychildren, 
get me something to do, and I will thank you 
with all my heart. 

This is only one case among thousands in 
our great city. Scores and hundreds of our 
fellow-citizons have had like experience. 
But shall we not unite in bringing relief to 
those who suffer in such a way as to afford 
them true help? 

In subscribing to the Lake Employment 
Fund those who cannot give at once all they 
wish in a cash payment could greatly ald by 
making a subscription conditioned on 
monthly payments for a period or three 
months. This would not make their contri- 
butions burdensome to them, and at the 
same time would enable all who are so fortu- 
nate as to be employed to give something to 
assist their less fortunate brethren. It is im- 
portant for the success of the proposed en- 
terprise that the necessary funds be secured 
as soon as possible. For this reason Il am 
bold toappeal to my fellow citizens to give 
their prompt and liberal ald to this measure. 
While we wait others suffer. About two 
ye, ars ago a large sum was freely given by 
our generous citizens for the purpose of pro- 
moting entertainments and for public enter- 
prises during the ColumDian year. II 
amounted to hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. Shall we de less liberal now when our 
brethren are suffering and need our help?

No Special Session ef the Legislature 
Likely. 


SPRINGFIETAa, III., Jan. 18.—Gov. Altgeld in 
an interview to-day stated that no spectal 
session of the lllinols Legislature will be 
called to consider the condition of the unem- 
ployed unless he finds such action absolutely 
necessary. 

A State cannot permit its citizens to 
starve, the Governor said, and must do 
what it can to relieve distress in extreme 
cases, but there is no way by which the state 


could speedily furnish employment on public 
works. What I will do in case an application 
is made toconvene the Legislature will de- 
pend entirely upon the showing that is made, 
and unless I can be convinced that some 
good Is likely to come from it, I will not sub- 
ject the State to the expense of an extra 


session.

NINBETY-ONE YEARS OLD. 


Death Last Night of Dr. William Fields 
at His Residence. 


Dr. William Fields died at his late rest. 
dence, No. 2622 Washington avenue, at 7:30 


o’clock last evening, aged 90 years 11 months 
and 24 days—just one week short of 91 years 
ofage. The doctor was born in Virginia and 
early. in his youth he went to Wilmington, 

Del., where he began the practice of med 
icine. At the age of he married 
his first wife then à girl of 14. They lived 
happily together for half a century and cele- 
brated thelr golden weddingin Delaware in 
1877 with their grown children and their 
grand-children. Shortly after this his wife 
died and the doctor came West. He arrived 
in St. Louis in 1878, and a year later married 
the widow of E. A. Skillman, and she sur- 
vives him, During the war he was 
a surgeon in the Union Volunteers. 
His widow was formerly a Miss Osborne of 
Baltimore and Dr. Fields was her third hus- 
band. He was a member of Centenary Metho- 
dist Church. He joined the church when 
he was 19 years old. said Mrs. Fields last 
night, ‘‘and since thattime he has used 
neither liguor nor tobacco and has not even 
drank strong coffee. His funeral will 
probably take place Monday.

This humiliation of the United States by 
an upstart usurper of a rag-tag govern- 
ment is the logical consequence of the 
Harrison crime and the Cleveland blunder. 
It is the legitimate result of our folly. 

We are paying the penalty of serving as 
the accomplice of a gang of unscrupulous 
adventurers who, having used us, are 
kicking us for our pains. President Cleve- 
land is in the ridiculous position of a man 
whose silly bluff has been called down. 

There is nothing left for us to do but 
swallow our shame and get out of the dis- 
graceful entanglement as soon as possible.

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THE REFERENDUM. 

Both political parties in Massachusetts 
are committed to what 1s known as the 
*freferendum,’’ a Swiss institution by 
which any measure of legislation may in 
certain defined circumstances be submitted 
directly to the people for their approval or 
be initiated by them through petition. 

Gov. McKinley of Ohio said in a recent 
message that ‘‘the citizens and tax-payers 
should be consulted when debts are to be 
created for which they are to provide pay- 
ment,’’ and he afterwards recommended 
legislation lookingto this end. Although 
he did not refer in terms to the referendum, 
his suggestion contained the principle 
which is capable of an application much 
more extended than that suggested in the 
Governor’s message. 

The referendum is an expedient of pure 
Democracy, an attempt at direct legisla- 
tion by the people in communities too large 
and populous for the primitive town meet- 
ing. Since the progressive nations out- 
grew this ancient mode of law-making the 
legislative power has been handed over to 
parliamentary bodies elected at intervals 
by the people. These representatives 
have served the purposes of progress fairly 
well, but advocates of the referendum 
maintain that they do not always respond 
promptly to popular mandates, and that 
they are too often under the influence of 
special interests antagonistic to the gen- 
eral welfare. To secure really Democratic 
legislation free from un-Democratic influ- 
ences 1s the object proposed by the leaders 
of the movement. 

The referendum has been in use in 
Switzerland for many years, and it is 
there considered a highly successful ex- 
pedient. Whether it is as well adapted to 
the more complex conditions of American 
politics and society is yet to be demon- 
strated. |

The workmen will be selected with great 
care. The police have promised active 
co-operation in this task. Every dollar of 
the fund will be paid in wages to needy 
residents of St. Louis.

what size and quality. These hard times,“ 
when so many are out of imployment, so many 
are Working at reduced wages, so Many or- 
amarny in easy circumstances are very un- 
easy—so many, alas, mire or less dependent 
upon charity for the commonest necessaries 
Of lite. One would suppose that in suca 
times no man could o- fund tn any civilized 
and Christianizea comniunity, with sou! ¢o 
infinitesimally small aod so inconcetvably 
meanas to deliberately take advantage of 
the pressing needs of hose less fortunate 
than himself. Yet in every civilized and 
Obristianized communt\y there are such 
men; andit is a curious commentary upon 
the civilization and Ctristianity that they 
usually belong to the class called 
our most respected citizens.’ In faet, thoy 
are simply ‘‘wreckers’’ upon the shores of 
tune financial ocean; always watching and 
waiting for storms that may Dring them the 
spolls of unlucky ships, dasued to pieces on 
the rock-bound coast. 

I knew of such a wrecker once, who, when- 
ever such times as we are now experiencing 
came on, said to his juntor partner: James, 
now is a favorable time to buy property, for 
it can Qe bought very ov. That is, owners 
of property would be compelled to sell, and 
the purchaser could dictate the price. Well, 
he bought a great dea of property in this 
way, and it made him very rich, and his 
children are now living tn elegant style on 
their inherited wealth. As for him, he died 
long ago; and I strongly suspect there ts no 
**favorable time to buy property“ where he 
resiies, and that money is not held in such 
high esteem as it is here. 

I heard the other day of another ‘‘wreck. 
er.“ still living at advanced age, and alreauy 
very rich, who actually had the adamanting 
**cheek’’ to offer a nejgnbor in pecuniary 
distress $5,000 fora piece of property which 
he knew had eost over: $40,000. He thought 
himself quite surs ofa rare bargain, but for. 
tunately the neighbor found a ‘‘good Same 
aritan’’ willing to heip one who had ‘‘fallen 
among thieves ’’ He is:a great chureh-goer, 
this *‘wrecker;’’ and !f he had bought for 
$5,000 what his neighbor had paid more than 
$30,000 for, he would dowdtless have dropped 
adollar in the contribution-box ana sung, 
Praise God From Whom All Blessings 
Flow’’ more loudly thar ever. 

Well, you will say, ‘‘this ts nothing but 
dusiness;“ and everybody would do, it they 
hada chance, what the dead ‘wrecker’ did 
and the living one tried to do.“ Yes, you 
are right; this sort of wrecking is ‘‘nothing 
but business ;'’ but may I venture to inquire 
what, in your opinion, Jesus Christ 
would be likely. to say if 
the wrecking business were submitted 
to his judgment? It ne would condemn it as 
utterly hostile to the spirit of the Golden 
Rule, and repudiate all so-called Christians 
who practice it, then it would seem to be a 
sufficiently self evident fact that between 
the popular Christianity and the Christianity 
of Christ ‘*There is a graat gulf fixed’’—re- 
sembling in kind, tf not in degree, that 
which separated Dives from Abraham and 
Lazarus. If I am wrong in this matter, 1 
shall be very glad to be set right—ez cathedra,

You 
may have many more ten or fifteen minutes, 
but these particular ones you can never have 
again, though you live to be as old us 
Methusaleh—or as an Irish friend pronounces 
the name, Matthes Wezel.“ They have 
vanished forever into that eternal past which 
never returns, 

Ido not see ho anz real and permanent 
success in life—business life, at least—its pos- 
sible without this rare virtue of punctuality, 
and the most successful persons I have 
known, heard ot or read about, were pune- 
tual persons. (I am obliged, however, to 
confess that something more than punc- 
uality is requirel to make success.) Wash- 
ington was punctiliously punctual; literally 
‘ta minute man’’ himself, and expecting all 
those Wo had dealings with him to De like- 
wise. At a councti of war called for 13 
o’clock, a certain member was sixty sec- 
onds behind. When he appeared Washing- 
ton drew out his watch end said in a severe 
tone: General, you are a full minute late 
to-day.’’ 

We cannot all be Washingtons, but we can 
all cultivate a Washingt¢nian punctuality; it 
not for our own sake, thom for the sake of 
those who are punctual,

Hamtiton's shoes were placed in the 
trecks and shown to nt exactly. Beggar-lice 
end red dirt were found upon his sock cor- 
responding with the dirt, etc,, found in the 
field of the deceased through which the par- 
ty had gone. 

Hamliton was arrested, turned State’s evi- 
dence, and the substance of his testimony 
was to the effect that Vaughan offered to 
help him and his family, who were in very 
distressed circumstances.

which had been pending for several years. 
Veughen had sued Gage for some 52.500 or 
$3,000. Various witnesses testified to threats 
that had been made by Vaughan against 
Gage, tothe effect thatif Gage won the suit 
he would never receive beneft from it.

AMERICAN. BAILWAY UNION, 


Attempting to Secure Recognition From 


Judge Tundy at Omaha. 
OmanHa, Neb., Jan. 13.—The employes of 
the Union Pacific system are endeavoring to 
secure from Judge Dundy recognition of the 
American Rallway Union, and have sched- 
ules heretofore entered into by the officers of 
the company recognized by the receivers. 
Tbe Omaba Union is receiving petitions from 
u nions along the system and will file them 


with Judge Dundy. The following petition 
arrived to-day trom Laramie, and will be 
filed with Judge Dundy Monday by a com- 
mittee from the Omaha Union, 


To the Hon. Elmer 8. Dundy, District Judge 
Eighth Circuit, United States Court, Omaha: 
DEAR Sin—We, the undersigned employes of the 
Union Pacifie Railway Co. and members of the 
American Kallway Uniom, an organization composed 
of all classes of raliway emploves,and having for 
one of ite prime ebjects caltivation of harmonious 
relations between employer and employee, with a 
view to the adjustment and regulation of all differ- 
ences that may arise, without receurse to strikes, 
which we deprecate as costly to both sides and in- 
jurious to the public at large, respectfully petition 
your honorable ceurt as foliows: 
Weapprehend that the object of appointing a re- 
ceiver isto manage the property for the best inter- 
ests of all concerned. It is scarcely required to sa 
that strikes are in the nature of a calamity an 
should be avoided ig all eases where it is possible ta 
dose Wecite the ease of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy, which cest organized labor $1,600, . 
besides hundreds of thousands of dollars in loss of 
wages. The cost to the company has been estimated 
at $10,000,000. Its stock, when the strike was in- 
augurated, was worth 130: now itis quoted at 821 
and it never has since the strize been at par. The 
Lehigh . 77 1 recently closed, cost the em- 
ployes $100,000 besides wages lost. and the company 
at least 3500, , besides loss of business. 
Therefore, that all may fully understand their 
rights and duties and prevent the possibility ofa 
misunderstanding, we respectfully petition your 
honorabie court to order the receivers of the 
Union Pacific Rallway to recognize during the term 
of their receivership the agreements ana schédules 
heretofore entered into by the officers of said 
company, Copies of the same beiag herewith sub- 
mitted for the inspection of the court.

HONOLULU, Jan. 5.—Thotgh the people of 
Hawali are awaiting Congressional action on 
their fate, and there is no expectation at the 
present at least for intervention in benalf of 
the Queen, affairs are not altogether peace- 
tul here. Last Sunday night about 10a party 
of twelve or fifteen men, largely under the 
influence of New Year’s anticipations, gath- 
ered in the yard of the runabon Prepara- 
tory School, on Bretania street, next 
to Washington place, the residence of 
the Queen. All but two or three 
of the party were white men apd were not 
known. They were very noisy and leaned 
over the fence that separated the school 
yard from the Queen’s grounds and shouted 
and sang. Some of the shouts had a threat - 
ening sound, so Capt. Wm. Nowlein, who 
has charge of the Queen's guards, thought. 
The guard is a guard in name only. It is 
composed of ten or twelve natives, who are 
in the grounds or house all the time. But it 
has no police power. Capt. Nowlein went 
to the house ofthe British Minister, across 
the street, and not ided him that the Queen’s 
life wasin danger. 

The Minister at once telegraphed to Mr. 
Willis, the American Minister, and he 
jumped into a carriage and drove to 8. M. 
Dauon's residence, the Minister of Finance 
ofthe Provisional Government. The two 
came backto the Palace together and Mr. 
Danon immediately sent some policemen to 
disperse the crowd in the yard. This was 
done without any trouble. Mr. Danon dis- 
claimed to Mr. Willis, on dehalf of the Gov- 
ernment, any responsibility forthe trouble. 
He sald that the Government did not know 
the men had gathered there and would do 
everything inits power to protect the li fe 
and property ot the Queen. This assurance 
was repeated the next day by the full 
Provisional Government. Pres. Dole sent 
a letter by Deputy Marshal Brown to the 
Queen, stating the government greatly re- 
gretted the affair, and offering, if she desired 
it, to station guards inside and outside her 
house for her protection. The Queen refused 
to answer the letter, saying she did not rec- 
ognize the Provisional Government, and 
could not send a message to anything which 
did not have any legal existence. Noac- 
count of the affair was published in any of 
the papers, and few people in Honolula 
know of its occurrence, 


RUMORS OF BANISHMENT. 

There has been some talk among the mem- 
bers of the Provisional Government of de- 
porting the Queen. In fact, it has been a c- 
tually proposed, but the suggestion was 
condemned emphatically by the great ma- 
jority as unjust and at this juncture exceed- 
ingly impolitic. It has been reported lately 
that the Queen has deen suffering from 
heart disease, produced by her troubles, but 
Sam Parker, who sees her daily, says it is 
nottrue. Nevertheless it was stated this 
morning that she had a severe attack of 
heart trouble last night and that two doctors 
were called in. It is a fact that she has not 
been on the streets for several weeks. 

Some important changes in the personnel of 

the Provisional Government have been made 
and others have been contemplated. Mr. 
Dole has hitherto been both President and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, He has drawna 
salary only as Minister ot Foreign Affairs, 
namely 8, 000 a year. Lately his health has 
been poor and for nearly a week he has been 
confined tothe house. He has now asked 
that he De relieved of his duties as Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and this will be done, 
According tothe present programme F. Mu. 
Hatch, on his return from the United States, 
will become Minister of Foreign Affairs. At 
Thursday’s meeting of the Executive and 
Advisory Council, Mr. Hatch resigned the 
Vice-Presidency and Wm, O. Wilder, who 
was his predecessor in the office, was chosen 
unanimously to succeed him. 

L. M. Thurston, the Hawalian Minister to 
the United States, returns to that country 
on the Australia which leaves here to-mor- 
row for San Francisco. Mr, Hatch will go 
with him, and Sam Parker, who was the 
Queen's Prime Minister, will also be a pas- 
senger on the steamer. It is believed that 
Parker’s business is entirely financial. 
Parker is three-fourths white, Inherited a 
great fortune from his grancfather, a Boston 
man, who went into business on the Island 
of Hawalilongagoand married into one of 
the leading families. Recently Parker fled 
a petition in bankruptcy, bat this has been 
suspended fortwo months and he is said to 
be going to San Francisto to in time 
from Claus Spreckels, who has advanced him 
money. He is a good tyje of the wealthy 
and educated native. H&S daughters were 
educated in London and are magnificent 
specimens of Hawallan womanhood, is 
said that Parker would have gone to San 
Francisco some time ago, Yut he was so con- 
fident thatthe Queen would be restored that 
he stayed to see it done. Ig the last few days 
many royalist adherents tre paying bets to 
Provisional Government tupporters. 
wagered that the Queen would be restored 
by Jan. 1. There are othet series ot bets on 
the restoration or non-restoration. The 
time limit on the first is Aprill, 1694, and on 
the second Oct. 1, 1894.

THE FUIURE STRUGGLE. 


Rapid Growth of a New Political Foros in 
Hawati. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., Jan. 13.—The steamer 
Australia arrived here at 1 o’ciock this after- 
noon bringing Hawallan advices one day 
later than the City of Peking.

HONOLULU, Hawall, Jan, 6.—Since the sail- 
ing of the City of Peking at 1:30 p. m. yester- 
day, but little of importance has transpired 


bere, When President Dole was applied to 
this morning at 8 o’clock, he stated brief 
that there was nothing new in the litical 
situation and probably would not be for some 
time to come. 

It is known, however, that forthe last 
forty-eight hours Aiinister Thurston has 
been closeted with President Dole, and did 
not leave until 8a. m. 7 when he went 
at once to the Executive building, whence he 
will drive directly tothe steamer Australia, 
to sall at noon. Thurston carries very full 
instructions on the Hawallan question, and 
these are supplemented by a dozen or more 
affidavits which, it is said, will clear up 
many points in Blount’s report, and it is 
claimed, set the Hawatan poor’ in proper 
light before the people of the United States. 

The Amertcan League held a prolonged 
meeting last night, at which it was deter- 
mined to force the appointment of Walter G. 
Smith of the Star to a position in the Ad- 
visory Council, and that should the con- 
servative element attempt to place a 
missionary or representative of the planta- 
tion interests in the position, that they will 
immediately announce their determination 
to cease to support the Provisional Govern- 
ment. 

From all that can be learned this morning 
itis quite evident that the aggressive ele- 
ment of the country ts In the fore front of the 
present political movement, and that Amer- 
icanism willbe hereafter used as a test ot 
trustworthiness in public affairs. There is 
little doubt thatthe present Government is 
at last feelingthe force of the popular de- 
mand for representatiou which foreigners 
never had under the monarchy and which 
they could not secure under the restoration 
of missionary rule. 

This claim is now boldly set up by the for- 
eigners representing the mechanical and 
laboring elements of Hawall, exciusive of 
plantations, and their demand ts being 
backed by both popular appeals and secret 
organizations. The latest of these latter is 
one composed of German residents, almost 
every member of which belongs tothe Amer!i- 
can League. 

In rn interview held with Minister Thurs- 
ton within a few minutes uf his departure he 
states that his feturn to Hawall was to get in 
touch again with the people. Air. Thurston 
claims to have secured the object of his visit, 
while many of his constituents claim that he 
is going away with a flea in his ear as to the 
future of 'the American idea’’ which itis 
proposed to substitute for the ‘‘\iissionary 
idea’’ that has formerly dominated here. 
Both factions, however, are united on the 
proposition that there is to be no restoration. 


OPPOSITION TO CORPORATION INFLUENCE, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 13.—The steamer 
City of Peking arrived here at 11 a. m. to- 
day from Honolulu, bringing the following 
Hawalian advices:

HONOLULU, Hawall, Jan. 5.—The United 
States cutter Corwin took the last official ad- 
vices. By the Warrimoo the demand 
of Minister Wuhillis on the Provisional 
Government was forwarded to the press. 
Since then the Government has decided that 
it was better to publish the reply of the 
Hawallan Government. Although at first 
refused to the press officials it is now avalil- 
able. Every influence was brought to bear 
on President Dole to have the reply pub- 
lished sooner, but he refused and until the 
present nothing has leaked out. 

Perhaps next in importance to the demand 
andreply, which have passed between the 
Provisional andthe United States Govern- 
ments, is the new political. force repre} 
sented by the American League 
and the executive committee 
of the Annexation Club. The growing 
strength or the Radical party, which is now 
able to claim at least two-thirds of the 
American vote in Hawall, is directed toward 
a larger representation in the Government 
than was secured by it when the Provisional 
authority was first established. 

It having been announced that Vice-Pres!i- 
dent Hatch would resign from the Advisory 
Council to accept the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, a movement at once begun to put 
Walter G. Smith, Radical leader of tue 
American movement in Hawall, into the 
vacancy. 

Resolutions to that end were passed by 
both the American League and the Executive 
Committee of the Annexation Club. In both 
instances these votes were unanimous, 

In the Advisory Council, however, some 
opposition was shown; Heretofore this body 
has been self-electing and self-perpetuating 
and has quietly refused the demands made 
by the radical element. The Radicals assert 
that the council has been conserva- 
tive to a degree that endangers the 
future of popular government in Hawali 
and expect their present movement to be a 
protest against the furthez,encroachmentsof 
corporations against the popular Govern- 
ment here.

WILL DEMAND DAaMAGEs. 


Liliuokalant May Claim Peouniary Solace 
From the United States. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 13.—The Pacific 
Mail Co. steamer City of Peking from Hong 
Kong and Yokohama, via Honolulu, and the 
Steamer Australia, of the Oceanic Co., from 
Honolulu, errived here to-day within a few 
hours of each other, both bringing full ad- 
vices in regard to the political affairs on the 
Hawalian Islands. 


The Australia broughta statement froma 
correspondent in Honolulu to the effect that 
ex-Queen Lilluokajani has entirely aban- 
doned all hope of ever regaining the throne 
of Hawall and is now perfecting arrange. 
ments for bringing claims against the United 
States for an immense amount of money. 
The correspondent says that inform tion 
comes from a source which makes 
it trustworthy that agents of the ex Queen 
now in the United States have informed her 
that American sentiment generally is against 
her restoration, and in favor of annexation 
of the islands, and that all tarther efforts on 
her part to reguln her lost position will be 
utterly useless. 

It is statod that, acting on this information 
and in view of the stubborn stand taken by 
the Provisional Government, Liliuckalani 
has concluded to abandon the striie¢gie to 
restore former conditions, and will seek 
pecuniary solace in a claim for heavy dam- 
ages against the American Government, It 
is understood that her action will be 
taken npon Statements made in her 
favor by President Cleveland in 
his messages to Congress, by 
Secretary of State Gresham, in his letter to 
President Cleveland and by Commissioner 
Blount in the report ofibis investigations, and 
upon the further fact that in recognizing the 
justice ot her cause, and acknowledging that 
a wrong has been done her, the United States 
endeavored to Induce the Provisional Gor- 
ernment to surrender in her favor. 

Assoon as the Peking steamed into the 
harbor this morning the cutter Corwin 
which has been in hiding on SanQuentin mu 
fats, in a remote corner of the bay for eight 
days past, immediately welghed anchor and 
moved to an accessible point opposite the 
city front, where she assumed a more spcial 
demeanor than atahy other time since her 
arrival. The Peking brought no passenger of 
special prominence from Honolulu, but 
the Australia had delegations aboard repre- 
senting both the Provisional Government 
and the ex-Queen. Amon them were F. C. 
MacFarlane, A. F. Peterson and sam Parker 
of the Queen's advisors,and Minister L. A. 
Thurston and F. u. Hatch, the latter being 
Vice-President of the Advisory Council of the 
Provisional Government. None of the 
gentlemen had much to say. Mr. Thurston 
declared that everything was quiet when he 
left the islands.

PHIDADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 13.—It now looks 
quite certain that the two largest and most 
powerful labor organizations, the American 
Federation of Labor and the Knights of La- 
bor, will join forces, substantially at least, 
if indeed not formally. The scheme of amal- 
gamatingisnotnew. It has been prevented 
heretofore, however, by the difference 
in belief of the two bodies. The Federation 
has always kept itself within strictly class 
limits, admitting none but workingmen in 
the strictest sense. The strike and the boy- 
cott it has always recognized as the most po- 
tent weapons jof labor warfare and it has 
constantly kept alooffrom politics, cial m- 
ing that itraaGges unionism pure and simple 
was the remedy ofallieviis cursing the toil- 
ing masses. 

ihe Knights, on the other hand, didnot 
confine themselves to pure and simple trades 
wnionism, but thought and do now think 
that independent political action of the 
workers is the only method by which they 
can confer on themselves lasting benefts, 
Further, the Knights are not confined to 
strictly class lines. 

The business crisis has done much to 
weaken and disintegrate organized labor. 
The Knights have suffered the most, and the 
Federation nas learned some lessons, too. It 
looks now to independent political action as 
ajfremedy. At the annual session of the Fed 
eration last December, the foundation fora 


‘labor party was laid with a platform em- 


bodying tlie principles of the organization 
with a few additional demands. 

Now, thisis just what the Knights ig their 
gebperal assem y held here several weeks 
before had discussed. They decided then if 
they could induce the Federation to take in- 
dependent political action it would be à very 
good thing all around. They therefore pro- 
posed a big conference of national unions, to 
which the American Federation of Labor 
should be asked to send delegates. In a let- 
ter which Master Workman Sovereign seat to 
Samuel Gompers, whilethe Federation was 
in session in Ohicago, this rebuest was made: 
By resolution passed at the seventeenth annual 
session of the General Assembly of the Knights of 
Labor, held in Phiiadelphia Nov. 25-28, we are in- 
stracted to ask the natiena!l organizations of America 
to select three representatives, each to meet us at 
seme piace early in the coming year to discuss the 
contentions of the working people ofthis country, 
abd to suggestand furthersome plan by whieh the 
various labor orgasizations will be brought into 
closer touch with each other so as to work ia ar- 
mony for the amelioration of the condition of the 
masses. If favorable action is taken notify this 
office of names and addresses of representatives 
selected so that we can ascertain their wiskes and 
eariiest place of meeting. 

The letter was received by the convention 
with greatapplause. President Gompers, in 
oly ng, said that Peter J. McGuire, Frank 
K. Fosterand he had been elected repre- 
sentatives ofthe Federation, that the first 
week in February would be about the most 
convenient timeand Philadelphia the most 
central place. 

The only national organization of import - 
ance outside of the American Federation and 
the Knights is the American Raiiway Union, 
which includes the various classes of rail 
per employes. The conference will practi- 
cally form a joint executive board of the 
Federation anu the Knights. Both bodies 
will retain their mode of organizing, and no 
concessions as regards the platform or prin- 
Ciples of either will made, They will 
only unite on the method of influencing legis -

New YORK, Jan. 13.—Dr. Rael B. Karid is a 
Persian. Heisalsoa Presbyterian, and in 
addition to all that he is a graduate of the 
best medical schools in Burope and the 
United States. He has a thick, Dlack mus- 
tache, like that of the Shah of Persia. He bas 
been in the United States since 1880, and 
speaks good English. His office is at 111 West 
Ninety-sixth street. He says: 

am a Presbyterian and attend the Scotch 
Presbyterian Churchat Ninety-sixth street 
and Park avenue. Last Sunday a collection 
was taken up iu our church for the benefit of 
foreign missions, and I supposeat this time 
other congregations are raising money for 
the same purpose. While [approve of foreign 
missionary work and know that in my own 
country there is need of it, yet I think there 
are certain things which should be known dy 
the generous American. 

A CHANGE OF METHODS NEEDED. 

„There is need of some radical change of 
methods. I will speak particularly of the 
Presbyterian missionaries of the city and 
Province of Oroomiah, for it was there and 
among the missionaries of the Presbyterian 
Church that I made my observation. Ameri- 
can Presbyterian missionaries have been 
there for sixty years. In the beginning they 
were much respected. At the present the 
reverse is the case. Do not think, however, 
that this is because they lead dissipated or 
immoral lives. So far as the proprieties 
and morality are concerned their lives are 
admirably clean. a 

IDLENESS AND LUXURY. 
ne trouble is that that they are looked 
on as given over to idleness and lyxury. The 
money that is sent to the missionaries here 
goes to support a little group of people in 
extravagant and anything but apostolic 
lives. Largesums of money are spent in 
maintaining missionaries who at home, on 
the salaries they could command as preach- 
ers, would lead very humble lives. indeed, 
there are many governors of provinces in 
my native country who live less ostenta- 
tiously than do many of the missionaries 
who are supported on the charity of a 
people whoinso many American churches 
contribute to what they Delleve will de 
of lasting temporal and spiritual welfare 
to less fortunate people in distant and less 
fortunate lands than their own. 80 far as 
their contributions go to the province of 
Oroomiah, in Persia, they go to support a 
retinue of useless servants and to help main- 
tain stables of horses and palatial summer 
resorts for a little handful of American men 
and women of humble talents and origin who 
hold themselves aloof from the people whom 
itis their mission to reach as intimately as 
possible. Iknow this sounds harsh, but 1 
assure you it is the truth and is easily sus- 
ceptible of proof. 
MANY SERVANTS. 

It is a rare thing fora goverhor of a pro- 
vince to keep more thantwoorat the most 
three horses, yet I know of missionaries 
there who keep” more. It is no uncommon 


thing fora missionary to have five or six 
servants where one would be sufficient. It 
is rather to exaggerate their importance to 
qualify them as light. There is school 
teaching and an occasional sermon, but of 
actual work among the poor Persian people 
there practically is none. It is their self- 
indulgent, extravagant method of living 
that has lost respect for them. 
MONEY THROWN AWAY. 

“It is not merely in their personal lives that 
missionaries are wastefully lavish. They 
have thrown away considerable sums of 
money in investments. For instance, the 


settlement they established at Mount Sear. 
Here they bought a large tract of land and 
bullt a number of very une houses, in which 
foratimethey lived, but which they after- 
ward abandoned, They came to Croomiah City 
which has about 50,000 inhabitants, and is 
finely built up. For Persia the price of 
houses and lots is high there, yet the mis- 
sionaries bought what would amount to 
three full city blocks in New York. As to 
their purchase of the tract of 100 acres about 
two miles from there, there is this to be said: 
They have a hospital there andaschool. It 
isa beautiful place, covered with orchards 
and vineyards, and one would think that 
people who were nominally emulating the 
Apostles in the simplicity of theirlives might 
with their fine houses in Oroomiah find this 
suburban placg a sufficient summer resort. 
But it did not satisfy the missionaries. 
A SUMMER RESORT. 

„They went down to the shoresof Lake 
Oroomiah and purchased one of the finest 
palaces in all Persia. t belonged to Shah 
Lahda, the son of the King of Persia, and it 
cost a large sum of money. Here they go 
during the summer with their families, their 
retinues of servants and their horses and 
carriages. 

„Now. in this lavish expenditure of money 
I say there is wrong, for it is not only waste, 
but alienates the people whom they are sup- 
posed to be laboring among, especially when 
the missionaries hold themselves aloof from 
those people. 

FINANCIAL SCANDALS, 

„Besides that there have been scandals in 
financial matters andeven accusations of 
stealing. There wasthe case, for instance, 
of the mysterious disappearance of $5,000. 
The missfonarfes accused their treasurer 
who was a native Persian, and he accuse 
the missionaries. The dispute caused great 
damage to the cause for which all were sup- 
posed tobe laboring. Advantage is taken, 
too, of the missionary fund by young men 
whoare only seeking thelr own adVance- 
ment. When a missionary comes before he 
can do any work he must first learn the lan- 
guage. 

ONE IMPOSTOR. 

Iknow a young man who went out there 
and remained three years. He was very poor 
and solely dependent on contributions from 
the missionary fund, During the three years 
he wasthere he said he was sick, yet he 
studied the language with great diligence 
and made a large collection of Persian 
antiquities aud curios. Then his health de. 
manded that he go to Germany and Norway, 
where he studied two years more. He soon 
came to America and is now a professor of 
languages in a college. He also turneda 
very pretty penny by the sale of the antigul- 
ties and curios, which, of course, were pur- 
chased with the money he got from the Pres- 
byterian foreign missionary fund. 

A young woman who Came out as a Pres- 
byterian missionary married a servant, a 
Greek Catholic, connected with the HKussian

GRAVE ABUSES.

PENNY BRIDGE DISASTER. 


Many Dead Believed to Be Yet at the 
Bottom of the Creek. 


New Tonk, Jan. 13.—While from ten to fif- 
teen of the thirty-five or forty men who 
were plunged into New Town Creek by the 


nue at Calvary Cemetery on Friday night 
were missing to-day from their homes and 
places of employment, Dut seven are reck- 


oned as drowned, 
The bodies of two of these have been re- 


covered. They were Patrick Briody, 30 years 
old, of 117 Meeker avenue, and Michael Con- 
cannon, 40 years old, of 108 Newell street. 
Coroner Strong’s Official list of those still 
missing and believed to de dead in the 
creek is: :

Great crowds gathered on both banks of the 
creek early to-day and remained there in the 
icy wind all day, and were there in the even- 
ing when the searchers forthe dead aban- 
donea work. Notwithstanding the state- 
ment of Bridgekeeper Hickey ‘and others 


that all who plunged into the water were re. 
covered, no one who knew the circumstances 
of what is freferred to as ‘‘the accident’’ 
believed this hopeful view of the case to be 
possibie. 

The foot-bridge which gave war was only 
6 feet wide and packed witha solid mass of 
people, most of them supyosed to be work- 
men in factories onthe Queens County side, 
New Town Creek forming the- boundary 
between Kings and Queans Counties. All 
these people were dumped in a horrible 
writhing,struggling,fighting heap Into 9 feet 
oficy waterand withthem went down the 
heavy 9x4 inch timbers, which made up part 
of the structure of the bridge. 

Atte lowest estimate thirty-flve people 
were flung ina heap into the black slimy pit 
of water. At the highest estimate quite fifty 
wont down. Thata broken bone or two and 
severe shocks should be the only outcome of 
such a disaster no one could believe. 

Yet, withan almost certainty that there 
were six totwelve dead men lying there in 
the mud at the bettom of the creek, there 
was nota single organized effort to recover 
the dead, either on the part of the nearby 
factories or the authoritfes. Charles Con- 
nors, Superintendent ofthe Queens County 
Ol Co., made an effort toinduce Mr. Ryan, 
one of the superintendents of the Laurei Hill 
Chemical works, to join him in setting on 
toot a thorough search, but Mr. Ryan de- 
clined. Mr, Connors wanted to man three 
boats, equipped with grappling irens, and 
send them three abreast up and down the 
creek until every inch ofthe bottem at the 
immediate scene ofthe accident and near 
toit had been ransacked. When the Chem- 
ical company refused to bear their shart of 
the burden, although nearly all of the vic- 
tims were men who had been in its employ, 
Mr. Connor himself abandoned the idea. 
Long Island City considered its duty done 
when it assigned Patrolmen Cameron, Con- 
roy and Fitzgerald to stand around on the 
bank of the creek. Two or three more po- 
licemen stood around on the Brooklyn side. 
In the meantime wives, mothers and sis- 
tersand brothers with friends of missing 
men were moving frantically up and down 
the creek In an agony of uncertainty. It 
was nearly 10a. m. before the last effort was 
made by anyone toward dragging the creek. 
Then two volunteers came forward with 
their own boat and their own grappling 
irons. They recovered two bodies,

A SPLENDID SHOWING. 


Report of the Trustees of the Shaw Es- 
tate.

times at least. In 1890 Donoghue, who 


‘Rome, conceived the idea of a 
1 — to be placed in the grounds at 
the World’s Fair, He chose for his subject 
‘The spirit,“ being prompted by the follow. 
ing lines in Paradise Lost: 
Thou from the first 
‘ 4 with mighty wings outspread, 
Toone Une cates brooding on the vast abyss 
And made it pregnant. 

The determination on the part of the 
sculptor to model a colossal statue direct in 
in. the plaster in its actual size gave the cos- 
mopolitan artist colony in Rome an oppor- 
tunity to scoff at the idea. At last after two 
years’ constant labor, after overcoming all 
the many obstacles with which he had met 
after doling over and over again portions o 
the work which did not satisfy his artistic 
sense, Vonoghue suddenly announced one 
morning that the work of his life was com- 
pl 


eted. 

Then the scoffers and deridors came to 
look and marvel. They did not laugh now, 
but uttered the usual, I told you so.“ 
Meantime Donoghue was notified by the 
World’s Fair Commissioners that the statue 
must be ready and packed during the second 
week in December, 1892. The ship Constella- 
tion they said would be sent over by the 
United States Government, toarrive on Dec, 
1, sailing back about Dec. 14. 

Instead of these arrangements being car- 
ried. out, the Constellation arrived early in 
November and sailed back Nov. 27. Every 
effort was made to meet this unforeseen 
emergency, but it was found that the colossal 
statue coula not de carried on the 
Constellation the it was 
then packed. There was no room 
for it, consequently the statue had 
to be setup againjand taken down in eleven 
sections. This cost time and several thou- 
sand dollars. Eventually, however, every- 
thing was completed several days before the 
time that had been stipulated by the World’s 
Fair Commissioners. 

But the Constellation had already sailed, 
that is to say she salled almost four weeks 
before the time mentioned by the commis- 
sioners. Nothing daunted by this set back, 
Donoghue had the statue shipped by steamer 
to America and it arrived here actually sever- 
al days before the Constellation itself. He 
notified the Fair authorities that the statue 
was walting their orders at the Union Ware- 
house wharves in Brooklyn. 

The freight charges for bringing it over on 
the steamer amounted to $2,000 This sum 
the Commissioners flatly refused to pay, on 
the ground that a special ship had deen 
sent over by the Navy Department to bring 
all the works of Americans in Europe free of 
charge. Donoghue was Informed that all 
charges of shipment must be paid by him- 
self. thisthe sculptor was unable to do, as 
he had expended his last dollar in the con- 
struction of his great work. 

As matters now stand, this statue, in plas- 
ter, made by an Anierican sculptor, the 
largest ip.the world ever modelled direct in 
its original size, regarded by Rome as a mar 
vel, accepted by the World’s Fair Commis- 
sioners as a work of distinction, now lies 
practically in bond for freight charges of 
$2,000, which the Fair people refused to pay 
on the ground that they had no funds forthat 
purpose. In addition to these chargos the 
Union Ware-house has presented Dilis for $75 
& month for storage since January, 1893. 

The statue weighs betwoen thirty-five and 
forty tons without a pedestal. It is 35 feet 
high. With the pedestal it would reach about 
70 feet. The wings from tip to tip measure 45 
feet. The arms aro nearly 8 feet in circum- 
ference. The foot is nearly 5 feet long, 
whilethe big toe is larger than a man’s 
head. It cost $1,000to take down and cut in 
sections after it was completed. To repro- 
duce it in bronze would cust between $75,000 
and $100,000.

Rumor Had Him Making a Death- Bed

I guess the man who said I killed 
Brady did so because he thought such a story 
would be a good joke on me. No, sir, I did 
not kill Brady, and Jam going to live long 
to see Duncan, his real murderer, hang for 
the crime.’’

Subject of Bishop Cexe’s Fitth Letter to 
Satolli. 


BUFFALO, N. ., Jan. 13.—Bishop Ooxe 
made public to-day the fifth of his series of 
letters to Archbishop Satoll!. The letter is 
in part as follows: 

'The Cahensley movement, the Pope’s 
statue in Washington and the bureaucracy 
there established, are tokens of the present 
confidence of the Jesuits that they have be- 
come supremé. In a word, they have re- 
solved that their éhurch in America shall 
never be Americanized; on tho contrary, 
America itself shall be foreignized by the 


foreign vote. Your own mission has made 
thisclear. The policy 1 deprecate has caused 
the gravest anxieties of the best and wisest 
of your own people in this country. 

Me have heard much bragging in Chi- 
cago, where your friends have claimed 
everything that Christianity bas accom- 
pushes in the universe and great pains have 

Sen taken to advertise such dboastings to 
the whole land and to foreign nations. You 
also havo told them that America treats you | 
and your Bishops like sovereign princes, and 
itis inferred that the nation is just ready to 
prociaim you from the topof the obelisk in 
Washington as Vice-Pope and Lord Para- 
mountofthe Republic. Withouttaking the 
pains to dispute such pretensions it may be 
as well to let Dr. Orestes Brownson, that ar- 
dent champion of the Papacy, remind his 
countrymen what it all means in tho follow- 
ing frank words: 

Our missions in this country are to the foreign 
colony of Roman Catholi¢s settled here. No doubt 
a fow converts are made, but they number all told, 
we sheuld all judge, not atitne of the perversions 
that take place. Besides, as we have just inoti- 
mated, the majority of these converts join the 
foreign colohy and become ‘far more assimilated to 
the foreign colony than Catholie foreigners settied 
here, or to the Aineriean people proper, so that in 
reaiity our Catholic progress consists, not in 
Catholoeizing, but in foreignizing the country. 

There we have it. For one I am very 
thankfulto you for organizing the Josuit 
party last November at the movement when 
an outraged community had given the first 
token of waking up to the only great and 
vital question now before the American peo- 
ple. Lou and Mr. Sheehan and the faction 
that now raige a foreign flag on public bul!d- 
ingsinthe great city of New York have 
resolved on foréignizing the country, That 
is now the greatest national concorn.

BRYAN OF NEBRASKA. 


Abstract cf His Speech Delivered in the 
House on ths Tariff. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan, 13.—Mr, Bryan of 
Nebraska took his turn at the tariff debate 
to-day, An abstract of his addross is ap- 
pended; 

At the conclusion of Mr. Grosvener’s ad- 
dress Mr. Bryan (Dem.) of Nebraska took the 
floor. 

BRYAN’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Bryan said: ‘‘The measure of protec- 
tion demanded by the Republican platform 1s 
the difference in cost of production, which 
necessarily assumes that the price of the 
home-made article is equal to the foreign 
price, plus the tariff. I do not mean to say 
that the price ofthe home product is always 
enhanced tothe amount of the tariff, bat I 
do insist that a tarif that is not added can- 
not be justified according to the Republican 
platform; for if it is not added it is greater 
than the difference in cost of production. 
The theory that the forelgner pays the 
tax is not acted upon by the protection- 
ist. If this foreigner paid the tax 
the home producer would yet no benefit 
from the tariff. That the protectionist ex- 
pects the consumer to pay it is evident from 
the fact that compensating dutles are always 
given the manufacturer when his raw ma- 
terlal is taxed, and from the fact that re. 
bates are allowed to manufacturers upon 
materialexported. Itisamusinge to see the 
protectionist contradict himsolf. He wants 
high tariff to make high wages when he talks 
to the employe; he wants a high tariff to 
make low prices when he talks tothe con- 
sumer; he wants high tariff on wool to raise 
its price, anda high tariff? on woolen goods 
to lower their price; he wants high tariffto 
raise the price of wheat and lower the price 
of iron. When Mr. McKinley reported the 
McKinley bill he said in the report: ‘We 
have not believed that our people, already 
suffering from low prices, can or will he sat- 
isfied with legislation which will result in 
lower prices.” And now protectionists say: 
‘The McKinley bill has reduced prices and 
people are happy.’ The principle of protec. 
tion cannot be defended. The Government 
has norieht either to take my money by 
taxation and give to another, nor has it any 
right by an indirect tax to hold me while 
some one rifles my pockets. 

We are exporting cotton manufactures 
to China, although our day wages are five 
to ten times higher. Our farmers pay for 
help nearly eight times what is paid in In 
dia, and yet we meet India wheal in Liver- 
pool. But when you ask a protectionist how 
England, with free trade, pays better wages 
than any European country with protection, | 
he replies: ‘Who put down the rebellion, 
anyhow?’ 

We are confident that this Dill will re- 
move a part of the load from the shoulders 
ot the PSR: extend our markets and just- 
ify still farther reduction inthe near future. 
Tbe bill has been denounced as favorable 
tothe South. Where we give free cotton 
ties to the Bouth, we give free binding-twine 
to the North. Where we give free cotton 
bagging tothe South we give free agricul- 
turalimplementstothe North. Texas has 
more sheep than any Northern State, and yet 
consents to free woolfor our manufactures; 
while the Cotton growers of the south give 
free cotton to the cotton manufacturers. 
New England helped fo free the black slaves, 
and the South now rejoices that it was done. 
It is fitting that the South shoulda now help to 
strike down this system of white slavery, by 
which one man is made to pay tribute to an- 
other. In the fullness of time New England 
will rejoice in the result.

Are several dispatches from Willis, 
existence of which has hitherto been kept 
secret, and the President also makes public 
the dispatch of the American Minister to 
Secretary Gresham, dated Nov. 16, which 
Was withheld ween the message of Dec. 18 
Was sent to Congress. The suppressed dis- 
patch of Minister Wiliis isthe most signifi- 
Gant document heretofore published, It con- 
tains a full account of Minister Willis’ frst 
interview with the Queen when he proposed 
that in return for the efforts to be made by 
the President for her restoration to the 
throne she should guarantee amnesty to all 
those who took part in the revolt. 

To thig proposition Minister Willis states 
that she slowly and calmly answered: 

There are certain laws of my Goverement 
by whieh I shallabide. My decision would 
be as the law directs, that such persons 
should be beheaded and their property con- 
Oscated to the Government. 

Minister Willis states that he repeated this 
answer to her and asked her if he understooa 
her feeling aright, and if she apprehended 
the meaning of every word of the conversa- 
tion that had taken place. 

To this the Queen replied: I have under- 
stoon and mean all i have said.“ 

It is not dificult, after reading this dis- 
patch of Minister Willis’, to understand why 
Secretary Gresham decided that it would be 
best not to make it public at the time the 
President's message was transmitted to 
Congress. 

The vengeful spirit ana barbarous instincts 
ofthe woman whom the President had been 


striving to restore to her throne are so clear- ; 


ly shown in her interview with the American 
Minister thatitismore than probable that 
had this dispatch been sent to Congress with 
the papers prompt action would have been 
taken by both Houses, directing the Execu- 
tive to bring all operations for the restora- 
tion of the monarchy in the islands to a full 
stop. 

A earcfal examination of ali the documents 
in this latest batch of correspondence shows 
that the Queen was not easily dissuaded from 
her original intention of seeking the death of 
the revolutionary leaders by a barbarous 
method of execution, and that her final de- 
terminationto accept the conditions laid 
Gown by President Cleveland as the price 
of her restoration was forced upon her by her 
attorney, Paul Neuman,and the more con- 
sServative of her advisers. 

Even the plan of procedure, which Minis- 
ter Willis appears to think was drawn up by 
Paul Neuman, contained a series of acts“ 
proposed for the Queen, among them being 
the declaration of martial law, and the sus- 
pension of the writ of habeas corpus and the 
arrest of all persons implicated or concerned 
in the revolution. 

CLEVELAND’S BIG CONTRACT. 

With these facts in mind it is not difficult to 
imagine what would have been the leading 
characteristic of Liliuokalani’s new lease of 
power. Even with the constant presence of 
an American Ministerand a naval force at 
his disposal, the lives of her subjects who 
might be under suspicion of having taken 
part in tue revolt would hardly have been 
safe in her domains. 

Public men here are congratulating the 
country very heartily on the failure of the 
pian to restore the monarchy, 

There is a strong impression that the Pres!- 
Gent and Secretary Gresham have been mis- 
led throughout the affair by Commissioner 
Blount’s failure to report the anti-mon- 
archial side of the case as fully as necessary 
to understand the spirit and propensities of 
the Queen and her immediate followers. 

As predicted in these dispatches the cor- 
respondence includes the instructions tele- 

aphed to San Francisco yesterday to be 
ken to the Islands by the steamer Mariposa, 
which directs Minister Willis to suspend all 
further negotiations and to consider that his 
special instructions upon this subject have 
been fully complied with.’’ 

The Mariposa will arrive at Honolulu Jan. 

and Secretary Gresham is confident that 
no action will be taken by Minister Willis iu 
the meantime. 

Minister V éilis’ friends here are pleased to 
note that Secretary Gresham in the telegram 
sent yesterday congratulates the Minister on 
the manner in which he has discharged the 
the onerous task confided to him.

OFFERED HER PROTECTION. 

Nothing was said for several minutes, when 
Iasked her whether she was willing to give 
me the names of four of her most trusted 
friends, as I might, within a day or two, 


consider it my duty to hold a consultation 
with them in her presence. She assented 
and gave these names: J. O. Carter, John 
Richardson, Joseph Nawaihai and E. C. 
McFarlane, I then inquired whethershe had 
any fears of her safety at her present res- 
dence Washington Square, She replied that 
she did have some fears, that while she had 
trusty friends that guarded her house every 
night, they were armed only with cinbs, and 
that shabbily dressed men had been often seen 
prowling about the adjoining premises-—a 
school house witha large yard, informed 
her that ] was authorized by the President 
to offer her protection either on one of our 
warships or at the legation, and desired her 
to accept the offer at once. she declined, 
saying she beileved it was best for ner to 
remain at her on residence. I then said 
tober that at any moment, night or day, 
this office of our Government was open to 
her acceptance. 

Ihe interview thereupon, after some per- 
sonal remar«s, Was brought te a close. 

Upon refiection, I concluded not to hold 
any consultation at present with the Queen’s 
friends, as they bave no official position, and 
furthermore, because I feared if Known to so 
many her declarations might become pub- 
lic, toher great detriment, if not danger, 
and to the ſaterruption of the plans of our 
Government. Mr. J. O. Carter isa brother 
Ot Mr. H. A. F. Carter, the former Hawalian 
Minister to the United states, and is conceded 
to be a man of high character, integrity and 
intelligence. He is about Siyearsold. He 
has had no public experience. Mr. MacFar- 
lane, like Mr. Carter, is of white parentage, 
isanunmarried man about 42 years old and 
Is engaged in the commission business. 

**l AM A LEADER.’’ 

John Richardson isa young man about 35 
years of age. He is a cousin of Samuel 
Parker, the half-caste, whowas a member 
of the Queen’s Cabinet at thetime of the last 
revolution. He is a resident of Maul, being 
designated inthe Directory of 1889 as At- 
torney-at-law, stock-raiger and proprietor 
of the Bismarck Livery Stable.“ Richardson 
is ‘*half-caste.’’ Joseph Hawaahils a full 
iblooded native, practices law, as he told me, 
nthe nativecourts and has a moderate 
Englisheducation. He has served twenty 
years in the Legisiature, but displays very 
Uttle knowledge of the structure and phi- 


— 
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t osophy of the Government which he so long 


represented. He 18 51 years old and is Pres- 
ident of the Hawalian Political Club. Upon 
being asked to name three of the most 
prominent native leaders, he gave the 
names of John E. Bush, R. W. Wilcox and 
modestly added. lam a leader.“ 

John E. Bush is a man of considerable abil- 
ity, but his reputation is very bad. R. W. 
\“ ilcox is a half-vreed and is the one who en- 
gineered the revolution of 1889 Of ail these 
men Carter and MacFarlane are the only 
ones with whom the Ministerial Bureau could 
be safely intrusted. In a Conversation with 
Sam Parker, and also with Joseph Nawaahi, 
it was plainiy evident that the Queen’s im- 
plied candemnation of the Constitution of 
1887 was fully indorsed by them. 

From these and other facts which have 

been developed I am satisfied that there 
will be a concerted movement in 
che event of restoration for the over- 
throw of that conatitution, which would 
mean theoverthrow of constitutional and 
limited government and the absolute domin- 
ion of the Queen. The law referred to by the 
Queen is chap. 68sec. 9of the penal code, as 
follows: 
‘‘Whoever shall commit the crime of 
treason shall suffer the penalty of death, and 
all his property shall be confiscated to the 
government. 
There are under this law no degrees of 
treason. Plottiug alone carrles with it the 
death sentence. 4 

I need hardly add in conclusion that the 
tension of feeling is so great that the 
promptest action is necessary to prevent 
disastrous consequences.

OTHER OFFICIAL DISPATCHES, 
The other correspondence sent to Congress 
consists of dispatches from Minister Willis, 
which for the most part are reports of events 


in Honolulu of which the public has already 
been fully intormed. 

Under date of Dec. 6, he says} Guns and 
pistols have been placed in the hands*of all 
who are willing to take them, whether 
Americans, foreigners or natives, and herein 
lies one of the greatest dangers. Many of 
those who have received these weapons, like 
children with a new toy, are eager to use 
them; lackin intelligence and seif- 
restraint an having no property 
interests at stake, the are 
liable at any moment to break intd mob vio- 
lence, The Portuguese General, a most in- 
telligent and capable man, called here last 
night to express his great fears that these 
people would become involved in trouble and 
disaster, as they had been supplied with 
arms, and, against his protest, mustered 
into the volunteer service. The Nationality, 
however, whichin my judgment is destined 
to give most anxiety here ig the Japanese, 
because of their aspiration for suffrage. 

Under date of December®?, Minister Willits 
reports a call he received from ex-Marshall 
©. B. Wilson, who eald he wat awalting the 
restoration of the Queen before deciding 
what to do. He left a document with the 
Minister. The dispatch continues: Upon 
examining Aer I found that it was a 
detailed method of procedure for the res- 
toration of the Queen, a copy of which I in- 
close.

it does not conflict with their Instructions 
from the home Government the United 
States Commander-in-Ohief should be re- 
gussted by her ‘majesty’s Government to 
bring and keep his torces on shore in guar- 
ters to be provided for them till her 
majesty’s Government has been fully reor- 
ganized and feels itself in a proper condition 
to maintain law and order, and also, it not 
in conflict with his instructions

Mr. Wulus eross- questioned him sharply as to 
whether he was the author of the paper, and 
as to who told him the Queen was to be re- 
stored. Finally Mr. Willis sald. 1 donot 
intend that you should draw any inference 
whatever from my having taken this paper. 
My idea was that you had been in consulta- 
tion with others. It seemed strange that you 
should have written this without any know!l- 
edge of what the United States meant to do. 
That you may not misunderstand me, I now 
return the paper. I did not Know at the 
time what its contents were. I wished to in- 
quire from you in regard tolts authorship, 
etc. I would not have taken it had I known 
its contents.’’ 

Under date of Dec. 18 and 19 Minister Willis 
acknowledges the receipt of instructions 
sent by the Corwin, and sends stenographic 
reports of the two interviews held by him 
withthe ex-Queen at her residence, J. O. 
Carter being. present. In reply to queries 
the ex-Queen said that the views she had ex- 
pressed in a former interview refusing to 
grantamnesty to members of the Provis- 
ional Government had not changed. She in- 
sisted that they should leave the country, 
and their property be confiscated, but said 
she was Willing to rescind the opinion that 
they should suffer the death penalty, 


IN CLEVELAND’S HANDS. 

In the second interview J. O. Carter stated 
thathe had urgedthe ex-Queen toaccept 
the conditions imposed by President Cleve- 
land. He had pointed out that the President 
of the United States was powerless to act 


without her co-operation. Mr. Carter con- 
tinued, Then Il wenton to remark that he 
feels unsettied and unsafe with these people 
inthe country. Iam bound to repeat wiat 
her majesty saic to me, although it may not 
bein accord with my own views, that she 
feels that these people should leave the 
island in peace and go where the Government 
cannot prevail. She thinks any third at- 
at revolution on the part 
people would be very 
destructive to life and property; that 
her people have stood about all they can 
stand of this interference with what they 
considered their rights. I have gone into the 
matter of the constitution carefully because 
I know our views are not as fuliy in accord- 
ance as I wish they were. I have said to her 
majesty thatI think that she can safely put 
her cause into the hands of the President of 
the United States and sayto him unreserved- 
ly, *You dictate my policy and i will follow 
e. 


Then turning to the ex-Queen Mr. Carter 
asked: ils your majesty satisfied with this 
statement I have made? Is it correct?“ 

She replied, les. Of the revolution- 
ists, she added, their property should be 
confiseated to the Government and ther 
should not be permitted to remain in the 
Kingdom.’’ 

Minister Willis then informed her of the 
President’s instructions that he should cease 
all interference in her behalf if she refused 
assent tothe condition of absolute amnesty, 
Hie stated that he understood ‘‘that you are 
of the opinion that under the state of things 
which existed atthetimeof the revolation, 
and also in 1887, thatthere could be no per- 
manent peace in the islands. 

HER CHANGE OF HEART. 

On the same day thatthe above interview 
was held Minister Willis received the follow- 
ing letter in which was enclosed Lilluokal- 
ani’s pledge to grant amnesty, which has 
been already published: 

WASHINGTON PLACE, Honolulu, Dec. 18, 1893. 
To His Excellency, Albert S. Willis, Envoy Er- 

traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary: 

Mince I bad the interview with you this morning 
I have beers in mest careful and conscientious 
though as to my duty, aad 1 now, of my own free 
will, give my conclesions. 

Imust not feel vengeful toany of my peeple. If 
I am restored by the United States 1 must forget my- 
self and rewember ouly my dear peopie and my 
country. Imust forgtve the past, permitting no 
punis ume t of any one, but — that all will 
herealter werk in peace and friendship for the good 
and glory of our beautiful and once happy land, 

Asking you to bear to the President and to the 
Government he represents a message of gratitnde 
from me and my peeple, and promising, with God's 
grace, to prove worthy of the confidence and friend- 
ship of your people. lam, Ste., LILIUOKALANI. 
In his dispatch dated Dec. 20 Minister Willis 
reports his announcementto the Provisional 
Government of the decision by President 
Cleveland against their right to exist.

“PENSION FRAUDS. 


A Virginia Attorney Who Robbed the 
Treasury of $152,000. 

NorFOLK, Va., Jan. 18.—Wm. R. Drury, ex- 
pension attorney, styled by one of the Gov- 
ernment officers as the bead of the pension 
frauds unearthed in this section several 
months ago, was to-day found guilty on one 
indictment. There are twenty other in@ict- 
ments to be heard, The amount of money 
secured on the alleged fraudulent papers 
filled by Drury is $152,000, while the sum 
claimed in papers he had on fle was about 
$400,000. Eight pension examiners have been 
here for several months securing evidence 
against him and a large number of others. 
There have already been twelve convictions. 
Three hundred of Drury’s claims have been 
thrown out and over 200 names of pensioners 
stricken from the pension rolls since the 
expose.

BESSIE WILDERS, MAID, WIFE AND 


WIDOW IN TWO WERES. 


She Returns From an Errand for Her 
Young Husband to Find Him Dead by 
His Own Hand—Suffered From Hernia 
~A Peculiarly Pathetic Oase. 


Weeping and hysterical, surrounded by 
her mother and half a dosen young gir 
friends, Mrs. Bessie Gasnier, a bride Jan. 2, 
a widow yesterday, sat rocking in a chair in 
her kitchen, while men who had known him 
in life stood in the front room of 10268 south 
Tenth street, ana looked at the body of Peter 
Gasnier, which lay on top of the bed, his 
bands held togther by a piece of white tape. 
Gasnier was a handsome man in 
life, dark with. curly Diack hair and 
mustache. He lay there in the 
Prince Albert suit he had worn 
yesterday and seemed to be sleeping and 
Smiling at his dreams. A red-faced man sat 
on a chair beside the bed and now and then 
touched the face of the dead man with bis 
finger. One man said an undertaker should 
be sought, but another thought the body 
should rest as it was until morning, when 
the Coroner, who had been in during the 
afternoon, would come to hold the inquest. 
Gasnier was a Frenchman and 23 years of 
age. He had driven a coal wagon for Loh 
meyer, who keeps a coal shed on Russell ave- 
nue, between Eighth and Ninth streets. Gas- 
nier had scaraely missed a day for seven 
years. He had been courting Bessie Wilders 
of i123 South Channing avenue for two years 
and thelr marriage was supposed to be most 
happy. 

Mr. Allen, whose brother is at the head of 
the Allen Coal Co. in the Wainwright building, 
was down to see Gasnier Friday night, and 
stayed two hours withthe family. He said 
Gasnier was cheerful though iil. Allen had 
Gasaler’s revolver, a Defender.“ and also 
a 22-caliber, for a time. Monday night he 
fired it out of his room window, 1518 Lafayette 
avenue, and had to contribute $ to the city. 
Mr. Gasnier tald him to bring it home and he 
aig so Thursday, he says.

Mrs. Gasnier was in no condition to talk 
connectedly. 

My husband suffered froma hernia,’’ she 
said. Sickness Friday night made this trouble

akery to get some bread, and when I re- 
turned I tousd my husband on the floor by 
the bed jn the front room. I supposed he 
had fainted, and as I could not lift him I 
Called in my nearest neighbor, John Reinager, 
ext door. When he lifted my husband up 
he saw the blood and the pistol. 

John Reinager lives at 1926 South Tenth 
Street. He is a peddler of vegetables. He 
had just come in from Soulard Market at 
11:50a. m.. when Mrs. Gasnier came back 
fromthe bakery. She came running in his 
back door, much agitated. 

My husband has fainted,’’ she said. 
‘**Will you please come and help me lift him 
on the bed?“

The better 
classes are all iu favor of a monarchy, and 
the very Governors of the States are anxious 
to join the rebels, but dare not for fear of

Commenting on the strange lack of system 
in deaimg with the crew of the Nictheroy, 
the correspondent writes that the officers 
and men ofthe dynamite cruiser do nt yet 
term part of the Brazilian navy, and that 
this is really due in part to the fact that the 
naval officials at Pernambuco are, at heart, 
friends of Admiral De Meilo and he intimates 
that there is a p:ssibility of somebody among 
the Brazilian officers, seamen and cadets on 
board the Nictheroy being capable of 
disabling that steamship's engines at a criti- 
cal moment.

Aericultural Notes. 


Milking with wet hands is a nasty habit. 
Thick cream can be churned colder than 


thin cream, 
It is required abroad that asparagus pos- 


sess both size and flavor. 
It really costs no more to raise the kind of 
fleece in demand than the one not wanted. 
Milk containing 3% per cent of fat and 12 
per cent of solids is considered good milk. 
Good farming means good roads, good 
fences, good gates, good buildings, well 
drained lands and clean fields. 
Apples which have been frozen will be 
much lessinjured if kept from the air and 
allowed to thaw gradually. 
It is said that the worms that cut rose 
leaves may be destroyed with a solution of 
whale oll soap or kerosene emulsion.

Why should the ripening process of cream 
not be allowed to cuntinue too long? To pre- 
vent the development of bacteria that pro- 
duce offensive products, suchas bitterness, 
and destroy aroma. 

Why should a thermometer be used at every 
step of the process of making butter? To be 
sure that the temperature is the one desired 
in each stage or division of the work. 

Why does cooling the milk prevent or re- 
tard souring? It retards growth in bacteria. 

Why do ml and cream sour less rapidly in 
winter than in summer? There are fewer 
—e inthe air and the temperature is 

wer. 

Why does the pipenteg of cream make it 
churn more easily? The albuminous matter 
of cream is rendered less tenacious. 

Why does milk become sour? Bacteria 
changes sugar into lactic acid. 

Why should the room in which milk is set 
be made perfect in its sanitary conditions 
such as ventilation, cleanliness of 
floors, walls, etc., freedom of bad odors, 
etc.? To keep out undesirable bacteria and 
to keep products free from bad odors. 

Why is butter worked? To lessen the per- 
centage of water and Casein.

IN A TYPHOON, 


The City of Peking Struck by a Wall of 
Water Off the Japan Coast. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., Jan. 18.—The steamer 
City of Peking, Capt. Searle, which arrived 
this morning from China and Japan by way 
of Honolulu, four days overdue, had an aw- 
ful experience on her trip out and came near 
goingtothe bottom. She was caught ina 
typhoon off the coast of Japan on Nov. 22. 
About 12:20 a huge wave was seen coming 
toward the shiponthe starboard bow. The 
first officer gave the order to bring 


the steamer around, but the immense wall of 
water was traveling with lightning speed 
and it struck the steainer abaft the starboard 
rigging with the force of an avalanche, Keel- 
ing the steamei over to port. Fjve lMfeboats 
were torn from the davits and sint sweeping 
along the deck. The water poured over her 
and into her cabin and dining saloon, flood- 
ingeverything. The skylight Was sinashed 
and the engine-room deluged by tons of 
water. The NHfeboats were swept down 
the deck into thedeck saioon and that 
structure and the captain’s cabin were 
smashed into fragments, andthe wreckage 
was carried by the swash down intuthe en- 
gine-room. Capt. Searle was caught in the 
debris and carried into the starboard scup- 
pers bruised and bieeding. In the cabin be- 
low the water was waist deep, and in the 
engine-room Chief Engineer Stewart and his 
men were up to their necks In water,

KING OF THE CANNIBAL ISLANDS. 


Not a Man-Eater, But an American Ad- 
venturer, H. J. Moors. 
Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH. 

The King of the Cannibal Islands, immor 
talized in song, and whose existence was 
supposed to have been more or less mythical, 
turned up at the World’s Fair. And con 
trary to rumor, he proved to be a white man, 
good looking and educated, and, strange to 
relate, he has never tasted human flesh. 

This will disappoint those who have re- 


garded the King of the Cannibal Islands with 
a vagus terror. The real King has not only 
never feasted on a fellow man, but has de- 
voted a considerable portion of his life to 
persuading his subjects that there was other 
fesh just as good, and some that was even 
more palatable. This they could not believe 
until they had eaten pork. Then they ad- 
mitted that pers, as an article of diet, was 
far preferabie to any human flesh. 

The King’s name is H. J. Moors, and he 18 
an American. When a boy he went to Samoa 
in search of adventure. Samoa is oneofa 
group of tiny islands in the Pacific, some of 
which were inhabited by man-eaters. He came 
across a beautiful little island about 10 degs. 
south of the equator, whose population Mr. 
Moors found was rapidly decreasing because 
the natives were using each other for food. 

As he became acquainted with the natives 
he discovered that they were a gentle, honest 
and well-disposed people. He gained their 
confidence and was accepted as their ruler. 

Having married one of the natives, Mr. 
Moors settied down the Island, which is 
named Nassau, and devoted his life to im- 
proving the condition ofthe cannibals and 
incidentally his own.

In a short time 
the cannibais were so far reformed in their 
tastes that they absolutely refused to eat a 
relative nearer than first cousin. This limit 
was further extended until at length Mr. 
Moors had eradicated human flesh from his 
savage bill of fare. 

He then turned his attention to raising 
hogs and stock, and, witz the assistance of 
the natives, this was made a profitable in- 
dustry. But once, upon returning to his 
island kingdom after a brief absence, he 
found that all of his converted cannibals had 
abandoned the place, probably because a 
continued diet of hog had palled upon their 
appetites. Hethen imported some colonists 
who were not cannibals, and business was 
carried on even more prosperously than be- 
fore. He added to his realm 7 acquiring 
the island of Sophia, somewhat larger than 
Nassau, which is but three miles in circum- 
ference. 

The King of the Cannibal Islands visited 
the World's Fair with his wife and very pret- 
ty daughter, and some of the most beautiful 
of the young women of Samoa. Two of them, 
named Fetoai and Sola, were of the troupe 
of dancing girls and young men who exhib- 
ited at the Fair under Mr. Moors’ charge, 
This exbibition will be repeated at Bay 
a next summer in conjunction with 
Buffalo Bill’s Wild West show.

DR. FINNEY’S REMAINS, 


They Will Be Brought Here From Santa 
Be, N. M., tor Interment. 

The remains of Dr. Seward A. Finney, who 
died at Santa Fe, N. M., early yesterday 
moruing, are expected to arrive in this eity 
Tuesday. They left Santa Fe this morning, 
and are attended by his widow and brother, 
Mr. Giles Finney. Dr. Finney, who 
had been a sufferer for some 
time with a pulmonary complaint, 
left St. Louls about nine months ago and 
went to New Mexico, hoping by a change of 
climate to restore his falling health. Fora 
time he improved, and hopes were enter- 
tained for his recovery. Thedread disease, 
however, had obtained too strong a hold 
upon him, and consumption in its worst form 
followed, 

He received the best medical advice and 
the „ kindest attention that could be 
given him, but he gradually siccumbed 
to the ravages of the disease and died at the 
Sisters’ Sanitarium at Santa Fe, where he 
had settied. 

Dr. Seward A. Finney had not reached the 
prime of manhood, being but i years of age 
at the time of his death. lle was born and 
rearedin St. Louls, having been educated 
at the Christian Brothers’ College and 
the St. Louls University. He was a 
graduate of the St. Louls Medical College 
and under the administrations of Drs. Dud. 
ley and Brennan as Health Commissioners,he 
was Secretary ofthe Board of Health of St. 
Louis. 

This position he was compelled to resign on 
account of ill health just prior to going to 
New Mexico. 

Dr. Finney was very popular in his profes- 
sion and his frank manner and pleasant ad- 
dress made him hosts of friends in both bus! 
ness and social circles. 

He leaves a widow, who was Miss Corby, 
and two children, The remaing will be 
buried u this city.

They also decided to take u 2 
lection for the fund for carrying os the 
work on saturday and Sunday, Jan. 27 and 
4%.

This essociation begs to lay before you 
stavement of its object and aims, as well as seo ehotins 
for your favorable notice and co-operation. Its ob- 
ject is to draw out benevolent gifts for hospital pur- 
poses through an annual collection by methods 80 
‘ 


diversified as to reach every part of the comm: 
to distribute the fund so — among 1 
ated institutions on the basis of the amount of iree 
charity work done by es¢h; to inform our people 
through annual reports with refereace to werk done 
by these institutions. and to actthronghout the year 
as the organized distributors of public benevolence 
in the department of hospital work. 

Its membership consists of a number of gentiemen 
meg ended the meeting for organization held at 
the office of the Mayor on Nov. 28, 1592, and their 
suceessurs. The Mayor ofthe city, the Pestmaster 
end the President of the Merchants’ Exchange are 
members ex officitis.

The first wovement in the direction of associations 
ofthis kind occured in Birmingham, England. in 
the year 1860, when the flrst Hospital Saturllay 
and Senday’’ was formed. the Working of which was 
go satisfactory and success{ul that many other eities 
followed, and there great presentin that country 
some fifty ot them. in London their collection days 
are recognized as one of the events of the year, Gen- 
tlemen inthis city who have been thereon those 
days describe it as apparently the adsorbing theme 
of pepular notice and eonversation, The 
press opens its columns to the man- 
axers of thea association and does 
the important service of rendering the reéurring 
occasions universally known. The collections 01 
last year amounted te £60,000, New York leads the 
American cities witha present following of about 
ten others. Its collection last year amuunted to 
$63,000. It recently decided totake steps looking 
to the formation of similiar bodiesinali the chief 
cities of the country and ultimately the union of all 
into a National Hospital Seturday and Sunday Asso- 
clation, Fer that purpose they recently sent their 
agent. Mr. Frederick F. Cook, to this city and Cni- 
cago, in beth of which places sister societies have 
been formed. The management of the New York 
society is in the hands of such men as Chas. Stewart 
Smith, Cornelius Vanderbiit, Jesse Seligman, H. C 
Babeock, Charles Lanier, Morris K. Jessup and 
Geo. Maccuilob Miller, tien of such national repu- 
tation and local standing as to presenta suggestive 
testimony of the dignity aud necessity of the work. 

Its method of work is as follows: On Saturday, 
Jan. 27, aad Sunday. Jaa. 28. a genera: collection 
willbemade throughout thecity, in churches and 
synagogues, and in many public places by means of 
subscription boxes, and among the varieus lines of 
business by subscription papers. The present 
month the preparations of the committee will be 
necessarily incomplete, owing to lusufflelent time; 
and it is probable that next year the time wil! be 
changed to December, tat being in some respects 
the better month for the purpose. In the collection 
the donor, if he wishes, can designate some particu- 
lar hospital as the beneficiary of his gift. The un- 
designated funds will be divided by the distribution 
committee among the associatied hospitals, as their 
respective shares are indicated by their reports of 
free werk done during the preseding year. 

At the stated megtings of t§@ association the rep- 
reseatatives of the hospital are brought together, 
and by this means as well as by sheir annual reports 
to that body there is produded a comparison of 
methods, work and relative coss. which wil! bring 
resuits in administrative economy, the value of 
which cannot easily be overestimated. This has 
been conelusiveiy shown by the experience of kin- 
dred societies in Kew York aud abroad. 

The need of such an organization does not call for 
an argument. The sickness of poor people, e.- 
pecially in great cities, occasions a distigctive and 
permapeat deparimentof ehasity. The community 
cab no more get — 7 from it than it can frem pov 
erty and Grime, andit must be provided for The 
clear, directand only way to ecenomy and effect- 
iveness in this respect is throegh a competent or- 
ganization, mavaged by men whem the community 
san trust, and whom it will hold to striet aecounta- 
bility tor the proper discharge of their duties. Such 
an organigation is now presented for the first time 
te the people of this city. It is not a new 
charity, but improved method of ad- 
ministration, the expe- 
rience of cities and found to be 
more efficient inthe line ot ecenomy and success 
than auy other. It is a ciéaring-house of hospital 
charities, and is in operation, not only at the time 
of the Saturday and Sanday collections, but through- 
out the yeer, for the distribution of funds placed in 
ite hands by contribution or bequest. It is a public 
educatorin systematic benevoience, andas abso- 
lute guarantee that money given for the benetit of 
the siek poor will not be wasted, nor fail to do the 
work designated by its giver. 

The work is undertaken by a number of those who 
are among the busiest mei in the city, who are wili- 
ing te give it their time and effort, induced by a pro- 
found conviction of its necessity. But in so doin 
they not only ask, but confidentiy expect the cordia 
and substantial ＋ ofall Glasses of our people. 
To the collection of the present system particulariy, 
it is expected that a liberal response will be made. 
It will not do to peint to the unusual number and 
urgency of demands for charity, The increase of 
poverty during the present season begets a cor- 
responding increase of disease, and is severely tax- 
ing the capacity of the charity departments of our 
hespitais, and they must be liberally previded with 
means te meet the pressure.

MoeOolioch and Edgar Fitzwilliams were. 
They are in possession of information which 
leads them to believe that both murders 
were committed by the same gang of negroes, 
yetevery time they develop an apparently 
Sure case against a member thereof some 
@nlooked for circumstance arises tend- 
ing to disprove their theory. The 
accusations, denials and counter-charges 
that have thus been made have onfy served 
to deepen the mystery surrounding the case. 

From all indications itis more than prob- 
able that both the Fitzwilliams and McCol- 
loch murders were committed by the same 
gang of negroes, that Ed and Jim Murray 
were the ringleaders of the gang and that 
Will Hensley, Geo. Kirby,a man named either 
Oharies Smith or Charles Williams, and soev- 
eral other negroes were members. 
This gang, it has been discovered, 
have heretofore made their headquarters 
at Bettie Murray’s house on Morgan street, 
where they planned all their raids and mur- 
Gerous expeditions. When the county au- 
thorities got this tip they had the two Mur- 
rays safe behind the bars and so made 
search forthe others. They located Hensley 
in the Work-house and Kirby in the pen, but 
could not get hold ofthe mysterious Charley 
Smith, allas Charles Williams, alias ‘‘Dude 
Charley. The fact that Dude Charley“ 
was said to be dead and that Charles WIII- 
flams was the alias of Kirby, the man who 
bad ‘‘peached’’ on the Murrays, 
made the hunt for Smith all 
the more .mysterious. It was said 
that he lived at No. 1029 North Grand avenue 
and that place was watched continuously 
without success. Every negro in thetown 
claimed to know ‘‘Dude Charley,’’ but no 
one could say where he was. Then it was 
said that Dude Charley’’ was a myth aad 
that he had been invented by the Murrays 
because they knew he was dead and so they 
couldthus safely accuse him of murders 
without him donying it. They accused him 
of shooting both McUolloch and Fitzwilllams, 
und said that Kirby heiped him In the McCol- 
loch matter and that both they and Hensley 
helped him murder Fitzwilliams. 

NOT THE MAN WANTED. 

Kirby proved tliat he was in the Work- 
house at the time, but Hensley coald not 
prove that he did not help the Murrays kill 
Edgar Fitzwilliams. After this came the 
Sensational story Friday, published exclu- 
Sively inthe Post-Dispatcu, that the real, 
Original Dude Charley’’ had been captured 


alivein Montgomery County and taken to 
the pen. The description of this Dude 
Charley“ tallied exactly with that given of 
this mysterious personage by the Murrays, 
even to having ‘‘a round scar from his cheek 
to his chm. When this Warren County 
„Dude Charley, who, strange to say, bad 
the same name as the original—that is Chas. 

Smith alias Chas. Wi s -was seen at 
the Penitentiary yes y he was quite a 
disappointment. Ins of being a great 
big, swaggering, ‘*t) nigger,’’ he was a 
puny, insignificant r | armiless- looking lit - 
did not look like he 
would kill a man and who strongly protested 
that he could prove an alibi. He said he did 
not know the Murrays at all, Hut said he was 
not Dude Charley, never knew bude 
Charley and never heard of him until a 
darkey in the next cell told him he was in 
Kansas City. But, although this Williams 
dia not answer Constable Edler’s descrip- 
tion, still, strange to say, he is said to have 
the same round scar from his cheek 
to his chin. If this is true there is 
still a probability that he is ‘*Dude 
Charley, and that if he isn’t 
he is still a negro much wanted in connection 
with the Fitzwililams murder, because Lizzie 
Bcheuble says that the man she saw fre the 
shot that killed Fitzwilliams was a little 
negro with a round scar from his cheek to his 
chin. It this identification can be made 
complete, then the Fitzwilliams murder will 
probably be solved. For Jim and Ea Murray 
admit they were inthe car, claim that Will 
Hensley pulled the trolley off the wire, and 
that the mysterious Charley“ was the 
fourth man in the party and the one who 
fired thefatalsnot. If Ligzie Scheuble can 
positively identify this Charley Williams it

A GREAT SHRINKAGE IN THE MARKET 
VALUE OF £ECURITIES 


The Phenix Co. of New York Reports a 
Eecrease of $300,000—Loses for 1893 
Estimated at $150,000,000—Financia) 
Despression the Cause—Forsign Cor- 
porations Eafe, 


New York, Jan. 13.—The annual state- 
ments of the large fire insurance companies 
now being published reveal heavy reduc- 
tions inthe amount of net surplus held, as 
compared with the statements of last year. 
These reductions, insurance men say, will 
aggregate $15,000,000. The officers of the 
companies hold different views as to the 
cause for this falling off. Some be- 
lieve thatthe present condition has resulted 
wholly from the finaacial depression, in- 
volving decline in the market value of the 
securities held by the comanies. Others, 
while recognizing the disg6trous effect of the 
hard times on the bi ss generally, main- 
tainthat low rates and the enormous in- 
crease inthe volume of long term business 
are mainly responsible for the present con- 
dition. 

A GREAT SHRINKAGE. 

D. W. C. Skilton, President of the Pheonix 
Insurence Co. and of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, said to-day: 

„Many things have contriputed to Dring 
about this condition of things in my opinion. 
The great shrinkage in the market value of 
securities owned by the companies 
has hurt them. In the case of 
my own company this diminution

DEAD SIX DAYS. 


A Padiy Decomposed Corpse Found Ly 
ing in a Bed. 

OHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Jan. 13.—A horrible 
discovery was made this morning in the 
heartof the residence portion of this city. 
Foul odors arising from the vicinity of 409 
Poplar street led to an investigation there. 
A laborer, Beauford Hollenback, lives in an 
humble cottage with his wife and one child. 
The latter have been visiting Decatur, Ala., 
for a week past. Together with a 
friend he was observed to enter 


the bouse Sunday night. The neighbors heard 
him coughing as iate as midnight, since 
which time he had not been seen till this 
morning, when the door was broken open. 
He was founa lying dead in bed with his 
clothes on, where he had lain for six days.

MISSISSIPPI LEGISLATURE. 


Resolutions Regarding Votes of Con 
gressmen on the Repeal Bill. 

Jackson, Miss., Jan. 13.—A resolution wds 
to-day introducedin the Senate by Senator 
Roane indorsing and eulogizing the votes of 
Senators George and Walthall and the six 
Mississippi Congressmen who voted against 
unconditional repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act. The resolution 
was opposed by Senator Burd and others, 


and was on motion of Senator Sherrard 
tabled by a vote of 23 to 17, five votes of this 
seventeen being cast by Populist Senators. 

A resolution was then offered by Senator 
Critz, statingthat ‘‘as Senators of the State 
of Mississippi, we decline to express any 
sentiment or any recommendation as tothe 
acts ot our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress as to any financial question, for the 
reason that we consider the expression of 
such sentiment wholly improper at this 
time. The resolution passed bya vote or 
24 to 14.

The Quarrel Between Caprivi and the 
Conservatives Patched Up. 


THOUGH THERE WAS OFFICAL DENIAL 
'. ROUBLE REALLY THREATENED. 


Indisputable Proofthe Chaneelloris Not 
the Incapable Statesman His Oppon- 
ente Represent Him—Caprivpi Showed 
Fine Diplomatic Tact in the Settlement 
of the Difference#—His Concilitory At- 
titude Toward the Agrarians—German 
Affairs. 


BERLIN, Jan. 18.—The political crisis which 
undoubtedly prevailed here, in spite of of- 
ficial denial, caused by differences between 
Chancellor Caprivi and the Conservatives 
over the Russian commercial treaty, seems 
now to be definitely atan end. Even pro- 
nounced Bismarck organs, whicharethe re- 
verse of friendly to Caprivi, now admit the 
fact. This is proof that Caprivi is not quite 
the incapable statesman he is represented 
by hisopponents. The termination of the 
quarrel is the immediate ontcome of corres- 
pondence between the East Prussian Con- 
servative Union and Caprivi. Caprivi 
showed fine. diplomatic tact in the matter. 
Instead of tryingto provoke the Agrarian 
party by opposition, he has tried (and suc- 
ceeded) toconcilliate them by meeting them 
half way. 

THE WORLD and Post-DIsPaATCH correspon- 
dent is informed on good authority thatthe 
new commeicial treaty contains a number of 
considerable reductions inj formerjcustoms 
duties on agricultaral products. Among 
other items the rates on cheese and hops are 
reduced by Russia. The new treaty, there- 
fore, is likely to prove as beneficial to the 
agriculturalastothe industrial interests of 
Germany. The reduction on hops is es- 
pecially for the benefit of the South German 
farmer. 

Not even hisenemies can now deny that 
Caprivi has displayed statesmanship bring- 
ing about this result in negotiating with 
stubborn Russia. Through all Caprivi’s 
perplexities, the Emperor steadfastly sup-

The read 
ing of this letter increased the rage of the 
meeting, and a resolution was passed unanl- 
mously to the effect that Herr Bock was no 
longer fit torepresent the labor party and 
that he must resign. 

The quarrel between Herr Bock and the 
Anarchists and Sccialists arose from the fact 
that Bock resisted the proposed shoemakers’ 
strike,of which Koenig and Hildebrandt were 
leaders.

A ROYAL SUICIDE. 


That Came Near Being the Fate of Francis 
Joseph's Nephew. 

New York, Jan. 13.—The Court of Austria 
has again deen the scene, according to the 
Paris Figaro, of a family drama, which went 
within an ace of having the most tragic de- 
velopments. 

In consequence of a series of quarre]s with 
his wife, the Archduchess Marie Joseph of 
Saxony, the Arcnduke Ctto, second son 
of the Archduke Charles and nephew 
of the Emperor, attempted to commit 
Suicide. An effort was made to keep the 
fact secret trom the public by announcing that 
be had accidentally shot himself by prac- 
ticing witha pistol, but this version, ac- 
cording to the Figaro, is false. It will be 
easily understood that, after the tragedy 
which closed the life of Archduke Rudolph, 


the Emperor wanted tokeep this new family 
secret at any price. 

The Archduke Otto’s attompt to take his 
own life was caused dy his wife having 
tbreatened to inform the Emperor of his bad 
treatment of her. The Archduke has always 
had the reputation of being eccentric, and 
there are told of him certain shooting party 
stories that are almost beyond belief. It 
is certain that he exchanged from 
one regiment in consequence of having 
won a wager condemned by all aware of its 
character. The Archduke, who was born in 
1865, was married in 1886 to the Princess 
Marie Joseph, Who is now 25 years of age. 
She wanted a divorce and it was only at 
the entreaty of the Emperor that 
she consented to a merely temporary 
separation from her husband. Whatever 
the facts of this story are, it is officially an- 
nounced that the Archduke will shortly start 
from Vienna,incognito and with only a small 
suite, on a Journey tothe East. The precise 
programme is not yet complete, but it is 
known that the Archduke will first visit 
Egypt and then proceed either to Palestine 
or India, 

The Figaro adds that the Emperor Francis 
Joseph has one consolation, the Archduchess 
Stephanie has at last consented to marry the 
Archduke Francis Ferdinana, elder brother

The action was brought by Benjamin Her- 
bert,a son of Mrs. Elizabeth Herbert,against 
the St. Vincent’s Insane Asylum, where he 
claimed his mother had deen sent dy his 
father on the plea that she was insane, and 
was keeping her there after her mental bal- 
ance had been tully restored. A writ of 
habeas corpus was applied for, and the asy- 
lum authorities cited to show cause why the 
woman should not be released. 

Mr. Louis Herbert, the husband, came up 
from his home in Cairo, III., with Judge Mul - 
key, formerly of the Illinois Supreme bench. 

WITNESSES EXAMINED.

The Count set out attended by a Sergeant 
and arrived at Dresden after a ride of twenty- 
two hours. Herested only three times dur- 
ing the whole journey. He and the horse ar- 
rived in an exhausted state. 

The King recetved the Lieutenant most 
amiably and took the letter from his hands. 
During the audience Von Wedel appeared 
visibly fatigued. Immediately after the au- 
dience he fainted away, and was taken into 
an adjoining apartment, where he recovered 
in time to join the royal family at the dinner 
table in the avening at the King’s special re- 
quest. The Count returned to Berlin, not on 
Lorseback, Dut Dy rail.

Square Garden came to an end iast night, 
and whether it be the case, as some One re- 
cently asserted, that finality in safety con- 
struction has now been reached, there.is at 
feast one small piece of evidence in fav oro 
the statement ia the striking uniformity of 
the designs exhibited at the show. Of the 
hundreds of safeties exposed to public in- 


spection there may be said to have been but 
een ratterns—the open diamond frame 
made in two or three sizes, and the giraffe 
type. The main features of former have re- 
mained practically unaltered, but the firms 
that have always led ti fashion in cycle 
designs have had the pleasure of seeing their 
ns adopted throughout the trade, and to- 
the most striking feature of machine 
construction is the universal adoption of 
straight tubing. Nota curve is to be seen in 
an up-to-date safety frame except in the 
frontforks. Larger tubes are now used and 
every mach! is Atted with a barrel bracket, 
but there the improvement stops. As tothe 
Giraffé, so named on account of its high 
frame, it is not likely to provea formidabie 
rival to the regular safety, becduse it 
heavier, more unwieldy and awkwara 
to get on or of. The front 
driver has made no progtes in public 
favor during the year passed. In the question 
of weight a marked departure has been made 
and light roadsters now made by the leading 
makers scale as low as twenty-one pounds, 
a drop of nearly eight pounds from last year. 
Prices will be untformly held at $125 for high 
grade roadsters and lightroadsters, giraffes 
and racing wheels will sell for 510, $15 and 
$25 more respectively. When it is considered 
that the weight of racing wheels only three 
years ago was nearly thirty-five pounds the 
immense strides made in improvements can 
be better r The drop in prices, 
too, win ave a tendency to 
new riders rapidly. A 
machine that bids well 
to the front in 1894 is the tandem safety. 
Nearly every manufacturer had one of these 
machineson exhibition, many of them 
made with a drop frame in front fora lady’s 
use. With the advent of the tandem safety 
tho tricycle has dropped suddenly intothe 
background, the combined exhibits not 
showing over six of these machines. It 1s 
evident thatin the tandem safety the con- 
structional difficulties have not been over- 
come. Someofthosenow made are prob- 
ably anequal to the great strain of two 
riders placed inside such a long wheel-bar as 
is necessary inthis type of machine, and 
probably a season’s experience will suggest 
considerable alteratious in the way of 
strengthening the frame.

When 
Judge Robertson called for objections to the 
approval of the vill, Mr. Asher made the 
following statement tothe court: 

MISS BRADLEY'S DAUGUTER, 

Mrs. Elliott, the contestant offthe will, 
was born in New York City at the residence 
ofa private nurse on Oct. 11, 1868. Her par- 
ents were a Boston drummer named Kellogg 
and Miss Mary Bradley, daughter of the late 
William H. Bradley of this city,a well-known 
and wealthy carriagemaker. The couple had 
met clandestinely and a daughter was born. 
The child was left in a foyndling asylum in 
New York unti she was 2 years old, when she 
was christened Minnie Young. The mother 
desired the child brought to this city, and it 
was accordingly left at the Home of the 
Friendless, which was then under the charge 
of Miss Hodsell, a city missionary. The child 
remained there for a time, but was after- 
ward given toa family named Nettleton,who 
resided in Chapel street, for adoption. 

KIDNAPPED. 

Sensational episodes followed the install- 
ment ofthe infant in e Nettleton family. 
It was soveral times kid@#pped by people who 
had become cognizant of the secret of the 


Bradleys, but a good fee for ransom was al- 
ways forthcoming and the infant invariabl 
found its way back tolitskeepers. Mr. Krad- 
ley finally learned of the Hanovers and made 
a proposition to pay them $20,000 if chey 
would take the child and adopt It. 


HANOVER’S FORTUNE. 

The only proofthat the sum has been paid 
is that Mr. Hanover had been a laborer 
earning $i6a week, and after the child went 
tolive with the family he gave up work. 


From that time he never dia any more work, 
but succeeded, as shown by his will, in ac- 
cumulating an estate of $46,000. 

Mr. Asher’s statements here descend from 
the certain tothe unproved, and he asked 
the Court for an extension of time before the 
will was approved that he might substan. 
tiate an additional story. The girl, he said. 
was adopted by the Hanovers, but the Town 
Agent’s office and Probate Court books fail 
to give evidence of such action. Yet Mr. 
Asher has many witnesses ready to testify 
that formal proceedings for adoption were 
taken. He declares that the infant’s name 
was changed to rlorence Hanover from Min- 
Hie young. 

She continued to live with the Hanovers 
untilabout three years ago, when she was 
married to Harry Elliott, the son of a farmer 
of Guilford, who died several years ago, 
leaving a large property, which was equally 
divided between his son and two daughters. 
Her husband came into possession of about 
$60 ,000. 

S. P. Hanover died here on Dec. 4, and Mr. 
Asher says that on his deathbed he called his 
adopted daughter to one side and told her 
the entire story. He left his entire property, 
valued at $46,000, to his wife, who dieda 
fortnight after his death, teaving the estate 
to her brother, except $5,000,the use of which 
Florence was to enjoy during her life, 


NEARLY ALL DEAD. 

A remarkable fact is that now practically 
all the parties to the affair are dead, the rea! 
as wellasthe adopted parents of the plain- 
tif, and nearly all who cared for her during 


infancy. Her father’s full name is not 
known. lle became a wealthy isoston mer 
chant and married a society girl there. Sey- 
eral children were born to them, but he never 
disclosed his identity to his New Haven 
Gaughter till the Bradley family died several 
years ago, including the girl’s mother. 

Inanswerto Mr. Asher’s arguments ex 
Judge Cable, who appeared on behalf of the 
beneficiaries, suid there was no question as 
to the legality of the will, which should be 
approved, and then an appeal might be 
taken. Judge Robertson, however, decided 
that the hearing might be postponed until 
next Wednesday, when Mr. Asher will pre- 
Sent the testimony of his witnesses.

Samuel Gompers Suggests Plaus for Their 
Relief. 

New York, Jan. 11.—Samuel Gompers, 
President of the American Fedération of 
Labor, writes as follows for the SUNDAY 
Post-DispaTcuH concerning the great problem 
of rellef for the unemployed: 

That the present number of unemployed, 
distressed and suffering is greaterthan has 
ever existed inthe history of our country Is 
beyond doubt. That more earnest attention 
is being given tothe problem of how to fund 
a way out' than ever before cannot de de- 
nied. But a proper consideration of the sub- 
ject of the unemployed workers and their re- 
lief cannot find intelligent discussion unless 


the causes which have produced this condi- 
tion of affairs are understood and a fair es- 
timate of the extent and number involved in 
the misery. 

It is variously estimated that the unem- 
ployed number between 1. 000, 000 and 3, 000, 000 
wage-workers in the United States. When it 
is borne in mind that from one to ave others 
are generally dependent for support upon 
upon the vast army of unemployed, one is 
only on the threshold of an appreciation of 
the maelstrom of poverty, misery and poign- 
ant distress in which our people are seeth-

George Rooncy Tells Where 8100 Is 
Buried Near Pacific, Mo. 


Those om the Mille Lacs KReservat'‘on 
a Source of Uneasiness. 


Five suspicious characters were arrested 
Friday afternoon by Detectives Caran and 
Sullivan and Officer Hurst. On one of the 
men, Jack Powers, alias Wilson, recently re- 
leased from the Penitentiary, a curious letter 
with some maps and drawings was found, 
The letter is supposed to have been written 
by George Rooney, whois serving a term of 
five years in the Penitentiary for burglary 
and larceny. He signs himself Wm. Bull 
and tells where $100 ig buried. 


The letter is as follows: 

DEAR FRIEND—Having lost the other answer to 
your note lsead you this. The money is buried 
twenty feet west of the first telegraph pole west of 
the bridge on the Meramec Riveer on the ’Frisco 
road between Catawissaand Pacific (read careful- 
ly); twenty feet west of the first telegraph pole west 
of the bridge and seven feet from the track like this. 

Here follows a sketch of the Meramec River 
bridge andthe Frisco Rallroad track with 
the telegraph poles adjacentand the point 
where the money is said to be buried. Marked 
at the bottom there is a foot note reading: 

George can tell you abont the trains au d all, bet- 
ter than Jean. Let him see this. Your friend.

On the left-hand lower corner or the paper 
the following is written sideways: 

Two and one-half feet dee in an oyster can 
wrapped in paper, extra $2 bill is there but itis 
counterfeit. 

Powers said Rooney had been sentup from 
Pacific, Mo., for burglary and larceny, but 
had first hidden the $100. The drawings were 
alleged to be the plans of two houses at 
Robertsville, which Rooney wanted Powers 
to crack.“ 

The parties who were arrested with Pow- 
ers are Edward Ryneair, Frank Ryneair. 
Clinton Green and Joseph Hickey. All are 
quite young, ranging from 16 to 19 years of 
age. Powers is years old. Powers stated 
that he took the others in with him. The Ry- 
neirs are from Cincinnati. 

The detectives found the gang at 88 
first and Benton streets about s o’clock in the 
afternoon and placed them all under arrest 
with the ald of Officer Hurst. The officers 
say they are going out there to try to find the 
buried money. 


Sr. Paut, Mion., Jan. 13.—The Chippewa 
Indians on the Mille Lacs Reservation have 
been a source of considerable contention and 
uneasiness to surrounding settlers and the 
United States Government. This is largely 
owing to the body known as the Chippewa 
Indian Commission, which has so far been 
instrumental in causing $550,000 to be appro- 
priated by the Government for various 
purposes. The annual budget recommends 
the appropriation of another $75,000 
for the commission. It looks as 
though the present commission were de- 
sirous of doing over again all the work that 
was performed by the preceding commis- 
sions, though it was never intended that the 
act organizing the commission, enacted in 
1889, was to be operative for more than two 
years. The latent and purpose of the act 
was to remove the Indians to White Earth 
Reservation. The only exceptions were to 
be those who had already accepted allot- 


ments of lands in severalty. They were not 
to be disturbed as longasthey behaved ana 
did not interfere with their white neighbors. 

The first Commigsioner, Edamund ice, 
made a census and succeeded in removing a 

reat many of the Chippewas from Leech 

ke, Winnebagoshbish, Vass Lake, Fond du 
Lac, Grand Portage and Mille Lacs. He se- 
cured the consent ofa large e of the 
Indians to goto the White Earth RKeserva- 
tion, but in 1891 was compelied to resign 
owing to failing health. After becoming 
convinced that it would be impossible to in- 
duce all the Chippewas to take * a perma- 
nent abiding place on the White Earth lands, 
Representative Hall wrote to the Interior 
Department that the’work of the commission 
would be wound up in 1898, Dut stilithe work 
of removal appears to have gone no farther 
than it was two years ago. he Indians are 
not satisfied and will not be until final and 
summary action is taken.

Just here is where the instru- 
ment assumes its truly scientific aspect, for 
itsinvention proves that there isa definite 
quantity of electricity in the body which may 
be utilized for practical purposes. In short, 
the human body is the battery which supplies 
the current. 

The aiscovery ty Dr. John H. Girdner of 
New York was almost as dramatic as that of 
the Nelaton probe. Dr. Girdner had tried for 
7 rs to devise some surer means of locating 

ullets than was possible with the ordinary 
probe. Some years ago somebody bad in- 
Vented an eleetric bullet probe, which de- 
pended on a battery-cell to supply the cur- 
rent.

So it was not known whether a bullet had 
been touched or not. One night it occurred 
to Dr. Girdner that the body itself might con- 
tain enough of a current to operate a Dell or 
a telephone receiver. Experiment proved 
the fact and the difficulty was overcome. 

The principle of the instrument is as fol- 
lows: The metal bulb is placed in the 
wounded person’s mouth, the telephone re- 
ceiver is held to the surgeon’s ear amd the 

robe in the hole made by the bullet. The 

ulb in the mouth and the probe are made of 
the same metal, copper being preferred; and 
because they are the same no manifestation 
is heard in the telephone. 

But as soon asthe leaden dullet is touched 
it brings another metal intothe circuit. The 
human body then immediately becomes one 
immense cell, which generates a current 
strong enough to operate the telephone, so 
that as soon asthe bullet is touched a click 
ig heard in the telephone, and the location of 
De bullet is estab.ished beyond a doubt. 

The invention of this instrument has 
created quite a furor among surgeons, It 
has been adopted as a standard in the 
United States Army and Navy. ithe Surgeon- 
General ofthe Army and the surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the}Navy instituted a commission, the 
result of whose experiments was the report 
that the principle of the instrument wag the 
pot one that should be recognized by 
military surgical men.

Discovery of Crookedness at the New 
York Custom-House. 


New York, Jan. 13.—A flurry of excitement 
was caused in the Custom- house to-day by 
reports that investigation of Pitt & Scott, 
foreign express agents, who have offices in 
London, Liverpool, Paris and tbis city, dis- 
closed evidence of collusionon the part of 
some one in the Government service. 
Pitt &. Scott Were last week de- 
tected by Special Treasury Agent Cum- 
mings in an attempt to substitute worth- 
less crockery for valuable goods, which 
they swore at the custom-house they were 
transporting in bond to Toronto. On the 
seizure of three cases of stereopticons and 
the subsequent revelations of the manipu- 
lations of thetrucks licensed by the custom.

breth revoked the truck license, and started 


a hunt for other truckmen committing the 
same offense. 

The Collector and his deputies have tried to 
keep their movements secret, but to-day 
concealment was nolonger possible, for the 
going and coming of a great number of 
marshals, Custom-house detectives and de- 
tectives from the speelal agents’ office at.

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FOR A WHILE HE SAYS HE FELT LIKE 
HE HAD TWO BEINGS. 


But Now He Feels as Well as He Eve 
Did and His Despondency Has Disap 
peared—One of the Most Remarkable 
Cases Known in Surgery. 


If Emil Witzle had conformed to all well 
established and generally accepted rules of 
existence he would now be reposing under 
several feet of mother earth and sod in some 
cemetery, instead of occupying a cot in the 
City Hospital, ashe now does. About three 
weeks ago Emil tried to blow his own brains 
out. He succeeded in lodging a bullet from 
a 82-caliber revolver in his brain, and 
now gives every promise of going 
through life with the leaden missile firmly 
embedded in his think tank’’ without ex- 
periencing even so much as an occasional 
headache from its presence, 

The case is similarto and even eclipses the 
celebrated experience of Frank Tesson, who 
for about a month hovered between life and 
death atthe City Hospital with a bullet in 
his brain. Tessonfinally died, but Witzle is 
almost well again, and promises to remain 
in this vale of tears until carried of 
by old age or some very common 
everyday complaint. The caseis even more 
remarkable than that of Tesson and is ex- 
citing widespread interest and comment 
among the medical fraternity. 

Witzle isa German, u years old, anda 
laborer by occupation. He was married 
about fifteen months ago and has one child. 
This child was the innocent cause of his rash 
attempt to end his life. His mother-in-law, 
he claims, did not approve of the idea ofa 
poor man raising a large family 
and, to a certain extent, it is said,

attempted to part h im and his wife. Witzie 
told her that his domestic arrangements 
were none of her Dusiness, and appealed to 
his wife to sustain him in the stand he took. 
The woman, however, sided with her mother 
and the pair quarreled. The prospect ofa 
curtailment of his liberties made Witzle de- 
sponcent, and he sought relief in self ex- 
tinction, probably thinking that in this man- 
ner he could most thoroughly punish those 
who opposed him. That he was not successful 


was not at all que to any lack of thoroughness 
in the attempt he made. In fact no attempt 
has been made to explain his failure. The 
physicians may in time originate a theory to 
account for him living, but so far they have 
been content to look on the case with wonder 
and regard him as the exception of one in- 
stance in many thousand which goes to prove 
the untversally accepted rule that a man who 
gets a bullet in his brain is a fit subject for 
the Coroner, 


DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO DIF. 
To make what he thought was a sure job of 
suicide Witzle fred two bullets in his head. 


Saturday, Dec. 23, was the date of his at- 
tempt, The first shot was too low, and 
struck himinthe right cheek near his ear. 
Where this bullet wenttoisa mystery. It 
has never been located, and apparently 
merely slightly damaged his personal ap- 
pearance without doing any other ma- 
terial harm, The doctors say that 
the cheek he displays in living 
in spite of the fact that by all rights he 
should have died from his injuries, is hard 
enough to turn any Bullet. This wound 
probably hurt Witgle very much, but he 
seems to have realized the fact that it was 
not sufficient to have produced the death he 
50 much desired, and in an instant he lev- 
eled the weapon directly at his forehead. 
The bullet entered the left side of the fore- 
head immediately over his eye, or in 
the region termed by doctors the 
left supra orbital ridge. It clipped 
out a section of thiseyevrow, passed through 
the frontal sinus, or the upper portion of 
the nasal cavity, andthen crashed into the 
brain proper, where it now remains im- 
bedded, After entering the brain the bullet 
took a Gownward and backward course, 
finally locating itself in What are known as 
the motor centers at a pointright beneath 
the left temple. 

Then Witgle ought, according to all rules 
of medical science, tohave gasped convul- 
Sivelya fewtimes andquickly died. Asa 
matter of fact he only followed out this code 
of action to a Umited extent. When his 
rélatives reached his side he lay on his 
back motionless and unconscious and to 
all appearance rapidiy dying. An ambulance 
was hurriedly called and he was sent post 
haste to the hospital, where his death was 
S only a matter of a short time. 
The fellow was inaterrible state. ilis right 

completely paralyzed, 

eye, directly under the 

was rotruding from its 

socket in a frightful manner, leaving the 

eyelid completely everted, Asmall quantity 

of blood and brain matter was oozing from 
the wound, 

Dr. Marks examined the man and at once 
ordered his removal to the operating-room. 
There a fap of skin was turned down, the 
Bplintered and rforated section was cut 
away, and the edges of the incision neatly 
trimmed of. With the removal of the bone 
about half a teas nful of brain matter 
came out. The cavity was cleased out with 
a syringe and the eyeball pushed back and 
held in place with a compress. 

Fortwo weeks the wounded man remained 
in a state of coma. He would at times when 
aroused look up as though he partially com- 

rehended questions pat to him, 
i; but the power of speech was 
gone. His right side was paralyzed 
and it was found necessary to manacie his 
left arm to prevent him tearing the bandages 
from his head, which he manifested a dis- 

osition todo, A week after his admission to 
he hospital the wound in his head had suf. 
Hctently healed to allow the removal of the 
stitches, From that time on he grew better 
rapidly, The paralysis of his right side grad- 
Gteappeared, until — oes 
0 arm an 0 al- 
most as freely as he can those members 
in his left side. ‘The hole in his forehead 
healed up completely, but just above the 
original wound Dr. Marks rod another 
hole, through which is still drained off the 
pus and matter which forms in the cavity. 
he sight of the left eye is altogether de- 
stroyed, and in this Witsie experiences the 
only defect likely toresult from his wound, 
In all other respects the wounded man states 
that he feelg as well as ever he did, and in a 
few days itis expected he will released 
from the hospital as cured. 

In its course the bullet must have ploughed 
through at least three or four inches of arey 
brain matter before reaching its presen 
location in the motor centers, somewbere 
near the roof of his head, ona line with his 
left temple. Dr. Ma believes that the 
bullet is firmly encysted in the brain and will 
remain there,

TESSON’S CASE. 

Witzle’s case is almost a parallel with that 
of Frank Tesson, who was found March 23, 
1892, at O’Nelll’s Hotel, opposite the Union 
Depot, with a bullet in his brain. He had 
been drinking heavily and in a ut of despond- 
ency be shot himself in the braln in Forest 
Park. After the shooting he boarded an 
electric car and came down town, telling 
those who saw him that he had fallen and 
hurt his head. At the Hospital he became de- 
lirlous and remained so for between two and 
three weeks. The physicians located the bul- 
let with a probe but falled to extract it. He 
died April 30, 1892, overa month after shoot- 
ing himself. 


RIVAL OF BARBARA FRIETCHIE. 


Disputs Aboutthe Flag Incident Immor- 
talize@ in Whittier’s Poem. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST- DISPATOH. 

The controversy as to whether or not 
Barbara Frietchie actually did all that she 
was credited with in Whittier’s immortal 
poem has been started up again. Mr. J. R. 
Markens of Frederick, Mad., who was well 
acquainted with Frau Frietchie, writes: 

„Never was there anything so doggedly 
followed up and decried as this matter. In 
fact, so persistently was it pressed that it 
seemed that her friends and relatives 
doubted not only the episode, but her iden- 


tity. 

‘*There is no proof that she did not wave 
the flag, and she certainly would have been 
the last woman in Frederick not to have 
done so. There are to-day four women 
living who did wave flags. But their 
names will never vo known, be- 
cause they fearthey would share the same 
persecution that Mrs. Frietchie endured. On 
the other hand, one woman claims the honor 
that belongs to Mrs. Frietchie. She and her 
friends have for years been clam- 
oring for recognition. Now, no 
one doubts that Mrs. Quartrell 
waved a flag, as did others also, but that 
does not prove that Mrs. Frietchie did not. 
Nor is it any reason that the bonors show- 
ered upon Mrs. Frietchie, because of her 
bravery and her heresy to the Southern 
cause, were unjust. 

It appears thatthe great objection arose 
in the fact that Stonewall Jackson was 
named in connection with the affair. 
The Southern people idolized, in fact 
worshipped him, By some it has deen 
said that Jackson’s cohorts did not pass 
Barbara Frietchie’s house. The Confed.- 
erate army did certainly pass by her door, 
whether they went by way of Patrick or 
Bentz streets. And her fame and name will 
live long after the decriers are forgotten.“ 

Mr. Markens has spent a great dealcf time 
collecting facts to substantiate what he has 
always known to be the truth of this famous 
episode of the civil war. But wherever there 
is a controversy on any point tn history the 
public is bound to have a hand ein it. During 
his lifetime Whittier was himself deset by 
anxious ingulirers who sought to be informed 
whether the theme of his great poem was a 
myth ora reality. In October, 1880, he wrote 
to Nellie Blessing Eyster: 

„I bad a portrait of the good lady Bar- 
bara, from the saintly hand of Dorothea 
Dix, whose life is spent in works of love and 
duty, and a cane made of wood from Bar- 
bara’s cottage, sent me by Dr. Steiner of the 
Maryland Senate. 

„Whether she did all that my poem as- 
cribed to her or not, she was a Drave and 
true woman. I followed the account given 
me ina private letter and the papers of the 
time. 

Beyond the few strangers who have set- 
tled in Frederick since the war,and the 
coterie of folks who believe ln the identity of 
Barbara Frietchie, forthe sake of the local 
history ‘connected with her name, there is 
still much incredulity regarding her. 

It is true, as Whittier said, that Lee 
marched over the mountain wall into Fred.- 
erick and remained there for three days. The 
citizens treated bis half,naked hungry troops 
kindly, and every piano in town played 
‘*Maryland, My Maryland.“ It 18 
related that a band the 
gray-coated troops, while passin 
Dame Frietchie’s house one day, notice: 
that the boards of the porch were unusually 
clean, and stopped to rest a while. It was 
not long before the loyal proprietress learned 
of their presence, amd, rushing out of the 
door, she raised her cane and cried: 

Gt you away from my bouse, you lazy 
pack!“ 

The troops withdrew, and the story got 
into camp. It was repeated so often as a 
joke that Barbara became famed as a ghrew 
before, Lee withdrew from Frederick. It is 
even ventured by some that this incident, as 
it finally became distorted, led Whittier to 
write the poem. 

Barbara Frietchie died in 1862, at the age of 
96. She had a clear idea of the Revolutionary 
war, and boasted more than once that no 
rebel would ever be 
able destroy the country 
that the soldiers of her girlhood had 
fought so hard to establish. She was ex- 
ceedingly vain of her knowledge of past 
events, and fora quarter of a century before 
her death was a general source of historical 
reference to the people of Frederick. Be- 
sides, she could predict atmospheric changes 
several days ahead ofanybody else, and as 
for planting garden seeds so that they would 
come up quick, she was infallible. 

When in 1781 Gen. George Washington 
happened to stop over night at Frederick the 
townspeople felt honored. Such, however, 
was not the case with poor Mrs. Kimball, the 
tavern keeper, whose shelf ala not contain a 
respectable piece ofchina. She wrung her 
hands with grief, exclaiming: *‘What shall 1 
do—oh, what shall 1 do!“ 

Then she thought of Frau Frietchie, whose 
china was widely Known. Barbara joyfully 
loaned her ware for the use of the nonored 
visitor, and after he had finished his break- 
fast she put it carefully away. It is shown 
to-day by Barbara Frietchie’s descendants 
as a proof of her existence aud loyalty to the

American women have the best-dressed 
feet in the worid. 

Feet, like nowers, aamit of high culttvation. 
What the florist has done for the wild rose 
and raggei chrysanthemum the manufac- 
turers of footwear are doing for the supports 
ot society. The American foot is not like th 
English or French foot. Itisa type as dis- 
tinct as the people themselves and requires 
special dressing. The popular last is the 
Picadilly. On the English foot it is admir- 
able, because it is designed for it; on the 
American foot it is ugly and often uncomfort- 
able, for the reason that the London boot is 
fiat in the shank and the American foot is 
arched. The American Picadilly, which is 
higher in the shank and slightly longer in the 
heels, has been so pronounced a success that 
it has been adopted for children’s and ladies’ 
wear, 

To thoroughly appreciate the improvement 
in American feet it is only necessary to go to 
a shoe shop and watch a parent and child 
being fitted for boots. Foot culture began 
about twenty-six years ago, precipitated by 
the mischievous French heeled boots. It 
took a dozen years or so to cure the soreness; 
after that came the common-sense sole, de- 
signed expressly for the release of the 
cramped and misshapened toes. It is inthe 
last five years, however, that the greatest 
improvement has been made in footwear and 
for dressing. Ideas have entirely changed. 
Cramped feet are the exception. Women 
are following men more closely than ever be- 
fore in the manner of outdoor wear gener- 


ally. Coaching, tennis, cross-country rid- 
ing and similar sports have influenced some, 
while the vast majority have been reached 
through the children’s shoe department. 

In shoeing the little folks conscientious 
dealers and manufacturers have preached 
the doctrine of sensible and suitable sole 
leather to the parents; more than that, they 
have cultivated the natural beauty of the 
little feet, as manicure artists do the hands, 
There is in every intelligent community a 
class of trade that leaves the dressing of the 
foot to the clerk as confidently as dresses and 
bonnets are left to the modiste,. When a 
woman of thisclass comes into the shop 
nothing is said about size ifsheisa regular 
customer. The intelligent clerk knows at a 
giance about her measure. When she states 
the kind of goods wanted and the price she is 
willing to pay the conversation is about 
over. She is properly fitted. By that is 
meant a shoe half an inch longer than the 
opparent foot length, and as snugly fitted 
ecross the quarter as is comfortable. This 
gives the toes space to pitch in the process of 
walking and holds the heel in place. Boots 
of this fit give tue wearer better service, hold 
their shape longer aud are infinitely more 
comfortable than a misfit. 


The old deceit of changing numbers to 
please the vanity of customers has passed 
away. Labor has advanced, mauufacturers 
have the skill and facilities for turning out 
work asfineas the custom shoemaker can 
produce, For every number there are eight 
widths in stock, and a woman wants to be 
fitted she has only to put the necessary con- 
fidence intheclerk. Between custom and 
very fine shop work there is very’ little dif- 
ference. Unless a woman has very ugly feet, 
distorted from neglect or abuse, there is no 
need to order footwear. Of course, neld and 
dress shoes are excepted. These fine 
goods sell at very reasonable prices. A 
deautiful boot that will give the most rest- 
less Woman two years’ wear may be bought 
tor 36. The very best models are produced in 
machine work at half the price, so that 


there is absolutely no excuse for ugly or slip- 
shod feet. Expensive boots are not always 
bought by the best customers, for the reason 
that they gooutofstyle long before they 
wear out. A walking boot that cost $8 or $5 
may not be as yielding and easy as $6 or $8 
goods, but it looks quite as well and lasts 
just as long. 

With shoes itis different, because double 
the service may be required, They are worn 
more or less indoors apd outdoors in fine 
weather. For that reasonit is good econ- 
omy to get fine goods. 

The cost of footwear Is very slight compar- 
atively speaking. For$25a year an ample 
supply of beautiful shoe leather may be had. 
New YorE women spend more and less than 
that sum, but there are very few who actually 
consume $25 worth of leather. For that out- 
lay we would suggest one pair of laced calf 
boots, $6; one pair of patent-leather boots, 
$7; two pairs of low shoes, $ each, and one 
pair of fancy kid shoes at $4. 

The calfskin would ao for all sorts of rough 
weather. They might need half-soling the 
second winter. The patent-leathers are al- 
ways ready and always dressy, 
ali boots, the most serviceable 
be worn 
riage, and with 
all but dress. Professional 
and society women fully comprehend their 
value. And just here a word in defense of 
patent-leather. Tender feet and feet that 
perspire a great deal need special care. 
Frequent changes are the price of comfort 
and quantity rather than quality should 
characterize the supply. Strong, healthy 
feet are as comfortable in patent as tn suede 
leather, in calf as in kid, fit being the same 
in each instance. Prejudice more than any-

The low-shoes are for fine weather and 
general indoor wear, and may be Diack or 
brown, dressed leather, with undressed tops. 
Given this allowance, it is easy to see that 
after the second year special goods, such as 
slipper and satin boots would be available, 
and from head to feet American women are 
the best · groomed in the whole world, with- 
out any exception, and not a few keep the 
expense of boots and shoes inside of $25. 
There is no secret about this, unless common 
sense is classed among the occult sciences. 
More trees are sold each succeeding year 
which argues the increase of wisdom an 
taste. A boot-tree will do for boots and 
shoes, and they cost $3 a pair, but pay for 
themselves ina year’s time. Boots kept on 
trees retain the beauty of shape to the last; 
they are at once easier to the feet and easier 
toclean. A fair substitute for these holders 
is cotton batting. Boots that are allowed to 
dry empty are always heavy, and the stock, 
instead of wearing, cracks. 

More shoe leather is destroyed by chemicals 
and through neglect than is used. There is 
no liquid polish in the market to-day that 
will not rot the leather on which it is put. 
Polishes are made to polish, and it is unfair 
to expect other things. A shining boot is one 
of the niceties of dress, and like all nice 
things expensive. It is only necessary to re- 
mind the intelligent reader that her leather 
boots and shoes and slippers Delong to the 
animal kingdom. Nature provides oll for the 
skin; when she neglects to do so it chaps, 
scales and eracks. And it is the same with 
all leather goods exposed tothe extremes of 
temperature and constant wear. A few drops 
of oll rubbed into the stock will soften it, and 
the friction of a woolen cloth will bring out 
a polish not as lustrous as Diaekening or 
liquid dressing, dut still a pleasing and harm- 
less polish. 

The most desirable boot in stock isthe 
laced. It is the only outfit for walking. It is 
a support for delicate feet, an economical 
factor in muscular effort, and last but not 
least, a source of beauty. That women will 


not believe this is their great loss. Shoe- 
makers have no object other than hygienic in 
advocating laced boots; the cost of button 
and eyelet pieces is identical, but er Seem 
a foot in one boot is better fitted for the jour - 
ney than the other, Epwis d.

Dr. Theodore Hertzka’s Scheme for 
Social glevation, ' 


New Tonk. Jan. 18,.—A small nervous man, 
with bunchy Diack hair and afull beard, 
stood for hours in Concordia Hall, Berlin, 
three weeks ago, explaining his new plan of 
making life easy and happy. He had a cu- 
rious audience —some 1,500 Social Democrats, 
Anarchists, social reformersand Kadicals, 
with a sprinkling of Liberals—yet he held its 
interest unabated until midnight, when he 
removed his steel-bowed spectacles and 
wished everybody Auf wiedersehen, at 
the foot of Mount Kenia, Central Africa. 

The small, nervous man was Dr. Theodore 
Hertzka, journalist, economist, reformer, 
coloniger, and in his own hope and expecta- 
tion, founder ofa new state of society in 
which all will have enough to eat and wear 
and drink and will be able to get rich off their 
wages for day labor, In Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary plans like his are thick as 


bDiackberries, Dut his plan has the peculiar 
featurethat itis to be executed. is new 
way of living together is to be tried near 
Mount Kenia in Africa. His present tour of 
Central European cities is made to rally and 
encourage his followers before they set out 
for his valley of Eden on the Dark Continent, 

His plan he ld to the world four years 
ago in a book entitled ‘**Freeland, a Picture 
of the Future. Instead of going to the top 
shelf of college libraries, ‘‘Freeland’’ re- 
mained onthe reformers’ desks and its tan- 
led sentences stuck in reformers’ minds un- 
tilareguiar ‘‘Freeland’’ movement started 
in both Germany and Austria-Hungary, then 
spread to England and France, and finally, 
so Hertzka end hig European agents say, 
spread over the Atlantic to America,

Financiers Are Also Intent on the Future 
Policy of the Treasury Department— 
Carlisle Perplexes Them by His Silence 
— The Weeks Transactions—Stocks 
and Bonds. 


New Tonk, Jan, 18.—The whole county ts 
waitingon the actionof Congress on the 
bills before it for consideration and pending 
the necessary debates and ensuing delay 
business is standing with folded arms. The 
idea is becoming more prevalent that by the 
time the Wilson Dill becomes a law its pa- 
rent will scarcely recognize its offspring, and 
there is more disposition in some directions 
to go ahead without considering that 
measure too seriously. 80 far as Wall 
street is concerned, a speedy dis- 
position of the question is all that is 
desired. The fnancial community is much 
more interested in the intentions of the 
Treasury Department in regard to strength 
ening its depleted reserves. The Secretary 
of the Treasury maintains a perplexing 
silence as to his intentions, and while re- 
quiring the assisfance and co-operation of 
the leaders and heads of finance, seems to be 
chary of consulting with the men to whom 
he must finally turn for assistance. A Sec: 
retary ofthe Treasury without a financial 
following or out of sympathy with the bank- 
ing elements is in an anomalous positions 
Louisville financiers are no doubt men of 
excellent judgment, but even the fear of 
consorting with gold bugs of Wall 
street should not prev ent the — 2 from 
turning to the men who have assured him of 
their willingness to co-operate with him to 
any reasonable extent. That they will aid 
the Treasury when its officers show so little 
Gesiretoaid themselves is another matter, 
and that they will do so in the face of broken 
promises and the indorsement of absurd 
financial measures which seem to bave 
official sanction is most improbable. Itis 
the Treasury and not the banks of New York 
that is in the position of a suppliant. 

While rates for sterling receded somewhat 
from their high point of Thursday the rapid- 
ity with which asmall extra demand caused 
them to advance again is worth bearing in 
mind. There are still considerable amounts 
of foreign money loaned here in a floating 
form, and while the decline in discount rates 
abroad has removed the urgent demand for 
remittance which existed during “the latter 

art of 1898, our interest rates offer very 
ittle inducement to European lenders. 
It has been suggested that 
balances have been left 
order to be quickly available 
the inevitable bond issue is finally deter- 
minedon. Thestrength in sterling during 
the week appears to have been chiefly due to 
the liquidation of matured sterling loans. 
There are few features of interest in this 
important division of finance. London deal- 
ings in our securities are at a standstill. 
Some banking houses with foreign connec- 
tions report a small dribbling of securities, 
chiefly those of defaulted roads, hitherward, 
but the movement is not of sufficient im. 
portance to influence the exchange market. 

On the other hand, after the experience of 
the past six months it is altogether unlikely 
that our market can look for much European 
support for some time to come, The first 
money from that quarter which ae reason- 
ably be expected for some time will be that 
sentin payment of the assessments on the 
verve securities with an international mar- 

et. 

A glance at the principal American raliway 
securities listed in London Is interesting. 
Only two of them, Lake Shore and New York 
Oentral, are above par. Of the others, Atch.- 
ison, Erie, Northern Pacific, Reading and 
Union Pacific have gone into bankruptc 
during the past year. Loulsville 1 
Nashville, another, has just passe 
its dividend while the spring dividend 
on St. Paul, cannot be sald to be assured. 
The Pennsylvania and Canadian Pacific Co. 
are of more interest to London investors 
than to those of New York and are stili 
quoted at figures indicatinga fair degree of 
confidence. The remainder of the list is 
quoted at prices refiecting anything that 
may happen. They are Chesapeake & Ohio, 
Kansas & Texas, Norfolk & Western, 
Ontario & Western and Wabash. This is not 
a record of credit sufficient to enable us to 
blame the English for turning their attention 
to Argentina and similar fields of invest- 
ment. The list above does not include the 
breweries and other odds and ends in the 
way of investments that have been held up 
before the once plethoric purse of the English 
investor. 

Of the five greater railway corporations 
which have been placed in the hands of re- 
celvers during the past year only one has an- 
nounced a pian of reorganization. In con- 
nection with others, however, Committees 
of Reorganization and Protection are spring- 
ingupin every direction and investors in 
their securities are invited to join in the 
work of rehabilitation. Tue Erie plan in its 
rather unusual feature of practically 
forcing a loan from the bondholders, 
continue an interesting subject of 
discussion. An additional interest 
isattached to it as bondholders. in other 
roads are wondering whether the same in- 
vitat ion isto be extended tathem. That the 
stock representing the quasi ownership of 
the property should escape any contribution 
to its necessities, and at the same time re- 


ftain the control of the company, is not likely 


to become a popular feature of reorganiza- 
tion. Perhaps the idea was suggested by 
the low price of the stock and the probable 
unwillingness ofits holders to throw good 
money after doubtful. As Erie common 
stock at the best represents a remote equity 
inthe property the reorganizers may have 
considered that the junior mortgages were 
the last issues on which an 
asessment would prove fruitful. Their 
reasoning was probably correct enough 
but when the receivers shall have been dis- 
charged it does not see fair that the stock- 
hoiders should continue to have an equal 
voice in the management withthe mortgage 
bondholders who have been called onto put 
the company on its feet. [he other compa- 
nies must sooner or later be dealt with on one 
basis oranother. In each case the inevitable 
committees have deen announced, but no 
définite proposition has beeen submitted to 
the security holders. The present Reading 
—4 — have entrenched themselves 
more firmly in control than before and itis 
likely that the receivers will soon make their 
expected and postponed visit tothe New 
York security holders, when the first steps 
may be made public and the investors re- 
lieved of uncertainty, 

The Northern Pacific receivers’ report sent 
a chill through the investors in that un- 
happy concern which has since been reflected 
ina very weak market forthose securities. 
W ithout prophesying it is easy to see that 
the junior mortgage owners must accept a 
remote issue for their holdings ana the bond 
market shows that they know how little to 
expect. None of these companies present a 
more complicated problem than is involved 
in the readjustment of the Union Pacific 
finances. The committee in charge of the 
work has not beeh idle, and several plans 
have been drawn up for general considera- 
tion. It willof course take a long time to 
reconcile all the interests in the various 
roads forming the system, and the United 
States being a creditor to ,000,000 must 
moreover dealt with. Invitations 
have just been sent to Atchison bondholders 
to join with committees formed for the pro- 
tection of their interests, and it ig yet too 
early to be able to form any idea of the

to-day’s weekly trade reports. Allowance 
must of course be made even in expert fore- 
casts for the urgent wish that is father to the 
thought and also for the fact that trade had 
lately reached a point of stagnation o ab- 
normalthat any change whatever must be 
for the better. A more lugubrious report 
than that of the Claflin company on the dry 
goods trade could hardly be imagined. Nor 
does to-day’s bank statement suggest any 
widespread revival of exchanges. Still in 
this very branch of business there is evi- 
dence that inquiry, at least. is not 
discouraging and that conditional trade 
orders are of reasonable volume. Two of 
our basic iudustries, iron and wheat, are 
usually an index of the rest. In the iron 
trade Aradstreet’s shows anincrease in the 
capacity of furnaces in blast since the worst 
of 1898 depression of 39 percent. The wheat 
trade, on the otner hand, shows nota sign 
of genuine encouragement, the phenomena 
of that market, however, being no doubt 
largely due to the fact that Au- 
gust’s abnormal sales of future wheat to buy 
foreign gold deranged completely the equl- 
librium of the trade.

HOW ASSOCIATIONS WHICH ARE LOSING 
ARE MADE APPEAE PROFITABLE.

The Wecessity of State Inspection Shown 
in a Manner Which the State Legis- 


lature Can not Afford to Ignore—The 
Labor Commissioner Tells Some In- 
teresting Experiences Which He Had 
with Gecretaries While Gathering 


Statistics. 

Henry Blackmore, Esq., State Labor Com- 
missioner, in his report issued a few days 
ago devotes considerable space to a report 
on the building and loan associations of the 
state. Mr. Blackmore’s report on these 
institutions is one of the most complete of its 
ind ever prepared, ana contains much val- 
wable information for the people of the State 
and many valuable suggestions. Mr. Black- 
more strongly urges the necessity of more 
rigid laws for the government of these co- 
operative savings institutions and the ap- 
pointment of a State inspector of building 
associations. The report itself is exhaustive 
and cannot be published here for want of 
space, The following extracts from it will 
serve to give the readers of the PFosr- D- 
PATCH a fair idea of Mr. Blackmore's ro- 
searches. In introducing his subject Mr. 
Blackmore says: ‘‘Nothing tends more to the 
discouragement of thrift than the loss of 
small savings, collect often at the sacrifice 
of the ordinary luxuries and even the 
comforts of life, than the insecurity of in- 
vestments in incorporated enterprises 
chartered and fostered by the State. 

**‘With an adequate law properly enforced, 
no such wreckage of hopes, dissipation of 
funds and reckless betrayal of confidence 
could have occurred as the late failure ofa 
so-called savings and gafety deposit bank 
in Kansas City; nor would a number 
of notoriously badly managed, bujlding 
and loan associations appear to such disad- 
wantage. These and kindred institutions are 
the depositories of wage-workers. In these 
the washerwomen deposit their dollars after 
the toll of the week; the mechanic his scanty 
earnings; the laborer, the stenographer, the 
clerk, the teacher—all who try to lay by 
something for a rainy day, or a home, ora 
Start in business, do so by practicing econ- 
my and becoming depositors, 

It is the highest duty of the Legislature to 
Place safeguards around banks, savings and 
@rust companies, buildingand loan associa- 
Zions. The Eastern States are in advance of

‘The totals of assets and liabilities foot up 
881,819,888. 24. The assets and liabilities of the 
Danks inthe State, except national banks, 
in their statements in April to the Secretary 
of State, aggregate $115,196,502.08. The assets 
of bullding and loan associations is, there- 
fore, 27x per cent of the assets of State 
bangs. The loans of the assoctations are 
529,826.79. 74. The loans of the banks amount 
to $99,998,301.48. The loans of the associations 
are 29x percent of those of the banks. The 
authorized capital stock of the associations 
is $179,410,000.

This comparison illustrates, as forcibly as 
figures can, the popularity and relative im- 
portance of these depositories. Thousands 
of men and women, not prosperous enough 
to have an account 1a bank, are depositors 
in building associations. 

The receipts and disbursements of the as- 
sociations for the last fiscal year foot up $12, - 
287,270.03, an average Of $170.96 for each mem- 
ber in the associations. The amount of bor- 
rowed money these associations owe 
amounts to $3,597,584.94. To this may be added 
deposits amounting to $679,868.02; also the 
mount of paid-up stock, which is but bor- 
rowed money undera different name, and 
amounts to 51, 770,026. 09, so that the amcunt 
of borrowed money designated under the 
three heads aggregates $6,047,478.05. This is 
a very large amount of money, arising most- 
ly from the savings of wage-workers, as it 
appears more clearly in the tabulation of oc- 
cupations to follow, and should be most sa- 
credly guarded by every proper safeguard

AN HONEST SECRETARY. 

The Charter Oak Building and Loan As- 
sociation No. 2 will consolidate with Charter 
Oak No. 1, in order tocurtall expenses. The 


Charter Oak Associations were organized by 
Mr. O’Keef, the present secretary, while he 
was connected with the Excelsior stove 
foundry. The stockholders were for the 
most part employes of the foundry, and the 
associations prospered until last spring, 
when the foundry shut down. The em- 
ployes were thrown out of employment 
until Sept. 1. and in the meantime were 
forced ts draw out their savings from the 
association to live upon. 

CHARTER OAK 

No. lhas stood the run very well. Charter 
Oak No. 2 was a younger association and 


while doing a money making business last 
spring it followed the policy oftryingto pay 
off all withdrawals on thirty days’ notice. As 
a result they borrowed money to acrom- 
modate their shareholders and the interest 
has eaten up the profits while the member- 
ship has been reduced from nearly 1,200 to 
490 shareholders. Mr. O’Keef, realizing 
that tocontinue the association under its 
regular running expense would be ruinous, 
advised its consolidation with another com- 
pany.

By doing so he has 
given up the salary he was receiving as Sec- 
retary of No. 2 association and will still con- 
tinue to do their work as he is secre- 
tary of No. association. When a 
building association begins to lose 
money and there are no chances of its com- 
ing out a winner, fts affairsshould be at 
once wound up, as to continue to try to do 
business longer will be to continue to lose 
money, as the expenses of the concern, if 
run on a losing basis, will not only eat up 
the profits, but will eat up the principal paid 
in by shareholders, so that when a settle- 
ment is made there will be 
nothing for them to receive. There 
are some secretaries unscrupulous enough to 
continue to receive a salary and to try to 
keep the association running as long as pos- 
sible forthe sake of their salary when by 
makinga plain, straightforward statement 
ofits affairsin language which any of its 
shareholders can understand would save 
thousands of dollarstothe wage-earners of 
the community, whose hard-earned savings 
are invested in this manner. At the same 
time the winding up ofthe affairs of an as- 
sociation in this condition may be arrived 
at in several wvys. An assignee may 
be appointed or a receiver or the association 
may consclidate with some other building 
association organized ona like plan that 
is prosperous. The latter method is the 
most economical and will save expensive 
court and attorney fees. this is what 
should be done With all weak associations, 
as it would not only save the shareholders 
from loss and expense but would cause them 
to continue in habits of thrift and economy.’’ 


A BORROWER'S DILEMMA.

The association Jam in has not made an assign- 
mont yet, but [thing they wiil,as they have given 
notice to all their borrowers to pay back the ioan 
and borrow outside. What would you advise me to 
do, take the risk of the association making an 
assignment or borrew outside and pay back the joan?

In answer tothe above query the Post- 
DisPATCH bardly likes to take the respons!- 
bility of advising Borrower in the matter, 
for the reason that Borroweris not sure 
whether his association is going to make an 
assignment, or even that it is doing a losing 
business. “If you are sure your association 
is going to make an assignment and the 
directors are willing tolet you pay off your 
loan with interest up to date, you haa better 
do so and borrow outside, as in thig way you 
will escape your share of the losses 
which are sure to be met. The law 
provides that when an association is 
wound up that has lost money, the 
loss shall be divided pro rata among 
the shares in force and the non-borrowers 
shall be paid back the money they have paid 
igto the association, less their share of the 
losses. With the borrower, a losing associ- 
ation works even a greater hardship, as not 
only does he bave to pay the association 
the amount of his loan and tne 

mium and interest, but his share of the 
osses is assessed against him and he has to 
them in addition to the amount of his 
oan. For instance. an association when 
wound up has lost 20 per cent instead of 
The holder of $1,000 
will get 
20 per cent, or he 
In the case of the borrower in this associa- 
tion, who has a loan of $4,000, he will have to 
pay just 20 per cent more than was agreed 
upon, or in place of paying $4,000 he will have 
to pay $5,000.

TWO CURIOUS PASSENGERS. 


Rare Specimens of Ourang-Outangs Now 
in Leipzig. 
Special correspondence SUNDAY POsT-DIsPATCH. 
LEIPZIG, Jan. 2.—The steamer Preussen, 
one of the best German liners, arrived at 
Anvers last week on its return from Singa- 
pore. It had on doard two curious passen 
gers, 1. e., a pair of ourang-outangs of enor- 
thous size. They had been captured ina 
forest of the Island of Borneo. The two ani- 
mals, monsters oftheir kind, are over 5 feet 


tall. Their heads are colossal and have 
jarge protuberances, characterizing them 
as belonging to the Pongo family. 

Like all orangs, they lived in the 
top of a large tree, wherethey had built 
a sort of hut. On discovering their presence 
the natives cut down all the trees around 
them and isolated the two Pongos. . Hunger 
at last compelledthemto coma down, and 
they were caught in the traps set by the 
bunters. It was only with difficulty that 
they could be transported tothe coast. One 
of the animals managed to free 
one of his arms from a network 
of ropes which had been wound around him, 
and dealt terrific blows to some natives who 
ventured too near. Finally the coast was 
reached, where they were installed in secure 
cages on the steamer Preussen. The trip 
was not destinedto pass uneventfully. One 
of the Pongos fell sick, and Capt. Hoegeman 
turned him over to Dr. Scherer, who had 
to resort to both force and ruse 
to get his interesting patient to take the 
medicine which he prescribed. The ourang- 
outangs were frequently seasick during the 
voyage, and their contortions and iamenta- 
tions were remarkable to behold. 
Every zoological garden in 
world endeavored to secure 
as inmates. and they were finally 
quired by Pinkert, the manager of the zoo- 
loogical park of this city.

The arid West—from Kansas to California, 
from Mexico to British Colambia—is entering 
upon a newera. If predictions are realized, 
the farmer will be transformed from an over- 
worked, mortgage-ridden individual into a 
member of a prosperous and enlightened 
community. 4 : 

It has been estimated that a thorough'!sys- 
tem of irrigation may reclaim 100,000,000 
acres in the arid West—an area equal: to 
something less than one-sixth. of the 


public main now open to settlement. 
Already 21,000,080 acres ure under ditch*’ in 
the arid ccuntry. Within five years, says 
Richard J. Hinton, ex-chief the United 
States Irrigation Inquiry, 8180, 000. 00 has 
actually been invested (by irrigators) and 
halt as much more has been contributed in 
lands and labor.“ During July, August and 
September last there were recorded no less 
than 160 Irrigation enterprises, requiring an 
Aggregate capital of $60,000.000, and having 
in view the irrigation of 5,000,000 acres. 

There are three sources of water supply for 
irrigating purposes—iving streams, flood 
water from the mountainsand artesian wells. 
The greatest irrigation systems are those 
deriving their water from rivers and lakes. 
There are projects to utilize the waters of 
the Rio Grande and Pecos in New Mexico, the 
Arkansas anu other streams in Colorado, the 
Utah Lake in Utah,the Gila River in Arizona, 
not to mention the innumerable water 
courses in California, Wyoming, Montana, 
Idaho, Nevada and Texas. 

There are many parts of the arid West 
where a running stream ig a curiosity. In 
such sections the inhabitants import nearly 
ail their supplies anda storage reservoir in 
the foothills means more to the community 
than a silver mine. 

These reservoir sites afford acurious study. 
Nature seems to have held them in reserve 
for a time of need, when the settler should 
come to the end of the free land known to De 
arable. The avallable reservoirsare found 
sometimes on the tops of mountains, 
flanked by the watershed of a loftier range, 
but oftener at the base of the hills. They 
are simply natural depressions into which 
are drained the torrents of the higher alti- 
tudes for many miles around. 

The cloudbursts of the rainy season and the 
melting snows of spring rush to join the 
rivers. Each bill is a shed, each arroyo a 
gutterand eachcanyona canal. Sometimes 
an hour’s rain among the peaks will convert 
a dry run into a raging stream. Perhaps an 
unwary outfit has pitched camp in the bed 
below, and a few days later there is an ac 
countin the newspapers of how these men 
met their death, 

The outlet of a good natural reservoir site 
is simply a narrow gap, perhaps 100 yards in 
width. Ifthe gap penetrate a high ridge of 
rock, so much the better. An earthen dam 
spans the pass, andthe fiood waters are ar- 
rested aud used at will, It is the simplest 
system known tothe lrrigator. Hundreds of 
acres are covered by some of these basins, 
and thousands ofacres belowthem may be 
stripped of their sage brushand made to 
yield the rich products of a virgin soll. 

The Mormons and Mexicans of the South- 
west have for many years utilized sites of 
this sortinasmall way, butit is only re- 
cently that large plans for the reclamation 
of the desert in this manner have been 
made. 

The State geologist of Texas has been mak- 
ing investigations in the trans-Pecos coun- 
try, a reglon that is poor only in water. He 
fuds that the damming of certain mountain 
rorges will create large reservoirs thirty and 
forty miles inlength, and on the strength of 
his report there isa proposition to atilize 
convict labor in Duilding dams for the benefit 
of the State. 

Irrigation was closely identified with the 
civilization of the ancients, and in Arabia 
to-day the luxuriant plainsof Omar owe 
their great fertility to canals supplied from 
mountain resergoirs. When the Texas man, 
enlarging on the meritsof his particular 
community, cheerfully explained that the 
only pressing needs were water and society 
he was cynically reminded: That is al 
that —— needs. 

The magic of irrigation is at work from the 
Columbia tothe Rio Grande, and from the 
Black Hills to the California Gulf; Dut the 
Southwest will be especially in evidence dur- 
ing the next ten years. The country formerly 
known only for the horned toad and coyote 
now blooms with gardens and vineyards. 
The cowboy is ‘‘tending bar“ and his old 
enemy, the granger, is raising grapes on the 
former stamping ground of the steers. The 
soil and sun of the so-called desert, 
when aided by abundant water, 
are capable of performances that a 
man with a reputation for truth hesitates to 
describe. At first you are divided between 
plety and awe for the imagination of the 
irrigator who announces a cottonwood 
growth of over eighteen feet in one summer. 
Later on he could tell you the story of Jack 
and the Beanstalk’’ up to date as a personal 
experience, and if he only ieft out the giant 
you would not be wholly prepared to doubt 
him. This is one of several reasons whya 
Western man hesitates to call another West- 
ern mana liar. 

Much of arid America must forever remain 
a hopeless desert. Less than one-half of 1 
per cent of the totalarid area in the United 
States Is now actually irrigated. Itisto the 
creation of cases, asit were, in the Great 
American Desert that the large and the small 
land-owner will bend all their energies dur- 
ing the rest of thiscentury. There is nota 
river west of the Missouri—not a mountain 
stream, in fact—whose waters will escape 
the schemes of the irrigator in tbe present 
generation. 

The waters under the earth areas yeta 

roblematical source of supply save in rare 

nstances. Western Kansas has made a piti- 

ful failure of farming because the water for 
irrigation is lacking. The much discussed 
subterranean ov is still suppositious, and 
the waters from the West are fiched by 
irrigators in their course through Colo 
rado. 

The two Dakotas, however, afford some 
wonders of irrigation in their famous tar- 
tesian Dasin. It is the largest basin of the 
kind in the world, and though its exact ex- 
tent is still undetermined it is Known that 
watercan be struck almost anywhere ina 
section of 400 miles from north to south and 
100 miles from east to west. 

The total trrigated acreage in dry Colorado 
is almost equal to the California area. 
Water is the great and permanent wealth of 
both these States. One might . suppose from 
the recent silver excitement that mining was 

Jolorado’s chief, if not only, Means of ox- 
istence. Yet the South Platte, Arkansas, Rio 
Grande, San Juan, Grand and Green rivers 
have reclaimed more than 1. 500, 000 of acres, 
and nearly three times that area is under 
ditch. Colorado bas 12,000 miles of main 
canals that have cost $12,000, 000.

Lands, that ten or 
fifteen years ago were only worth from 25

@ paving were put down in 1893—granite, 
wphalt and telford-macadam. Wood was 
last used on Franklin avenue, between Jef- 
ferson and Compton avenues, the work being 
completed Aug, 15, 1892, and the time of tne 
last brick pavement laid in the city even 
antedates that. 

Granite still holds the preference of the 
authorities for streets over which the traffic 
is to be large, and Geservedly so, as the sta- 
tistics of this and other cities on the matter 
of the life of the paving and the cost of its 
maintenance will show. Telford-macadam 
holds its own omthe boulevards and streets 
where only light vehicles are used. Asphalt 
occupies the position between the two first 
named. At present asphalt seems to be in 
anything but a big demand with property 
owners clamoring against the use of asphalt 
on the streets they bave to pay for paving. 

CONTRACTS—HOW MADE. 

Most people, especially property owners, 
ere familiar with the manner ot bringing 
about reconstruction ofa street. A petition 
signed by the people owning property on the 
street is sent to the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. The petition usually expresses a 
preference for a certain kind of paving, 
thouch that question is entirely in the hands 
of the board. Upon receipt of the 
petition the board Institutes an investigation, 
and if that shows that reconstruction on said 
street is desirable, bids on the work are ad- 
vertised and the work let by the square, 
which contains 100 square feet. 

Formerly the property owners on the im- 
proved street paid for the reconstruction, 
except the cost of the grading and crossings, 
which were paid for by the city. Under the 
new law the property owners pay the entire 
cost of construction and maintenance for one 
year, and at the end of that time It Is turned 
over to the eity.

Barber Asphalt Co. has its purse fed fat by 
the citizens who like that kind ofa street. A 
liberal estimate of what should be the actual 
cost of asphalt paving not Including cost of 

lant, office force and accidents was en- 

eavored to be obtained in the above 
statement; $36 per ton was al- 
lowed for the refined asphaltam 
in this city. The actual cost of the asphaltum 

urchased from the Barber company in New 
fork City would be $30 per ton. ‘othis was 
added $6 per ton for freight and distribution. 
That estimate is far above what the actual 
cost of the material would be to the Barber 
company, as is c early shown in a report 
made by Consul Pierce in 1892 to the Depart- 
ment of State. From figures in Mr. Pierce’s 
report it is seen that other things being equal 
the refined esphalt could easily be put down 
in New York City at $18.59a ton with a fair 
profit to contractors, against $30 a ton as 
charged by the Larber company, so that the 
actual cost of the Barbercompany must 9e 
somewhat less than that given inthe above 
estimate. 

The asphalt paving has of late 
declinsd considerably in the fa- 
vor of the property-owners who 
have to contribute toward ultiding streets. 
Some ofthe people’s objections to asphalt 
are briefiy as follows: 1. They say it calls 
for the use of a foreign material, the output 
of which is controlled by a monopoly, which 
sets its own price on the raw material, 
thereby throwing the construction of all 
such pavements into their oon hands and at 
prices of thelr own making. 2 ‘That the 
cost of maintaining such streets is greater 
than 50 Cents per square, as 
provided in the maintenance clause 
ofall contracts with the asphalt company 
and is not sufficient to keep up the repairs 
and thatthe company secures itself against 
loss on that score by an increase in the first 
cost, thereby throwinga part of the cost of 
maintenance on the owners of the pruperty 
adjacent to the street being reconstructed 
— of its being fully covered by a general 

ax. 

3. That the work has to bs executed by ex- 
perts,which makes it hard for the authorities 
to tell whether they are getting a job up to 
specifications or not. 

There are several suits now pending in the 
courts which are to be tests of the legality of 
issuing tax bills against property-owners in 
favor of the monopoly for work which the 
* ee claim-was done at exor- 

tant Ogures by reason of the monop- 
oly on the material used. Whether the 
asphalt company is a monopoly 
isa question denied by the Barber Asphalt 
Co, itself, but affirmed generally by the rest 
ofthe world. It would seem to be consid- 
ered as such in Consul Pierce's report from 
the following extract froma letter to Mr. 
Pierce froman asphaltagentin the Island 
of Trinidad: 

**I] Deg to state that the only firm here ex- 
porting the lake asphalt is Messrs. Thomas 

- Finlayson & Co., the agents of the 
Trinidad Asphalt Co, (A. 8 
Barber, President); that they will 
on no account and at no price sell a ton of 
that asphalt to any one for export to the 
United States, although they seil it quite 
freely toany one for export to Europe at the 
price of 28s. 6d. ($6.84), free on board, for 
crude, and at 58s. 6d. ($14.04), free on board, 
for ‘epurie.’ Noone but the Barber com- 
pany can ship to the United states. 

The question as to whether repairs 
can be made on asphalt paving 
at 50 cents per foot per annum as provided in 
the maintenance clause of the contracts 
with the Barber company is one for which 
the statistics are in the hands of that com- 
pany. By an outsider it can not be told 
whether the property-owner is paying for 
part of the maintenance of his street where 
that expense should fall upon the city. 

Another thing that would seem to indicate 
that exorbitant prices have heen paid for as- 
phalt paving is the fact that Allen & Vieths, 
shrewd and successful contractors of this 
city, recently secured the contract of repair- 
ing the asphaltstreets ata price of $18.95 per 
square. against 5. 46 as bid by the Barber 
Asphalt Co.; $10.50 difference per square, 
would seem to be considerable, taxing into 
consideration the facts that Allen & Vieths 
will have to go tothe expense of construct- 
ing a plant, and that the Barber Asphalt Co. 
already has a plant here and ought to do the 
work far cheaper than anyone else, yet the 
price bid by the Barber company on repairs 
was less per square than the price at which 
large new contracts are taken, It does not 
seem reasonable that small pieces of work 
could be done cheaper than large contracts. 
Another injustice tothe people in the Bar- 
ber company’s contracts is thatthey take 
advantage oftheir monopoly on asphalt to 
charge bigger prices for home products than 
are asked by contractors for other kinds of 
n For instance, they put in their 

id on curbing at from 92 to ts cents per 

foot, while other contractors bid 
the same kind of work as low 

65 cents a foot which 
in reality a fair price 
The stone can be had delivered on the 
ground at 45 cents per foot, and can be put in 
piace at an additionalS cents afoot. What 
they estimate the concrete to cost can not be 
told from their bid, as itis bunched in with 
the pavement as a whole. It is reasonable 
to suppose, however, that they donot get 
left any worse on concrete than on the curb- 
ing, and certain itis that great profits come 
out of the work from some source. 

A gross injustice is done to contractors 
other than the Barber company and an in- 

ury wroughtto the property-owners by the 

dard of Public Improvements by the word- 
ing of the proposals for bids on asphalt pav- 
ing. The proposals designate asphaltum 
taken directly from the Lake of Trinidad 
as the only kind eligible for the pav- 
ing, which under the existing conditions 
necessitates the material passing through 
the hands of tne Barber company, and in fact 
makes them almost absolutely the only par- 
ties in a position todo the work. Property 
owners do not know what a figure tbis clause 
cuts inthe price they are to pay for their 
aving, most of them being ignorant of the 
act that a monopoly is held on the Trinidad 
Lake asphalt which shuts off com- 
etition on the work the desire, 

f however, instead of requiring the raw ma- 
terial to come fromthe Lake of Trinidad, a 
standard of paving equal to that made of the 
material taken directly from the lake, were 
established, the field would be open to other 
contractors, competition would spring up 
and st. Louis would get asphalt paving ata 

price below tbat established by the Barber 
company. 

There are a number of St. Louis’ lead 
ing contractors only too anxious to 
undertake to make as good pavements as 
have already been dullt in St. Louis and at a 
ay considerably below that established by 

he Barber company, as soon as the clause 
„taken directly from the lake“ be stricken 
from the specification of what material shall 
be used. 

Is the asphaltum taken directly from the 
lake“ superior to that dug from the adjacent 
lands—or for that matter, is it superior 
to that from other countries? That is 
a question on tre yg ew f little scientific tes- 
timony is recorded, but from what has fallen 
into the hacds of the Post-DISPATOH repre- 
sentative itis seems reasonably clear that 
there is asphaltum equally as valuable for 
paving purposes asthat taken directly from 
‘the jake. Ar. Barber’sown opinions seem

In that contract the curbing, which 
as been considered as a separate item in 
the other estimates and were best so con- 
sidered here, cost only 45 cents per foot or 
5 cents per foot less than was estimated as 
the actual cost of curbing in the estimates 
of granite, asphalt and telford pavements. 
There is no means of knowing hat curb 
stones were worth in 92, Dut to-day the 
stones delivered on the ground are worth 
45 cents per foot, leaving no allowances at 
the above figures for placing them. 
An innovation in the wood paving business 
is the treatment of the blocks with creosote, 
which tends to preserve the wood. The 
wood can be treated at an additional cost of 
$7 for the quantity usedin laying a square. 
The Street Commission of &. Louis is evi- 
dently willing to watch the outcome of the 
experiments of other cities before putting 
any more wood on the streets here.

70s was such a complete fallure that no 
triai has since been made of the merits of 
brick. Backinthetime mentioned above a 

ortion of Main street was paved with brick, 
ut the work and the material used were so 
inferior that the paving was soon replaced 
with some other article. A number of those 
in superintendence of the streets now were 
connected with that part of the Municipal 
government then, and until recently when 
brick paving was mentioned in their pres- 
ence they smiled and recalled this city’s only 
effortinthnat line—tothem a monument of 
its inferiority. The brick used then were 
made of fire clay and were not well adapted 
to street improvement. The vitrified brick 
ofthe present day are ofa better quality for 
that purpose, and the street coinmission 
are inclined to give them favorable consid- 
eration for work to be done in the near 
future. Atthe recent meeting of the Board 
of Public Improvements several of the peti- 
tions for street recoastruction were laid over 
for further consideration because petitions 
for brick had been flled and the commission 
wished to give the matter a thorough inves- 
tization before deciding. 

It is the general decision that brickis not 
ft for streets over which constant and heavy 
haulingis done, but for any street west of 
Twel(th it would make a model pavement. 
Such is the experience for streets of that 
Class in other cities. 

As for the comparative cost of maintenance 
of the several kinds of paving, Mr. Maca lind, 
Street Superintendent, states that during 
the past year granite paving on one ot the 
principal streets of the city cost 16 cents 
per square for maintenance. This pee 
has been down twenty years, an with 
proper care is good for twenty years more 
at least. A street on which the amount of 
trafic could be favorably compared with 
the above, and which was paved with 
telford, cost 9.40 cents per square for main- 
tenance. One of the driving boulevards 
cost during the first year of its construction 
50 cents per square for maintenance, dut in 
the nextsix months cost $1.23 per square 
and the cost will increase as the paving 
grows older. Mr. Macklind estimates that if 
all the material that had been put on a tel- 
ford street during the past ten years had 
been left just as when placed it would have 
been 10 feet ap on the sides of the building. 
The cost of repairs on asphalt streets nas had 
an established figure of 50 cents per square 
withgie Barber Co. Whether that will be 
reduced under the new contract with Allen & 
Vieths remains to be seen.

BREsT, Jan. 2.— After a long trial the Marie 
time Tribunal of Brest has sentenced to death 
the brothers Rorique, who, by means of a 
conspiracy, involving murder and robbery, 
obtained possession of a French vessel bound 
from Tahiti to the Touamotee Islands with a 
Cargo Of treasure worth 400,000 francs. The 
owner ofthe ship was the Tahitian Prince 
Hensi,a nephew of the King Pomare V., 
whose confidence the Rorique brothers had 
gained during their residence in the island, 
where they had originally arrived as sur- 
vivors of a wreck. 

Their first crimes were the treacherous 
murders of the supercargo and the Captain, 
after which they terrorized the crew into 
submission and assumed command of the 
ship. Subsequently they also murdered the 
crew. 

Having painted out te name of the ship 
and substituted a new one, they hauled down 
the tricolor, and hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes. 

On Dec. 15, 1891, the French bark Ninora- 
hiti, of 500 tons, commanded by Techae e 
Tara, u native of the Isle of Ranarao, left 
Taliti, in the South Pacific Ocean, bound for 
the lovamotee Islands. Stowed away in the 
ship was a quantity of tréasure, aggregating 
in value some $100,000, consigned to the vVa- 
rious parts of the archipelago, the larger 
amount being destined for the Isle of Kau- 
tura. The brother of of the first mate was 
temporarily engaged in bartering petty mer 
chandise with the natives. 

Besides the captain anu the first mate, who 
was Joseph Rorique, the crew of the vessel 
comprisea four Tahitian natives,a half-breed 
cook named Uippoly te Mirey, and the super- 
cargo, one Gibson, a Canadian from Toronto, 
who Is sald to have been formerly a resident 
of New York, and an employe oi the once 
well-known importing house of Schuchurdt 
& Co, , 

When the Ninorahiti arrived at the island 
of Kautura the brother of the second mate, 
Alexander Rorique, Came abroad and gained 
the confidence of the captain. Men the 
ship was ready to clear he asked permission. 
to sall with her. He wanted to go to some 
other island, where he might ünd a market 
for his wares, Ihe captaln gave his con- 
sent. 

From the time the vessel left Kautura 
nothing was heard of her. Many were the 
speculations of the owner, consignors and 
consignees as to the fate which had bDefalien 


her. It was finally concluded that she had 
been lost, with allon board. but the ev! 
dence before the Maritime Tribunal reveals 
the dark story of her career. 

When Kautura was left benuind and the crew 
had settled downto the regular routine of 
shipboard life noone on Doard was more af- 
fabie than the new passenger, Alexander 
Korique. He hobnobbed with Capr. icnae- 
e-lara, joked pleasantly with Cook Mirey 
and loved to take a hund at a rope, laugh- 
ingly remarking that he was sometiing ofa 
sallor himself. R Was noticed, however, 
that he and his brother, the nrst mate, were 
in each other’scompany a great deal in re- 
mote parts Of the deck, Ihe unsuspeciing 
victims little thought that at these confer- 
ences the plot for theft Cestruction was be- 
ing hatched with diabolicai ingenuity. 

One fateful evening when puosphorescent 
sea-fires gleamed fitfully around the vessel 
and overhead the southern Cross disputed 
with the moon the sovereignty of the heay- 
ens, the first scene in this horrible drama 
was enacted. 

Cook Mirey had just put his galley in apple- 
pie order. ThetCaptain was below chatting 
with the Canadian supercargo, Gibson. The 
Rorique brothers were pacing the deck, con- 
versing in low tones. Presently the first mate 
called down the companionway: 

Hallo, there, friend Gibson! Can I see you 
on deck a momeni?’’ 

‘*‘What do you want with me?’’ asked the 
su percargo, 

‘‘Oh, I mere wanted to ask you a ques- 
tion,“ was the reply. 

Mirey, who Overheard this colloquy, saw 
Gibson come upon deck and observed the fig- 
ures Ofthethree men sharply siihoueited in 
the moonlight. Theu a pistol shot swote the 
silence and the supercargo fell mortally 
wounded. Seeing Gibson fall Mirey rushed 
forth. 

‘*Halt!’’ cried the assassins, simultaneous- 
ly covering Mirey with their revolvers. ‘*Ad- 
vance another step and you are a dead 

an. 

The Roriques, raising the body of Gibson 
by the hands and feet, carried it to the side 
of the vessel and, balancing it an instant in 
mid-air, swung it outintothesea. Ordering 
Mirey to go forward and tell the four saliors 
to remain where they were,the murderers set 
to work to washaway the bioodstains from 
the deck, and on Mirey’s return he was sent 
below to inform the Captain thatthey wished 
tosee him. When the Captain appeared the 
Roriques covered him with their pistols and 
warned him that his day of authority was 
over. 

I you obey orders, they said, you will 
not be injured. Otherwise we will shoot you 
and throw you overboard.’’ The luckless 
Tehaee Tara could but bow to the luevitable, 
and ruefully surrendered bis authority into 
the pirates’ hands. Not long afterwards, 
however, the two Roriques, in the presence 
of Mirey, who stood by tremDilug with hor- 
ror, seizea the Captaia Dodiiy and, after a 
desperate struggle, hurled the wretched 
man into the sea. 

Having intimidated the crew and possessed 
themselves of the vessel, the Roriques opened 
the strong- Dbox, lately in charge of the mur- 
dered Gibson, and made sure of the treasure. 

The RKoriques now decide to rid themselves 
of another possibly dangerous witness 
againstthem, -ihis was a slick passenger, 
who was in his bunk below, 
several Goses Of a white powder,and in about 
twenty-four hours he expired. 

The body was sewn Op in a piece of canvas, 
preparatory to burial]. Alexander Korique 
then dramatically read several verses of the 
Bible over the dead body, and one of ihe Ta- 
hitian sallors, acting under orders, chanted 
u funeral dirge in the tainteliigible language 
of his race. Then the corpse was comimltted 
to the deep with as much outward reverence 
and show of piety though the scene had 
been on the deck ‘of an American man-of- 


war. 

The next day the name of the vessel was 
affixed to the stern inietters made of zinc 
and these, having en carefully painted 
over, the words Kol-Avarna were substitued. 
An American tag, Which Alexander Korique 

roduced from die discarded pack, was 
Boisted in = of tha tricolor of France. 

It was a day Of rejo&king on board—at least 
for the twoconspiritars. They directed the 
cook to Dring several bottles of rum to the 
Captain's cabin, and then carefully closed 
themselves in. After awhile the rum was 
served out to thecrew, who, after enjoying 
a wiid sort of saturnalla, were taken vioient- 
ly ill. Twoot them died, and their bodies 
were thrown overboard.

SALOON REFORM. 


President of the New York Liquor Deal - 
ers’ Association Eeplies to Mr. Gould. 


New Tonk. Jan. 11.—Morris Tekulsky, 
President of the New York Liquor Dealers’ 
Association, has written a reply to E. R. L. 
Gould, who suggests the adoption in this 
country of the system of liquor selling in 
vogus in Sweden and Norway. The following 
extract is from Tekulsky’s reply: 

My attention has been called to an article 
by E. R. L. Gould inthe Aflantic Monthly on 
»The Gothenburg System in America. The 
fundamental idea ofthis Scandinavian sys- 
tem of liquor licenses is the conduct of the 
retail and bar traffic in spirits without 
financial reward other thanordinary interest 
upon the capital invested, and the regula- 


tion of the sale by public authority in such 
a manner that drinking is discouraged and 
the saloon purged of gambling and im- 
morality. 

As Mr. Gould explains it, the principal agent 
for accomplishing this is acommon monop- 
oly of saloon and retail trade up to sixty-six 
gallons in one purchase. Each community 

ssesses the right of local option. The mag- 
— and the municipal representatives, 
with the right of final sanction vesting in 
the provincial Governor, constitute the 
granting authority. Privileges usually hold 
good for three years. The bianket license 
to the monopoly is often for life. 

Shareholders of Sweedish liquor selling 
societies receive no other benefit than 6 per 
cent interest on their capital stock. In the 
larger towns seven-tenths ofthe net profits 
go tothe municipality, one-tenth tothe agri- 
cultural society of the province, and two- 
tenths to the crown. The audit of account 
and inquisition into the general management 
of the company is performed by a commis- 
sion com posed of directors of the company, 
representatives of the stockholders and nom- 
inees of the Municipal Council, with the 
right of veto reserved tothe Governor after 
conference with the Licensing Board. 

Mr. Gould asks: How far is the Scandi- 
navian method of public control applicable 
to American conditions? What modifications 
are necessary to insure its efficient operation 
in this country? In many respects the United = 
States offers more favorable conditions for 
commencing than did Norway and Sweden. 4

REFUSES TO SURRENDER. 


The Hawaiian Fresident’s Reply to Min- 
ister Willis’ Demand. 


The correspondence submitted by the 
President to Congress contains the demand 
or request made by President Willis onthe 
Hawalian Provisional Government. The 
full text of this document has already been 
published. President Sanford B. Dole’s re- 
ply to this demand Is as follows: 


DOLE’S REPLY. 


HONOLULU, Dec. 23, 1893. 

Sin—Your Excellency's communication of Dee. 
19 announcing the conclusion which the President 
of the United States of America has finally arrived 
at respecting the 1 of this Government for 
a treaty of political unfon with that country,and re 
ferring also to the domestic affairs of these islands, 
has had the eonsideration of the Government. 

While it ie with deep disappointment that we 
learn thatthe important proposition which we have 
submitted to the Government of the United States, 
and which was at Oret favorably considered by it, has 
at length been rejected, we have experienced a 
senseof relief that we are now favored with the 
first official infermation upon the subject that has 
been received through a period of ever pine 
months 

W bile we accent the decision of the President of 
she United States declining turthber to consider the 
annexation proposition as the fuai conclusion ef the 
present Administration, we donot feel inclined to 
regard it as the last word of the American Govern- 
Ment upon this subject; for the history of the 
mutual relations of the two countries, of Ameri-

HIS LAEORS ENDED. 


Minister Willis Instructed to Drop All 
Negotiations. 

The last instructions to Minister Willis re- 
ferred to in the President's letter of trans- 
mittal as the only instructions not sent to 
Congress are dated yesterday. 

They were sent under cover of a telegram 
to W. A. Cooper, the dispatch agent at San 
Francisco, instructing him to forward the 


following telegram to Mr. Willis by the 
steamer Mariposa to-morrow (to-day): 


GRESHAM TO WILLIS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., dan. 12, 1894. 
To Willis, Minister, Honolulu: 
Your pumbers 14to 18, inclusive, show that you 
have rightly comprehended the scope of your in- 


structions, apd have as far as was in your power dis- 
charged the onerous task confided in you. The 
President sincerely regrets that the Provisional 
Government refuses to acquiesce in the 
conclusion which his sense of rignt 
and duty and a due regard for our national honor 
constrained him to reaeh and submic as a measure 
of justice to the people of the Hawaiian islands and 
their deposed sovereign. While it is true_that the 
Provisional Government was created to exist only 
until the islands were annexed to the United States, 
that the Queen finaily but reluctantly surrendered 
to an armed force of this Government iliegally quar- 
tered in Honolulu, and representatives ot the Pro- 
visional Government (whieh realized its impotenee 
and was anxious to get control of the Queen's 
means of defense) assured her that if 
she would surrender her case would de 
subsequently considered dy the United States, 

President has never claimed that such action con- 
stituted him an arbitrator in the technical sense, or 
authorized him to set in thatcapacitvy between the 
Queen and the [FT rovisionai Government. You 
made no such claim when you acquainted 
that Government with the President’s decision. 
The solemn assurance given to the Queen has not 
deen referred to as authority fer the President to 
act as arbitrator, butasa faet material to adjust de- 
termination of the President's duty in the premises. 

In the note which the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs addressed to you on the 23d ult. it ts stated in 
affect that evenif the Constitutional Government 
was subverted by the action of the American Minis- 
ter aud an invasion by a military force of the 
United States, the President's authority is limited 
to dealing with our own untaithful officials, and that 
e can take no steps looking to a correction of the 
wrong done. The President entertains a different 
view of his responsibility and duty. The sub- 
version of the Hawalian Government by an abuse uf 
the authority of the United States, wasin piain 
violation of internal laws and required the Prosi- 
dent to disavow and eondema the act of 
our offending officials and within the 
limits of his constitutional power to endeavor to re- 
store the lawful authority. 

On the 18th ultimo the President sent a .special 
message to Congress, communicating eopies of Mr. 
Blount's reports and the instructions givento him 
and to you. On the same day answering 
a resolution of the House of Representativos, copies 
ofali correspondence since March 89. on the 

olitieal affairsand reiations of Hawaii, withholding 

or sufficient reasons only Mr. Stevens’ No. 
70 of Oct. 8, 1892. and your No. 8 of 
Nov. 15, 1893. The President therein announces 
that the curditions ef restoration suggested by him 
to the Queena had not proved acceptabie to her, 
and that the instructions 

to you upon those

Queen was willing to assent to them. The President 
thereupon submitted the subject to the more ex- 
tended powers and wide discretion of Cengress,add- 
ing the assurance that he weuld be gratified 
to 0-operate in any legitimate plan which might be 
devised forasolution of the problem, consistent 
with American honor, integrity and morality. 

Your report shows that on farther reflection the

everyone. 
posed When the monarchies of Norway and 
Sweden assumed controlof the liquor-sell- 
ing business. The Crown is all powerful in 
those countries and there was not the oppo- 
sition to what we calla usurpation of power 
which would naturally follow such a step on 
the part of the Government here. 

As an additional instrument, Mr. Gould 
says that we are accustomed to all sorts of 
experiments in regulating the trade in al- 
cohol. While this statement is perfectly 
true, is it not equally true that the people 
are getting tired, not tosay disgusted, with 
the multiplicity of experiments? 

Mr. Gould also finds encouragement in his 
hope of transplanting the Gothenburg idea 
in the fact that liquor-selling has never been 
considered a vested interest. It is for this 
very reason that I believe the American peo- 
ple would not take kindly to seeing the 
liquor-selling interest vested in a monopoly, 
with the license privileges extending over a 
very long term of years. 

I agree with Mr. Gouldin his statement 
that any system that tends to remove the 
liguor business from the influence of politics 
is to be desired. He believes that the Gothen- 
burg system would do this. Let us see. 

The control of all liquor selling would be in 
the hands ofa commercial company. Stock- 
holders would receive 6 percent on their 
stock, and the city, or public institutions 
designated by the city, would receive the 
balance of the profits. Every important step 
taken by the company’s directors in the or- 
ganization and conduct of the business would 
have to receive official sanction. The licens- 
ing commission would be all powerful. The 
composition ot this commission would be the 
most important feature in the whole system. 

Assume that this blanketlicense was finally 
granted toa company composed of pubDlic- 
spirited citizens altogether. Assume that 
the brewers who now hold mortgages on an 
immense number of retall places in this city, 
dia not controla single share of stock. As- 
sume even that all the sub-licenses granted 
were in proper hands and that every drink- 
ing place under the company’s control was 
carefully and properly run, the work of the 
licensing commission would only be begun. 

There would occur and recur the question 
as to what brewers and what distillers were 
to furnish the beer and liquor to this great 
customer. The contract would be big enough 
to keep many breweriesand distilleries run- 
ning day and night all tie year round. The 
pressure brought to bear upon the managers 
of the monopoly would be enormous, Every 
contract would have to be ratified by the 
licensing commission, which would bein ef- 
fect the court of last resort. This would be 
putting temptation in the way ofthe judi- 

clary with a vongeance. 

I think Mr. Gould wlll agree with me when 
I say that we are a nation of politicians. We 
belong to one or the other of the great par- 
ties, and we all strive in every legitimate 
way to accomplish that party’s success at 
the polls on election day. 1 will go further 
and say that most of us ia this country be- 
lieve in party machinery and the moderate 
use of patronags to reward the party work- 
ers and to provide for those men who have 
done most to secure the ratification of those 
principles which our party belleves to be 
right and just. Mr. Gould may not agree 
with me in all my ideas about politics, but 
even he will admit that ia the city of New 
York they are shared by the majority of 
voters. 

Is it possible to imaging a department with 
more patronage at its commandthan the 
liguor-selling organizatim would be? There 
would be superintendents and managers and 
buyers and inspectors and book-keepers and 
accountants and bartenders almost without 
number. Is it probable mat the politicians 
would overlook this promising field? Is it not 
a perfectly safe statement to say that politics 
and liquor selling, so far from being di- 
vorced, would be more intimately associated 
than ever before in the history of this city 
and country? I think it .

Gen. von Caprtvi lightly touched his mili- 
tary cap as I raised my hat, and called out a 
friendly good-morning. Dismounting, he 
whispered a few words to Maj. EDmeyer and 
disappeared behind the door of the house, 
which was opened by a servant in black and 
sliver livery. 

The Major stepped up to me, and, bowing 
in a friendly manner, introduced himself, I 
mentioned my name and business, where- 
upon hesmiledin a most amiable fashion 
and said he had suspected something of the 
kind. If you permit me I will telephone to 
your Minister. He ‘will dowbtless indorse 
you. Meanwhile, please promenade through 
the park and gardens.’’ 

The telephone from the Chancellor’s office 
appeared to work excellently well, for at the 
end of five minutes the Major joined me and 
said he was ready to be interviewed—Amert- 
can fashion. 

There is not much in the Chancellor’s 
home life that will interest you,’’ he said. 
‘*His Excellency is simplicity itself in -his 
personal habits, but you may look into our 
official residence, in all the rooms not oc- 
cupied.’’ 

I found the Major an excellent cicerone and 
raconteur. Like the Chancellor himself, he 
is a bachelor, and though not in active 
military service he never appears beyond the 
precincts of his own apartments except in 
uniform. , 

Maj. Ebmeyer’s official position in the 
Chancellor’s service is that of President of 
the Secret Cabinet.“ He represents him in 
his intercourse with the press, and at recep- 
tions acts as a sort of master of ceremonies. 
He is exceedingly well informed, and can be 
as sllent as an oyster, I am told. A Chester- 
field by nature and military education, he is, 
necessarily always courteous and consider- 
ate. I would almost prefer to take a refusal 
from him than accept a conditional invita- 
tion from many other officials I know. 

His service begins in summer at 7 a. m., in 
winter an hour later. By that time the Chan- 
cellor has finished his toilet and is ready for 
breakfast, which is regularly served ina 
smali salon looking into gardens and adjoin- 
ing the General’s dressing and uniform 
room. If there is anything calculated to 
support the much-ventilated rumor that the 
Chancellor isa sufferer from diabetes it is 
his mode of nourishment, which, morning, 
noon and night, Is strictly in conformity with 
the rather unpleasant rules of Carlsbad, at 
least in his own home. 

At state dinners Gen. von Caprivi is wont 
to partake of every dish, though it Is possible 
that he is served witha different menu than 
the rest unknown to his neighbors. That he 
never touches champagne has eften excited 
talk, but this is explained as due to constitu- 
tional aversion. Ofcourse, it would be im- 
politie to admit that the Chancellor ot the 
German Empire is subjectto an incurable 
disease. 

Wulle Herr von Caprivi and Maj. Ebmeyer 
breakfast off tea and rolls, the morning 
— are perused and literally blue - 

enciled. The Chancellor, after finishing 

is meal and his newspapers, designates 
which offictals are to be telephoned for, and 
more oftenthan not the Government Press 
Agent is required to report at 10 a. m., soas 
to be able to send a contradiction or verifica) 
tion of some plece of news or comment con 
tained in the morning issues to the afternoon 
newspapers. 

After that both gentlemen, who are always 
in full uniform when they come to breakfast, 
go either for a horseback ride ora long walk 
in the garden and park behind the lace, 
which contains nearly seven miles of road. 
The Chancellor usually wears the uniform of 
a Colonel of the 78th Infantry, of which regi- 
ment he isthe titular proprietor, with the 
decorations of a General. 

At 10 o’clock sharp he sits down at his 

writing desk, often assisted by Maj. Eb- 
meyer, whoopens his mall and hands him 
his letters and documents, with marginal 
notes. The same aparment serves as work 
and reception room. Luncheon is served at 
12; from 1 to Sthe Chancellor again devotes 
to desk duty. Then he takesa drive, and 
after that, at6 o’clock, dinner. Herr von 
Caprivi retires always at 10 o’clock, if social 
duties permit him to do so. Historical 
studies, the newspapers and magazines 
usually nn out the Ohancellor’s evenings. 
, The palace in which he resides is situated 
near Wilhelm Vilatz, and the numerous 
Americans who annually take temporary 
quarters inthe renowned hotel, known as 
the Kaiserhof, fronting that square, 


to the dignity ofa ‘‘charilot of State. 
probably will never acquire one as long as 
those of the Emperor areat his disposal. 
His list of servants includes a ‘‘body-chas- 


seur,’’ so-called, armed with a broadsword; 


three coachmen and as many grooms, a 
butier, two walters, two footmenand a few 
maid servants, underthe protectorate ofa 
very worthy dame, the head cook, dubbed 
the ‘‘Reich’s stewpan’’ by her colleagues, 
probably on account of her haughty de- 
meanor. The gardeners are paid by the Gov- 
ernment, but my friend, the chief of the 
small brigade, told me that they receive al- 
most as much from the Chancellor, person- 
ally, as from the Reich. 

HIS excellency,’’ said the old man, has 
a habitofleaving his desk once in a while, 
when the weather is good, and walking out 
here among his flowers and trees. He seldom 
comes without speaking to one or another of 
us, inquiring about oar wants and little 
troubles. And he always thinks of an excuse 
to hand us a couple of marks ora thaler, 
either fora little extra pleasure or for the 
wife orchildren. He Knows the gardener’s 
business, too, and his directions about piant- 
ing are always well-timed.

Lots and lots of people don’t know that 
there isa market every day in Hester street. 
Perhaps youknow it, but the SUSDAY PostT- 
Dispatcu reporter who stood looking 
on the busy scene found a policeman who bad 
been on the force for twelve years and hadn't 
heard of it unt he was transferred to the 


Eldridge Street Station. 

The Hester street market is the product of 
the people who have come to this section of 
the city within thelastfew years. There is 
no market house, and, rain or shine, snow 
or blow, the people stand out in the weather 


by their little standson barrel heads or at 
their s, or crouch onthe stoops by 


the piles of bread or the box of onions or 


whatever it is they have to sell. 
It used to be that onenight in the week, 


Thursday, there was an evening session, so 
to speak, but that has been shut down on 
since last August,and now the market proper 
begins every morning, except Saturday, at 
Go’clock and closes ati0o’clock. Between 
¢hose hours is when Hester street, between 
Ircbard and Essex, is in the fullest possible 
gloom, Thenitisall one can doto get be- 
tween the pusbcarts in the street, and so 
great is the jam on the sidewaiks that walk- 
ing there becomes a species of locomotion 
partiy by one’s elbows and partly by being 


shoved ahead by others. 
It you take the trip, look out for the fish 


darrels, and don’t lose your temper if your 
toes get trodden on. 

Sundays and week days this market goes 
on. But Saturday the street is quiet except 
for the children playing in the street and the 
men and women standing around in hallways 
in their best clothes, doing no manner of 
work, they and their man-servants and their 
maid-servants, their cattle and the stranger 
that is within their gates. 

Curious little lots they have to sell from: 


One man goes around with a handful of 
lemons about as big as walnuts. Another 
man basa big wire ring over his shoulder 
with all kinds of door-keys ne on it. Ap- 
parently neither he nor the lemon man 
makes any effort to sell his wares. They just 
stand around and visit with their friends, 
who pase by. In half an hour, wherein they 
were watched, nefther one made a gale, but 
they must have had a good time, for they 
laughed ana chatted and smoked cigarettes. 

It is a very silent market, all things con- 
sidered, Tbere are novociferous men call- 
ing out: Right this way, to-day! Nice plece 
of roast, only 8 cents! They don't drag one 
by the sleeve into stalis. There are no ab- 
surdly pessimistic roosters crowing proudly 
in the celis from which they are presently to 
be taken and guillotined, The chiekens do 
not cluck and twitter in thelr coops, and the 
geese do not make that noise like the jostling 
of tin cups together. . 

Geese and chickens there are, but they are 
not sold alive tothe marketer, to be taken 
home and there slain. The people who 

atronize Hester Street Market do not kill 

heir own fowls. That must be done by a man 
deputed by ceremonia! law for that purpose. 
Outside his door ducks and chickens dangle, 
not by their heels, but by theirnecks. They 
have been plucked and look chilly in their 
undress, but at the same time there is a sort 
of sprightliness in the way that the head at 
the end of the strained neck seems to peer up 
the street over the heads of the passer-by, 
„Is that Mr. Backhoff?’’ it apparently says. 
„Looks mighty lke him. 

They sell half chickens dovwn in Hester 
street. Nothing is too small to sell if any- 
body wants it. Some old crone will sit by 
the hour by a board on which is a gobof raw 
chicken, waiting for a customer to come 
along. Her time doesn’t matter. As long as 
she is there she is nowhere else. 

They have piled up on the ground or on bits 
of board or newspapers big fiat, thin loaves 
of bread, scalloped on the edges and just the 
or ofa good, rich pumpkin pie. 

ihete tre little stocks of tinware, worth 
probably 87 cents m all, and tiny baskets of 
rusty nails and handfuls of sticky candy of 
unwholesome appearance and undoubted 
antiguity. Of a Friday the hands of the peri- 
patetic venders are full of candles of the size 
of a man’s middle finger. When the first 
three stars shine out of a Friday night these 
candles are lighted. But on other days these 
men wander around silently, gay with pink 
and blue handkerchiefs hung by one corner, 
and suspenders dangling around their necks, 
beautiful suspenders, all red and yellow and 
green. Taken altogether, as a typical pict- 
ure, Hester Street Market is an interesting 
piace to visit.

The Imposition Practiced on Them by 
Eome Manufacturers. 

So many people have complained lately 
about neckwear companies who undertake 
to teach scarf making, and get girls to make 
scarfs under pretense of being ‘‘taught,’’ 
for which the girls pay, that a girl acquaint- 
ance of mine investigated the subject. She 
tells the following story: 

Tuesday afternoon I started out with § to 
pay my instruction fee. 

l went straight up to room No. 2 at No. 112 
West Fourteenth street, to the Standard 
Neckwear Co. A sign ‘‘Scarfs, room 2. told 
me which door to Knock at, and the door 


As a matter of fact, the firm practically 
carries out its contract. It teaches how to 
make neckwear, and itafterwards provides 
work—the contract does not say for how 
long. 

But-and this is the point—the work it pro- 
Vides is often little and may only last a short 
time. 

One may pay $5tolearn how to make less 
than half that amount in neckwear—$5 for 
the chance of getting $2 worth of work, 

It is curious to note how persistent some of 
these gir!s are in the hope of work. I talked 
with one young woman who came down from 
Thirty-fourth street dally. She said this was 
her second trial; she had learned there last 
July. 

“When I finished,’’ she confided to me, ‘‘I 
went for work and got one dozen a week, 
paidatthe rate of lgcentsa dozen. At the 
end of three weeks the work gave out. 1 
have never had a dollar from them. 

Then why, inthe name of all that’s sen- 
sibie, do you come here to learn again?“ 

Because the teaching, I think, is all right. 
It’s in their promises of work they fall, and 
I’m going to try them again and seelf they 
again refuse me work. They don’t seem to 
have work enough for all the giris they turn 
out, and they have big classes—why should 
they need more hands?

GRAND MEMORIALS, 


MONUMENT TO MRS. PATTERSON AND 
THE WAINWRIGHT MAUSOLEUM 


During the past month two magnificent 
monuments raised to the memory of two 
well-known and worthy women have been 
completed, one in Bellefontaine and the 
other in Calvary Cemetery. The former is 
sacred to the memory of Mrs. Ella Wain- 
wright and the latter to Mrs. Winifred 
Patterson. 

The Wainwright mausoleum cost $60,000, 


tico the ends of this approach are raised and | 


fitted with twostone seats. The door to 
the tomb, which opens from the portico, is 
fitted with a fancy iron grill and the stained- 
Class windows on either side are also fitted 
with iron grills. The exterior is ornamented 
with awide band of fancy stone carving 
which runs along the top of the struct- 
ure and also atthe height of about six feet 
from the ground, turning upward at the side 
of the door and joining just above it.

WHAT IS THAL LESSON? 


An Answer to a Writer on “New En- 
gland’s Lesson to the Country. 
Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH. 

A Western paper, in its issue of the 24th 
ult., writes editorially of New England’s 
Lesson’’ tothe rest of the country, giving 
special praise to New England for being suc- 
cessful in business in St. Louis, Chicago, At- 
lanta, New Orleans, San Francisco and other 
cities. There are many Southern and Western 
men who have no New Engiand blood in 
their veins Who are prominent in New York, 


Philadelphia, and other cities of the North 
and Kast. Witness the wealth and influence 
of the southern Soclety in New York, 
Wealthy Southern and Western men are con- 
nected with many ofthe great enterprises of 
the North. 

New England has done her best, and her 
best means much for the development of the 
United states, but not near so much as ora- 
tors, some editors and NDistorians are wont 
to make us believe. 

Proportionately, Texas has gained more 
in wealth than New Kugland inthe past ten 
years. Many of the cities and towns of 
Texas show more life and activity than New 
England towns and cities. Such an authority 
as the author ofthe ‘‘Fool’s Errand,’’ said 
during the boom in Kans@ a few years ago, 
while lecturing in that State, that the towns 
of New England had the dry rot.’’ While 
not admitting the barsh cricicism of Judge 
Tourgee as to New England towns, it is cer- 
tain that the clearing house reports of Hous- 
ton and Galveston are several times as much 
as New England cities with equal popula- 
tion. In 1880, Texas was without railroads 
and to-day she is the second State as to 
railway mileage. It would be extravagant to 
say Texas will have in two or three de- 
cades more population, more miles of ral - 
ways and more wealth than any state in the 
Union considering her territory and mar- 
velous ssibilities. Although Maine has 
$44,000, deposited in her savings banks by 
182,000 depositors and Illinois has only $11,- 
000,000 deposited by 44,000 depositors, it does 
not proveas this paper tries to make its 
readers Delieve that the average man in 
Illinois is poorer than the average man in 
Maine. There are thousands of men in 
Iilinois who own land, horses and cattie and 
other live stock, but have very little money 
in the Danks. In Maine there is very little 
live stock as Compared with Llilinots and the 
land is rocky aud sterile and of no great 
value. What little the people of 
Maine accumulate they place in say- 
ings banks and it does not follow 
that they are ricuer or even as rich propor- 
tionately as the people o! Illinois who have 
less of their savings in ready cash. 

Massachusetts, with 1,000,000 depositors 
and over $800,000,000 deposited, shows great 
wealth, but it represents the accumulated 
savings of the people from the foundation of 
thoir State.

These novelettes are more episodes 
than stories. ‘‘A Bundle of Life““ is ome of 
the cleverest of them all. 

Mrs. Craigie is a cynic, and I have read 
somewhere that der cynicism comes from 
her own experiences in life, which have not 
been ofthe happiest. I have also heard that 
she is an American, but I can find no con- 
firmation of this report. I Know that she 
has been in America, for I heard the swish of 
her skirts asshe passed out ofa New York 
publisher's office about two years ago. After 
she had gone andit was too late for me to 
geta glimpse of her, the publisher said, 
‘*That was John Oliver Hobbes.’’ Put ISsaw 
only a figure retreating inthe distance, and 
that was all. 

Mrs. Craigie is especially clever at epl- 

ram; her books are epigrammatic from the 
frst tothe last page, and in thisform of 
literature she is much more striking than 
Oscar Wilde. With Oscar Wilde it seems to 
be a cultivated cleverness; with Mrs. Craigie 
itisentirely spontaneous, and is her way of 
looking at things. 

„„ Bundle of Life’’ is a tiny book that 
could be carried in a man’s breast pocket or 
a lady’s muff, and yet it has a prologue. In 
this prologue we learn that Sir Sidney 
Warcop ‘‘was agentieman who had been 
born with many good and perfect gifts, but 
he had pawnefithem tothe Adversary fora 
few casks of brandy anda little soda.’’ At 
the age of 26 he had surprised society intwo 
ways. First, by running away with his 
enemy’s wife, and secondly, by marrying 
the lady on the death, some months later, 
of her distracted husband. 

At the opening of the prologue this couple 
have enjoyed eighteen years of married life, 
and, oy living in close retirement, Lady 
Warcop has become a much-sought-after 
person. She had suddenly inherited a con- 
siderable fortune, and as views on 
Matrimony are only immoral (asit wouid 
seem when one cannot afford to pay for 
them), it was not so much a question 
whetber her ladyship would be received as 
whether she would receive.’’ 

Lady Warcop had a sister, Mrs. Constance 
Charlotte Portcullis, who was a very differ- 
ent person from Blanche, Lady Warcop. The 
heart of Mrs. Portcullis was, as it were, a 
moral scent sachet, which she refilled with 
the fashionable perfume of each season, 
scattering the musk of the old year to make 
room for the myrrh of the new.’’

Virtue never yet 
atoned for wrinkles. Lady Mallinger said 
to Teresa: No woman has anything to fear 
exceptthetruth. 80 long as the truth will 
bear telling,she can laugh at lies. In speak- 
ing of her early life to Lady Mallinger, Tere- 
sa said: ‘*‘l was brought up in a con- 
vent. The sisters taught me how to live in 
heaven; they forgot I had to get through the 
world rst. Of Lady Mallinger Mrs. Craigie 
remarks, ‘‘Women like Lady Mallinger have 
to die young in order to be understood;’’ of 
Teresa, A being whom no amount of ro- 
mantic disguise could make seem other than 
she was, and who was incomparable, not be- 
cause of her singular merits, but because no 
one else had the same faults.’’ 

I think that I have proved in the foregoing 
that A Bundle of Life’’ is well worth read- 
ing, and that Mrs. Craigie, or John Oliver 
Hobbes’’ if one prefers, is a woman of spark- 
ling, though sarcastic, wit.

Broken Glas Is Picked Out and Used to 
Line Porcelain Kettles. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH, 

Down on the dumpson the river you can 
see meu pawing over the rubbish looking for 
things. Bones, you khow, are used to grind 
up and make fertilizer out of. Old tron, of 
course, has its value, and everybody has 
heard how the men find silver spoons, which 
a careless servant or a meddling baby has let 
fall into the potato peelings to be thrown into 


the garbage box. 
Mattresses, of course, are cat open and the 
straw and excelsior carefully emptied out 


because there are stories that sometimes 
folks hide money in mattresses and forget all 
a bout id. That happens once in a lifetime, 
but not oftener. Still, itis worth looking out 
for, and the mattresscover can be sold for 
rags. The men oftenfind pretty good pota- 
toes, and these are all sorted out and piled 
up in heaps. 

All these things one can understand, but 
why do they save out broken glass and 
smashed bottles and fragments of that kind? 

This glassisall ground ap, mixed with a 
white glaze and used to put the coat 
ing on the inside of porcelain kettles. The 
iron pot, after it is cast, is ground out smooth 
inside. Then it is put into an annealing oven 
and neated red hot. A man takes it out of 
the oven with a pair ot tongs and shakes into 
it a little of this pounded glass. It sticks to 
the hot potand flows so that as the man 
turns the pot around the whole interior sur- 
face receives a thin white coating or glaze. 
The pot is put back igtothe annealing oven 
after the surplus glass is shaken out of it, 
and there the porcelain melts still smoother. 

That's the kind of Kettle your mother used 
to make jelly in. And that is why the men 
on the dump look out tor pieces of glass.

Harper & Brothers have furnished three 
bulky volumes on Field Marshal Count Hel- 
muth Von Moltke, which make together 
nearly 1.000 pages of printed matter, con- 
taining what purports to be memoirs, but 
which in fact are badly arranged and clums- 
lly edited essays, speeches, official docu- 
ments and literary tracts and letters of the 
celebrated General. 

The ordinary lay reader who undertakes 
to form a clear comprehension of Von 
Moltke’s relation to the great historical 
events that are associated with his name by 
perusing these volumes will be bitterly dis- 
appointed. They may eointothe Ubrary of 
the student or the 1lis‘orian as a valuable 
disjuncta membra, from which facts of om - 
cial Importance may be gleaned and intelleet - 


ual characteristics of the man hunted out. But 
they presuppose in the reader ample knowl- 
edge of Von Moltke’s career and leave him to 
fillup the gaps with all the serious circum- 
stances of that career which have affected 
all the world. 

It is much to be regretted that an editor 
withasynthetic purpose has not 1 
this valuable material into consecutive order 
andthus enabled the reader to follow the 
career Of a great man with reference to the 
history he made, 

Von Moltke was born in Mecklenburg on 
Oct. 26, 1800. He cameofan old family of 
Mecklenburg and grew up in Holstein, At 
the age of Ii he was sent to the military 
academy at Copenhagen—at that time one of 
the severest military schools in Europe, 
where the rigidity of discipline and austerity 
of treatment were supposed to be necessary 
to the formation ofa good officer. In 1822, 
having successfully — through the se- 
vere ordeal at Copenhagen, he entered the 
8th Infantry Regiment as the youngest 
second lieutenant at Frankfort-on-the-Oder. 

There is nothing in his career from this 
time on of any military importance until he 
was sent to Turkey in 1836, partly on a milli- 
tary and partly ona topographical mission. 
The four years spent in the Orient resulted 
inthe accumulation of a vast fund of prac- 
tical knowledge, which wastobe of great 
benefit to Germany. He accompanied Sul. 
tan Mahmoud on his travels through 
Roumelia and was commissioned to 
draw maps of Varna, Scnumia, Silistria 
and the places down the Danube. The 
last two years of hig stay were spent 
withthearmyin Asia Minor. There is no 
doubt that hig letters on Turkish affairs and 
history of the Russo- Turkish campaign of 1828 
and 1829 contributed to Europe the only sys- 
tematicand scientific military information 
of the Kast, which up to that time it pos- 
sessed. He made journeys of a thousand 
miles unattended into regions which travel- 
lers can only visit with an armed escort, 
penetrating the territories ofthe Kurds, the 
Awshars and the Desert of Mesopotamis. 

In 1845 he was made aide-de-camp to His 
Royal Hizhness Prince Henry of Prussia, at 
Rome, and in 1848 he was promoted to be 
chief of the general staff of the Fourth Army 
Corps at Magdeburg, where he remained un- 
eventfully for seven years. In 1857 he was 
appointed chiefof the general staff of the 
army. It was not until his 66th year that 
Von Moltke had the good fortune to take an 
active part in a campaign which was to be of 
such momentous issue both for Prussia and 
for the whole of Germany, and then followed 
a war unexampled for its severity,and which 
resulted in the defeat of Austria. 

The Fraulein Marie Ballhorn, a cousin of 
tbe Field Marshal, gives us this scanty 
glimpse of bis marriage: 

On his returra from Turkey Capt. Von 
Moltke stopped first atour house in Berlin. 
It was just about Christmas time when he 
arrived, and | remember well the tall, hand- 
some man with a Turkish fez on his head, in 
undress, entering the rooms where our 
Christmas tree was laden with all the treas- 
ures of the East—so, at least, it appeared to 
us children. For my mother he had brought 
among other things a tube with attar 
of roses, which is still kept by our 
family. There were various kinds of silk 
shawls, stockings Knitted in the harems, 
embroidery, jewelry and rosaries, and 
also two wooden spoons carved by sol- 
diers in the camp of Nisib. They are 
still treasured by us; of course, to-day they

Cougt Bethusy-Huc, who reported these 
words to Count Bismarck, recefved from that 
diplomatist a frank recognition of the justice 
ofVon Moltke’s views, but Bismarck de- 
clared that he could never bear the responsi- 
bility of bringing the misery ofawar upon 
his country unless necessary, as in the case 
of the Austrian war, in defense of its vital in- 
terest or its honor. The personal conviction 
ofa ruler or a statesman, however well 
founded, that war must eventually break 
out, would not justify its promotion, he 
thought. 

W hen the Count reported Bismarck’s words 
to Von Moltke the latter said: ‘‘Bismarck’s 
standpoint is unassailable, but it will cost us 
many human lives some day. 

Von \. oltke was living quietly on his estates 
at Crelsau when this predicted crisis came. 
On this lovely and secluded domain on the 
edge of the mountains of Silesia the General 
was realizing some of the happiest dreams of 
his life, planting fir trees, making roads, 
banking the little river Pelle, which winds to 
and fro among the meadows, with countless 
bends and twists, like a child in search of 
Mowers. Here he had already spent ons 
happy summer witb his wife, and here he 
had conveyed, most tenderly, her body and 
deposited it in the little chapel he had built 
not far from the manor house. 

On the afternoon of July 15, 1870, he was 
driving out with Dis brother Adolph, his 
Sister-in-law and their two daughters in an 
open carriage. He heldthe reins himself— 
his brother sat beside him; they were pass- 
ing a ford over the Pelle when they were 
stopped by a telegraph boy, who was cross- 
ing onthe narrow path. The General took 
the telegram, read itand put it quietly into 
his pocket; then he drove on. Nothing be- 
trayed the nature of the news he had heard. 
He was only more silent than usual. That 
bis thoughts must have been very much 
occupied those in the carriage noticed 
when they were jolted against a corner 
stone. When they came homeabout an hour 
later he jumped off the carriage and entered 
the house, followed by his brother, to whom 
he said: ‘‘Itisastupidthing, but I have got 
to go to Berlin to-night.’’ After which he 
went to his study, where he stayed till tea 
time. Silently, but as cheerfully as ever, he 
sat in his familly circle, but suddenly rising 
he firmly put his hand on the table and cried: 

„Well, let them come; with or without 
South Germany we are prepared.’’ 

From the end of the Franco-German war 
to his death, Field Marshal Von Moltke passed 
the summer months at Oreisau. As soon as 
the sun melted the snow in the early spring 
he began to long for his country seat. He had 
that delicacy of temperament and that sym- 

athy with external nature that made him 

ove to watch the season waking from its 
winter sleep. He did not leave this quiet life 
till the snow drove bim out. Even at the age 
of 90 he was fullof energy and never as- 
sumed the indifference of a man tired of life. 
Like the brave soldier that he was, he stood 
at his post till relief came. He never 
was afraid of the thought of death and 
in this, as in wany other things, he betrayed 
the healthfalness of his organization. 
Seldom, indeed, has such chastened sagacity 
been coupled with such strictly logical 
methods and such childiike simplicity of 
mind, His busy life left notime for insipid 
amusements. The unadorned study at

The matinee girl isa new ciassification. 
She is supposed to lock. The ethnologists or 
sociologistsor whoever else have the doing 
of the thing award her the honor of a dis- 
tinct genus, because she seems tobe difer- 


ent from others of her sex, and partic 


ular

for several days. The matinee habit, which 
holds so many in its fascinating grasp, has 
her badly.

But the worst that can be said against the 
matinee girl ig that she is so numerous that 
she makes the actors play seven and eight 
times a week. She is as resistent as a 
porous plaster and as devout &t the shrine of 
dramatic art as a Mussulman is in his 
mosque. And she must have her matinee. 
It is as necessary as her meals or her chate- 
laine mirror, 

In consequence of which we poor slaves of 
the and buskin have to play a little 
oftener than we would otherwise. But she 
is pretty as a peri peeping through the gates 
of Paradise, and we forgive her the trouble 
she causes us on account of her geal, her 
cleverness and other jolly, good points, in- 
cluding her puichritude. 

She has been described as silly, bat I think 
thatisa mistake, She has been diagnosed 
as a composition Of caramels and gush, but 
that is a mistake, too. She is efferyescent— 
there is po question about that—and her ad- 
jectives areas sweet as the contents of her 

onbontere, but she is not silly and she is not 
at all confectionery and lalligag. 

The matinee girlisa very sensible patron 
of dramatic art, and worships at its shrine 
very intelligently. I like to play for der de- 
cause she is a sensitive and properly attuned 
instrument; she responds readily to senti- 
mentality, and the grander sweeps of pas- 
sion fill her soul chords with a resonance fer 
which there is no room in the makeup ofa 
jaded night patron of the theater. 

She is innocent and unsophisticated, in- 
genuous as a rose leaf, tender as a dew drop; 
the dramatist’s every artifice and the actor’s 
lightest mimicry find her always in a respec- 
tive and responsive mood. 

Exquisitely sensitive to all the subtleties 
of sentiment, the matinee girl can also lay 
claim to measurably important mentality, 
Her judgment is delicate and well balanced. 
False pathos cannot fool her; meritricious 
frippery cannot begutie her. 1 do not think 
sheisthe kind that adjective poets, mere 
euphuistic versifiers, can sendinto ecstasies. 

She may think with her heart, as woman 
in general is said to do, but it is a judicious 
heart, and it is a good substitute for the 
cerebral organ, for the words that reach and 
move it must have meaning; empty sound- 
ing rhythms mystify and pussle her, but di- 
rect words, honest thought-pictures present- 
ing true and proper sentiment, have her es- 
teem and applause at once. She usually 
bestows her sympathy in the right direction, 
too. Her instinct in this regard is unerring. 

She can laugh sensibly, too. Indeed, the 
matinee-giri is a good thing all round for the 
theatrical manager. She is his barometer 
and best friend, Ir the matinee-girl gives her 
approval,aplayisallright. If she crowds 
the house ednesday and Saturday after- 
noons the play is a tremendous hit. She 
swarnis around a big success. If she stays 
sway from a play, ‘‘frost’’ is the name 

or it. 

She gets her money’s worth out of the 
matinee. For her it is a service as well 
as an art occasion. She listensto and fol- 
lows the play with devout attention, but who 
that bas heard the munching of marshmal. 
lows and the crunching of chocolate creams, 
and the twitter aud jocurd jabber that fill 
the interim between the acts, can deny that 
she visits the theater for enjoyment and gets 
it every time?

A Peculiar Advertisement Leads to In- 
vestigation by a Sunday Post- Dis~ 
patch Reporter—Prof. Abbas Visited 
and Interviewed-He Talks About 
Jules Walliace—A “Nervy’’ Brace. 


St. Louis has an infant industry of which 
the majority ofits citizens know but little. 
Itcannot be said to be flourishing, but in 
view of its nature this nows will hardly oc- 
casion ch regret. The existence was first 
made khown by an advertisement, which 


read as follows: 

PERSON AL—It you wish to learn the art ‘of for- 
tune telling, mind reading, or to be developed 

asa clairveyant for private or business purposes, 

call on Prof. A. Abbas, 1€00 Olive st. 


The idea of a mill, as it were, constantly 
grinding out proficient experts in several 
branches of the black arts was « novel, not 
to say startlingidea. It was most decidedly 
worth investigating, and a reporter forth- 
with started out to look up the mysteriously 
gifted individual who was ready, for a con- 
sideration, toimpart tothe general public a 
portion of the strange powers he is supposed 
to possess. 


THE MYSTIC PROFESSOR. 

A rather stout lady of the bleached blonde 
type was holding a tete-a-tete with a young 
man on the steps as the reporter approached 
the house in question. He inquired for the 
professor, and was told to enter and 
knock at the second door to the left. It 
was not without sundry misgivings 
that the visitor felt his way along the dimly 
lighted hall and knocked at the door indi- 
cated. A man able to read the inmost sec- 
rets ofthe mind and to draw back the veil 
which hides the future, might resent the in- 
trusion of an unbellever and scoffer. 

In answer to thesummonsthe door was 
opened by the seer himself, who, after hasti- 
ly scanning his visitor from head to foot, in- 
vited him to enter.

Old-Fashioned Currant Dumplinzs. 


Old-fashioned currant dumpling, boiled in 
a cloth, is seldom seen on our tables, and yet 
it is generally a favorite, and will be found 
just the thing to vary the desserts. It is 


made thus: Into a pint of flour, sifted, with 
a heaping teaspoonrul of baking powder aud 
half a teaspoonful of salt, ru» a large teacup- 
fulof finely chopped beef suet and the same 
ofcurrants, washed thoroughly and dried in 
a cluth; now with a fork stir into this 
enough very cold water (about a thira 
of a cupful) to make a rather soit 
biscult-like dough, Put this into a floured 
canton flannel] cloth, rough side out, allow- 
ing room toswell; tie closely with a stout 
string and pop it into a potful of bolling 
water; cook for three hours and donot let 
the water stop boiling for a moment; replen- 
ish from the hot teakettle. It should turn 
outa light, appetizing-looking ball. Half a 
cupful of granulated sugar may be rubbed 
through the flour if liked; it not, the soft 
white sauce snould be well sweetened. 
Flavor the latter with nutmeg or Vanilla.

Strainers. 

There is nothing that makes so much dif- 
ference between ordinary and delicate cook- 
ingasa setofstrainers. Itis important to 
own a collection, There should be one of 
very fine wire for sifting soda, spices, etc., 
and for strainine custards and jellies. There 
should be others with meshes from one- 
sixteenth to an eighth of an inch in dlame- 
ter; also a squash strainer and a colander, 
Extension wire strainers gre convenient. 
Keep alsoa supoly of strainer cloths made 
from coarse crash or cheese cloth. 


On the Cars of Shoes. 

If you would have your shoes retain their 
pristine freshness longer than a week, do not 
treat them with polishes and dressings, each 
one of which claims to be the best and least 


injurious. AS soon as you come in from a 
walk dust them carefully with a soft flannel 
kept for that purpose. Let them air, as you 
do your underclothes, and when they are dry 
stuff them with soft tissue paper; button or 
lace them over this. In this way they will 
keep their shape for a long time. 

When they are so worn that they must de 
brizbtened, rubthem with a flannel cloth 
and alittle vaseline. Apply the wzrease care- 
fully, not merely smearing it over the sur- 
face of the leather, but rubbing it in. When 
itis completely absorbed, rub briskly with 
fresh flannel. 

Do not wear your walking boots inthe 
house, and do not walk in your slippers. 
Keep a pair of shoes sultable for each occa- 
sion. In this way, though you may seem to 
have an extravagant sapply, you will be 
really displaying en economical spirit. shoes 
worn indoors and out not only soon lose their 
brightness and neatness, but last only about 
one-third as long as if they were occasionally 
relieved. 


They Shoe Society Ladies. 


There are about nine shoemakers in New 
York who are the envy ok all the other cob- 
blers and manufacturers. They make the 
boots and shoes worn by sodſety ladies at the 


balls, operas, dinner dances and wedding 
parties of the season. When a fashionable 
woman gets a newevening dress she has to 
havea pair of shoes and stockings to match. 
Boots of this sort are custom-made and 
costly. The modiste provides a piece of the 
dress material, the custumer takes it to her 
favorite shoemaker, has her feet measured 
forthe peculiar style she wishes—and the 
styles are peculiar and as fluctuating as 
anything in milllinery—and the work is 
done by men skilled in that delicate art. 
Just now boots are the rage. They are made 
with medium heels, pointed toes, ratherlong 
vamps, buttoned and laced, and deftly turned 
soles almost as thin as parchment. What is 
called mirror satin is used a great deal. Ihese 
boots are worn in the dance, the opinion be- 
ing that by supporting the ankle the power 
of resisting fatigue is increased. They cost

To Clean Carpets at Home. 

It is often the case that accidents happen 
when one is far away froma cleaner’s, or 
when perchance the carpet may not be worth 
the expense of the professional services, but 


would be extremely useful if put in good 
order. Asimpie and effectual means of clean- 
ing istoripthe breadths apart, if the carpet 
is large; take one breadth at a time over a 
common kitchen table or wide board and 
scour with prepared soapsuds, if necessary, 
ornaphtha. If that substance is to be used, 
scrub the carpet thoroughly with an ord- 
nary scrub brush. If the washing is done 
with soapsuds, it is well to rinse the carpet 
thoroughly, which may be done by throw- 
ing on palifuls of water and _ scrub- 
bing It out with the brush to rid the fabric of 
the sude as nearly as may be. If the carpet 
shows symptoms of fading, or if the colors 
threaten to run, itis quite worth while to go 
over it again and again with the brush and 
with soft cloths and remove the water as 
rapidly as possible, meanwhile having the 
broad table tipped at an angie soasto allow 
allsurplus waterto drain away as quickly 
as it can. This is rather slow jwork 
and hard work; but if well done, the result 
will be a carpet entirely cleaned, perfectly 
wholesome and quite good enough for an 
upper room or forthe rugs and pleces that 
are required in every house.

Remove the skin and dark outside edges 
and cut the bacon in very thin slices; lay 
them on a wire broiler close together and 
place the latter in a dripping pan, then put 
the pan and broiler together on the upper 
rate of a hot oven. Watch the bacon gare 
ully, as it will soon need turning, and will 
generally be broiled in four or five minutes, 
This is a much easier method than to fry it 
in a pan on top of the range, and there is no 
smoke or burned fat as a result. If liked 
very dry,the bacon may be drained on paper, 
but I generally find that it drips quite 
suMficiently*into the pan. Do not forget that 
the handles of the broiler will be extremely 
hot after being shut up in the oven, 


Sweeping the Carpet. 

With alittle care you can sweep the dirtiest 
carpet without raising much dust by placing 
outside the door ofthe room to be swept a 
pail of clear, cold water. Wet your broom, 
knock it against the side of the bucket to get 
out all the drops, sweepa couple of yards, 
then rinse off the Droom again.
